The  Pullman  Company  Scrapbooks,  many 
at  least  a  century  old  and  composed  almost 
entirely  of  brittle  newsprint,  contain  articles 
that  are  incomplete  or  illegible.  While 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  the 
best  copy  possible,  the  following  problems 
are  present  to  varying  degrees  in  many  of 
the  volumes: 

1.  Foldouts  are  torn  with  loss  of  text  or 

are  lacking  entirely. 

2.  Loose  clippings  are  torn,  with 

portions  lacking. 

3.  There  is  loss  of  text  at  inner  and 

outer  margins. 

4.  Tipped-in  clippings  obscure  other 

text. 

5.  Paper  discoloration  causes  text 

illegibility. 


FILMING  PROCEDURES 


Where  possible,  the  procedures  listed  below 
have  been  followed  in  filming  the  Pullman 
Company  Scrapbooks. 

1.  Some  pages  have  been  filmed  more  than 
once  to  enhance  legibility  where  text 
darkness  varies  within  an  exposure  or 
where  overlapping  text  is  present. 

2.  Unless  oversized,  foldouts  and  clippings 
stored  in  envelopes  attached  to  scrapbook 
pages  are  filmed  following  the  page  of  text 
of  frame  to  which  they  correspond. 

3.  Unless  oversized,  loose  clipping  inserts 
are  filmed  following  the  opening  in  which 
they  have  been  inserted. 

4.  Oversize  inserts  and  clippings  removed 
from  envelopes,  marked  with  the  scrapbook 
page  number  to  which  they  correspond,  are 
filmed  in  page  number  order  at  the  end  of 
each  volume.

"Mr.  Wlckes  had  been  complalnlne  of 
attacks  of  heart  disease  tor  the  last  two 
weeks.  It  was  a  disease  of  long  standing 
with  him.  having  been  Induced  by  acute 
Indigestion.  Ho  arose  this  morning  feel¬ 
ing  very  well.  Ho  ate  a  hearty  breakfast 
and  then  went  Into  the  yard  to  play  with 
his  dogs.  He  bad  hie  automobile  prepared, 
and  started  to  work  with  bis  chauffeur. 

"At  Eighteenth  street  a  tire  punctured 
and  Mr.  Wlckes  alighted  to  walk  to  bis 
ofDce  In  the  Pullman  building.  W’hcn  he 
got  to  Twelfth  street  he  tottered  and  fell 
and  asked  persons  who  ran  to  bis  assist¬ 
ance  to  take  him  home.  An  automobile 
was  secured  In  one  of  the  near-by  garages 
and  the  ride  home  was  made. 

"The  cause  of  Mr.  Wlckes'  death  was 
heart  trouble.  I  have  been  attending  him 
for  a  year  and  a  half  and  I  have  frequently 
had  occasion  to  remind  him  that  his  heart 
notion  was  weak.

Thomas  H.  Wlckes  had  been  identlfled 
with  the  Pullman  company  through  all  the 
stages  of  development  of  the  great  corpora¬ 
tion.  During  the  lifetime  of  George  M. 
Pullman  be  was  the  great  car  .bullder'a 
confidential  man.  To  him  was  intrust¬ 
ed  the  active  management  and  pon- 
trol  of  the  great  force  of  workmen,  and  It 
was  bis  brain  that  carried  out  the  plan 
of  building  the  city  of  Pullman.  It  was 
during  the  Debs  strike  of  1894  that  Mr. 
WIckea'  personality  and  aggressiveness 
came  prominently  Into  view.  After  the 
death  of  Mr.  Pullman  he  continued  the  pol¬ 
icy  or  the  master.

Drexel  boulevard. 

He  died  while  his  chauffeur,

Mr.  Thomas  H.  Wickes,  vice-president  of  the 
Pullman  Company,  died  suddenly  of  heart  dis¬ 
ease  at  his  home,  4  94Lpr^xel  boulevard,  Chleago, 

1  on  March  28.  Mr.  Wickes*  was  stricken  while  on  i 
the  way  to  his  office  in  the  Pullman  building,  ■ 
though  thirty  minutes  earlier  he  had  left  his  home  T 
apparently  in  fairly  good  health.  When  his  auto-  f 
I  mobile  reached  Eighteenth  street  it  was  discov-  f 
ered  that  a  tire  was  punctured  and  Mr.  Wickes 
decided  to  walk  the  rest  of  the  distance.  When  i 
he  reached  Twelfth  street  he  was  stricken  and  fell  y 
to  the  pavement.  Friends  came  to  his  assistance  fi 
and,  placing  him  in  an  automobile,  hurried  him 
to  his  home.  He  staggered  into  the  house,  told  a  4 
servant  to  telephone  for  his  physician,  and  before  Jf 
the  latter  arrived  Mr.  Wickes  was  dead.  Mr.

Ruling  on  “,Ilin  Crow”  Law. 

In  an  opinion  delivered  March  22  by  the  Mary¬ 
land  court  of  appeals,  at  Annapolis,  it  was  held  that 
the  act  passed  by  the  legislature  requiring  steam 
railways  In  Maryland^to  furnish  separate  compart¬ 
ments-  for  white  and  coloAtf  passengers  Is  valid  so 
far  as  It  affects  commerce  within  the  state,  but  In¬ 
valid  as  to  interstate  passengers,  and  must  be  con¬ 
strued  as  not  applying  to  them.  This  decision  Is  In 
line  with  that  of  the  United  States  court,  which 
held  that  railroads  engaged  In  Interetate  commerce 
in  Louisinna  should  give  all  their  passengers  equal 
privileges  as  to  the  parts  of  the  conveyances  they

The  revenue  of  the  state  of  Texas  being  unequal  to  Its 
needs,  the  existing  Legislature  has  been  considering  various 
plans  lor  relief,  most  of  them"  base'd  on  Increasing  the  taxa- 
I  tlon  of  railway  property.  At  present  the  railways  are  taxed 
I  In  two  ways— by  an  ad  valorem  tax  lor  state,  county,  local 
l  and  municipal  purposes,  based  on  th®  assessed  valuation 
of  their  entire  property,  which  in  1903  yielded  $1,083,000; 
and  by  a  passenger  earnings  tax  of  1  per  cent,  steadily  In¬ 
creasing  In  amount.  Two  other  taxing  devices  have  now 
been  legislated  into  existence— first,  the  Williams  intangible 
tax  measure,  imposing  a  franchise  'ax  upon  steam  railways 
and  certain  other  corporations,  but  leaving  out  street  rail¬ 
ways,  telephone  companies  and  sleeping  car  companies;  and, 
second,  the  Love  measure,  taxing  the  entire  gross  receipts 
of  railways  1  per  cent.

The  popular  Interest  dlapln.ved  In  the  subject  of 
car  sanitation  and  car  ventilation  by  the  hoards  of 
health  of  tlie  larger  cltlM  Jia^voked  some  criticism 
of  the  railroad  companies  for  not  giving  more  at¬ 
tention  to  a  matter  of  such  vital  Interest  to  their 
passengers.  To  a  certain  extent,  at  least,  such 
criticisms  apear  to  be  unjustified,  and  it  is  authorl- 
t  tatively  denied  that  any  railroad  has  hampered  the 
efforts  of  the  scientists  to  study  the  relation  of  car 
ventilation  and  sanitation  to  the  public  health.  It 
is  true  that  some  street  railway  systems  have  paid 
little  or  no  attention  to  improving  the  ventilation 
of  their  cars,  but  on  the  other  hand  a  number  of 
the  steam  railroads,  the  Pullman  company  and  oth¬ 
ers,  are  seeking  the  latest  Information  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  from  the  Marine  Hospital  Service  and  other 
public  health  labratories  where  this  (luestion  Is 
being  studied  and  have  expressed  their  willingness 
to  co-operate  witli  the  healtli  authorities  and  to 
adopt  any  suggestions  that  may  promise  greater 
safegiiards  for  the  public  health.

It 
Imposes  a  tax  of  |2  per  bundried  shares  on 
transfers  of  corporate  shares,  or  2  cents  on 
each  $100  par  value  thereof.  Had  it  been  In 
force  to-day  it  would  have  cost  the  members 
of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  $24,432 
for  the  transfers  recorded,  and  on  the  trans¬ 
fers  since  Jan.  1  the  tax  would  have 
amounted  to  $1,892,906. 

Speaking  of  the  bill  last  night,  the  gov¬ 
ernor  admitted  that  some  of  Its  provisions 
his  approval.  It  was  generally 
expected  that  he  would  overcome  these  ob- 
leotions  under  the  pressure  of  the  urgent 
need  of  more  revenue  for  the  state,  and  this 
expectaUon  proved  well  founded.

The  paradoxical  conundrum,  “What  will  be  the  result  it 
an  indestructible  body  moving  with  irresistible  momentum 
collides  with  an  indestructible  and  immovable  body?”  may 
well  be  considered  by  persons  who  have  come  to  believe  that 
steel  passenger  cars  offer  a  means  of  preventing  personal 
injuries  in  railway  collisions.  There  are  no  indestructible 
bodies  that  we  know  of  and  there  is  no  such  thing  as  irre¬ 
sistible  momentum.  Permanence  and  resistance  are  but  com¬ 
parative. 

A  steel  car  has  been  demonstrated  to  have  greater 
strength  than  a  wooden  car  of  the  same  weight  and  to- stand  | 
up  better  in  collisions  in  which  both  have  been  involved.  ^ 
The  wooden  car  suffers  most  destruction  and  thereby  absorbs  j 
most  of  the  collision  energy.  Were  there  no  wooden  cars  to  i 
act  as  cushions,  the  same  amount  of  energy  would  have  to  ) 
be  absorbed,  and  in  such  case  it  would  be  dissipated  in  a 
shorter  distance.  That  is  to  say,  the  ends  of  the  cars  would 
not  be  crushed  to  the  same  extent  as  if  they  were  of  wood. 

If  the  platforms  and  vestibules  are  very  strong  the  energy 
probably  would  be  devoted  to  throwing  the  cars  from  the 
track.  In  any  event,  some  undesirable  action  is  bound  to 
take  place,  since  the  kinetic  energy  of  the  trains  must  be 
conserved,  and  the  problem  should  be  how  best  to  change  its 
form  to  cause  the  least  danger  to  human  life. 

Collisions  may  be  arbitrarily  divided  into  three  classes, 
the  first  Including  the  severe  bumps  occasioned  in  coupling 
when  the  cars  are  handled  roughly;  such  shocks  as  are  ordi¬ 
narily  sufliclent  to  spill  the  cup  of  coffee  in  the  dining  car, 
but  they  will  not  exceed  the  capacity  of  a.  good  friction  draft 
gear.  Another  class  of  collisions  is  those  which  fortunately 
are  comparatively  few.  We  refer  to  cases  where  trains  run 
together  at  high  speed  and  where  some  of  the  cars  are 
telescoped  or  smashed  Into  kindling  wood.  Between  these 
two  extremes  are  collisions  which  are  sufficient  to  cause  per¬ 
sonal  injury  by  throwing  passengers  from  their  seats,  breaking 
windows  and  sometimes  smashing  platforms  and  vestibules. 

The  first  mentioned  class  can  obviously  be  robbed  of 
many  unpleasant  features  by  the  adoption  of  greater  yielding 
resistance  in  the  draft  gears,  and  that  such  attempts  are 
being  made  has  come  to  our  attention  in  the  case  of  some 
large  coaches  which  are  being  equipped  with  different  types 
of  friction  draft  rigging.  The  Pullman  Company  has  adopted 
the  Westinghouse  friction  draft  gear  for  use  in  all  new  Pull¬ 
man  cars  and  also  for  all  Pullman  cars  going  through  shops 
for  general  repairs.  For  the  severe  collisions  in  which 
coaches  are  destroyed  and  telescoped  obviously  there  is  but  j 
one  way  to  improve  conditions,  and  that  is  to  make  the  cars 
as  strong  as  possible  by  the  use  of  steel  construction,  so  that 
while  they  may  be  thrown  bodily  from  the  tracks  they  will  ' 
not  be  smashed  or  set  on  fire.  For  the  class  of  collisions 
between  these  extremes  it  is  more  difficult  to  prescribe.  If  : 
the  cars  are  extremely  rigid  from  end  to  end  the  shock  of 
collision  must  be  felt  severely  throughout  the  train,  and  al¬ 
though  no  one  is  apt  to  be  killed,  many  bruises  may  result. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  vestibules  are  so  arranged  or  de¬ 
signed  that  they  will  give  a  cushioning  effect,  considerable 
relief  should  be  afforded  to  passengers,  although  it  would  be 
dangerous  to  anyone  who  might  be  in  the  vestibules,  and  this 
consideration  would  debar  such  a  plan  being  carried  to  any 
extent  in  t^  design  of  cars  for  city  service.  The  fact  that 


Pullman  sleepers  are  rarejy^  destroyed,  even  In  severe  head 
end  collisions,  proves  the  custioning  effect  given  by  the 
lighter  and  weaker  cars  ahead.  If  steel  passenger  cars  are 
placed  next  to  the  locomotive  they  may  give  some  protection 
against  casualties  from  head  end  collisions,  but  if  the  car  , 
^  following  them  is  of  weak  construction  it  is  likely  to  be  ' 
wrecked,  being  caught  between  the  heavy  equipment  in  the 
front  and  at  the  rear  of  the  train.  This  Indicates  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  having  the  entire  train  composed  of  cars  of  uniform 
strength.  Such  a  train,  consisting  of  steel  coaches,  would  be 
extremely  rigid  from  end  to  end,  and  some  way  of  cushion¬ 
ing  shocks  should  be  provided.  The  friction  draft  gear  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction  and  should  serve  all  conditions  of 
ordinary  service,  but  beyond  this  there  is  an  opportunity  for  I 
steel  car  designers  to  provide  insurance  against  severe  col¬ 
lision.  _  1

A  steel  car  has  been  demonstrated  to  have  greater 
strength  than  a  wooden  car  of  the  same  weight  and  to  stand 
up  better  in  collisions  in  which  both  have  been  Involved.  ’ 
The  wooden  car  suffers  most  destruction  and  thereby  absorbs 
most  of  the  collision  energy.  Were  there  no  wooden  cars  to 
act  as  cushions,  the  same  amount  of  energy  would  have  to 
be  absorbed,  and  in  such  case  it  would  be  dissipated  in  a 
shorter  distance.  That  is  to  say,  the  ends  of  the  cars  would 
not  be  crushed  to  the  same  extent  as  if  they  -were  of  wood. 

If  the  platforms  and  vestibules  are  very  strong  the  energy 
probably  would  be  devoted  to  throwing  the  cars  from  the 
track.  In  any  event,  some  undesirable  action  is  bound  to 
take  place,  since  the  kinetic  energy  of  the  trains  must  be 
conserved,  and  the  problem  should  be  how  best  to  change  its 
form  to  cause  the  least  danger  to  human  life. 

Collisions  may  be  arbitrarily  divided  into  three  classes, 
the  first  including  the  severe  bumps  occasioned  in  coupling 
when  the  cars  are  handled  roughly;  such  shocks  as  are  ordi¬ 
narily  sufficient  to  spill  the  cup  of  coffee  in  the  dining  car, 
but  they  will  not  exceed  the  capacity  of  a  good  friction  draft 
gear.  Another  class  of  collisions  is  those  which  fortunately 
are  comparatively  few.  We  refer  to  cases  where  trains  run 
together  at  high  speed  and  where  some  of  the  cars  are 
telescoped  or  smashed  into  kindling  wood.  Between  these 
two  extremes  are  collisions  which  are  sufiicient  to  cause  per¬ 
sonal  injury  by  throwing  passengers  from  their  seats,  breaking 
windows  and  sometimes  smashing  platforms  and  vestibules. 

The  first  mentioned  class  can  obviously  be  robbed  of 
many  unpleasant  features  by  the  adoption  of  greater  yielding 
resistance  in  the  draft  gears,  and  that  such  attempts  are 
being  made  has  come  to  our  attention  in  the  case  of  some 
large  coaches  which  are  being  equipped  with  different  types 
of  friction  draft  rigging.  The  Pullman  Company  has  adopted 
the  Westinghouse  friction  draft  gear  for  use  in  all  new  Pull¬ 
man  cars  and  also  for  all  Pullman  cars  going  through  shops 
for  general  repairs.  For  the  severe  collisions  in  which 
coaches  are  destroyed  and  telescoped  obviously  there  is  but 
one  way  to  improve  conditions,  and  that  is  to  make  the  cars  ' 
as  strong  as  possible  by  the  use  of  steel  construction,  so  that  | 
while  they  may  be  thrown  bodily  from  the  tracks  they  will 
not  be  smashed  or  set  on  fire.  For  the  class  of  collisions 
between  these  extremes  it  is  more  difficult  to  prescribe.  If 
the  cars  are  extremely  rigid  from  end  to  end  the  shock  of 
collision  must  be  felt  severely  throughout  the  train,  and  al¬ 
though  no  one  is  apt  to  be  killed,  many  bruises  may  result. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  vestibules  are  so  arranged  or  de¬ 
signed  that  they  will  give  a  cushioning  effect,  considerable 
relief  should  be  afforded  to  passengers,  although  it  would  be 
dangerous  to  anyone  who  might  be  in  the  vestibules,  and  this 
consideration  would  debar  such  a  plan  being  carried  to  any 
extent  in  th^  design  of  cars  for  city  service.  The  fact  that 


Pullman  sleepers  are  rarejy^  destroyed,  even  in  severe  head 
end  collisions,  proves  the  cushioning  effect  given  by  the 
lighter  and  weaker  cars  ahead.  If  steel  passenger  cars  are 
placed  next  to  the  locomotive  they  may  give  some  protection 
against  casualties  from  head  end  collisions,  but  if  the  car 
following  them  is  of  weak  construction  it  is  likely  to  be 
wrecked,  being  caught  between  the  heavy  equipment  in  the 
front  and  at  the  rear  of  the  train.  This  indicates  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  having  the  entire  train  composed  of  cars  of  uniform 
strength.  Such  a  train,  consisting  of  steel  coaches,  would  be 
extremely  rigid  from  end  to  end,  and  some  way  of  cushion¬ 
ing  shocks  should  be  provided.  The  friction  draft  gear  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction  and  should  serve  all  conditions  of 
ordinary  service,  but  beyond  this  there  is  an  opportunity  for 
steel  car  designers  to  provide  Insurance  against  severe  col¬ 
lision.  _

Recent  Accidents. — A  special  train  of  Pullman  cars  on  ' 
the  Southein  Rallwa.v,  carrying  100  members  of  the  Southern 
Conference  of  Education,  ran  at  high  speed  Into  the  rear  end  ! 
of  a  freight  train  In  the  yards  at  Greenville,  S.  C.,  on  April 
27,  killing  four  trainmen  and  Injuring  a  number  of  the  passen¬ 
gers.  The  injured  passengers  were  eating  breakfast  In  the 
second  diner,  which  was  completely  wrecked.  The  seven 
sleepers  and  their  occupants  were  uninjured.  At  the  coroner’s 
Inquest  the  train  dispatcher  testified  that  an  order  was  filed 
In  the  yardmaster’s  ofllce  stating  that  the  special  would  ar¬ 
rive  at  7:15  a.  m.  and  that  later  another '  order  announced 
that  It  would  arrive  at  7:55  a.  m.  Yardmaster  Riser  testified 

that  ho  received  no  orders  to  that  effect.— A  freight  train  of  11 
cars  loaded  with  valuable  mercfiandisu  went  through  the  lofty 
bridge  of  the  .\texican  Railroad  at  Met  lac,  .Mex..  falling  90 
feet  to  the  bottom  of  the  canyon,  catising  complete  wreck¬ 
age  of  the  train,  followed  by  destruction  by  fire  from  the  loco¬ 
motive.  The  engineman  and  three  Mexican  trainmen  were 
killed.  The  bridge,  which  si)anB  one  of  the  most  picturesque 
canyons  in  Mexico,  Is  built  on  a  curve  and  approached  by 
steep  descending  grades  at  each  end.  A  repairing  gang  had  ' 
taken  up  rails  just  before  the  approach  of  the  train  and  the 
flagman  appears  to  have  failed  to  go  far  enough  to  give  suffl- 
cient  warning,  although  there  is  also  intimation  that,  the 
brakes  were  not  working  properly.  The  accident  closed  the 
bridge  to  traffic  for  five  days.  The  compatiy  is  said  now 
to  be  considering  former  plans  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  bridge  which  will  be  straight  and  raised  to  a  mtich 
greater  height.

“3.  To  create  or  carry  out  restrictions  in  the  free  pur¬ 
suit  of  any  business  authorized  or  permitted  by  the  laws 
of  this  state.  The  court  holds  that  these  prohibitions  were 
not  disobeyed.  It  says:  “The  only  reference  in  the  contract 
to  any  charges  to  be  made  by  either  company  is  the  stipu¬ 
lation  that  the  Pullman  company  should  not  charge  passen¬ 
gers  in  its  cars  on  the  line  of  the  Fort  Worth  &  Denver  City 
Railway  Company  more  than  it  charged  on  the  lines  of  com¬ 
peting  railroads.  The  contract  did  not  require  that  the 
charges  should  be  maintained  as  they  were  then  fixed,  nor 
did  it  fix  any  standard  of  charges  by  which  either  company 
should  be  governed.  No  pooling  or  combining  of  rates  be¬ 
tween  the  said  companies  was  provided  for,  but  each  was 
at  liberty  to  prescribe  its  own  charges  and  to  change  them 
at  its  pleasure." 

The  conclusion  is  that  the  contract  was  not  in  restraint 
of  trade  or  in  violation  of  the  anti-trust  law.

Next  Wlckhs  directs  Immediate  conver¬ 
sion  of  his  estate  Into  money  and  the  plac¬ 
ing  of  a  fund  of  $100,000  In  care  of  the  North¬ 
ern  Trust  Company.  From  Interest. on  the 
fund  will  be  paid  the  $500  annual  allotment 
to  Thomas  Wlckes,  Jr.,  the  remainder  to  be 
divided  equally  between  Mrs.  Felt  and  Mrs. 
Johnston. 

Several  Cliarltable  Beqaeats. 

Upon  the  depth  of  either  of  his  daughters, 
Wlckes  directed,  one-quarter  of  the  $100,000 
I  Tund  Is  to  be  paid  to  the-trome  for  destitute 
jlind  crippled  children  and  one-quarter  ‘ 
the  Chicago  Orphan. asylum.  In  case 
the  death  of  the  remaining  daughter  Wlckes 
a.sked  that  the  remainder  of  the  fund  be 
divided  evenly  between  the  old  people's 
home  and  the  Chicago  home  for  the  friend¬ 
less.  The  charitable  Institutions  are  to  re¬ 
ceive  their  money,  however,  only  In  case  the 
daughters  leave  no  children.

As  a  sequel  to  the  family  quarrels  of  ths 
late  Thomas  H.  Wlckes,  suit  was  filed  la 
the  Probate  court  yesterday  by  Thomas  H.

He  is  also  charged  with  having  made  a  false 
return  on  the  value  of  $20,000  worth  of  per¬ 
sonal  property  Intrusted  to  him. 

,  It  Is  expected  that  the  contest  over  Wlckea* 
estate  will  develop  into  one  of  the  bitterest 
famly  controversies  that  have  engrossed  the 
attention  of  the  courts  In  years,  and  that  It 
will  again  bring 'to  light  the  checkered 
matrimonial  career  of  the  elder  Wlckes. 

-Ask  Removal  of  Execator. 

The  suit  demands  that  the  will  be  set 
aside  and  that  the  estate  be  distributed  ac¬ 
cording  to  law.  It  also  demands,  as  a  sepa¬ 
rate  section,  of  the  petition  that  ths  court 
hold  that  part  of  the  will  which  gives  to 
Hugh  P.  Walden  all  the  personal  property 
to  distribute  as  he  sees  flt  void,  on  the 
ground  that  Walden  Is  an  executor  as  well  as 
beneficiary  under  the  will. 

The  chief  complainant  In  the  suit  is 
Thomas  H.  Wlckes,  Jr.,  who  was  cut  off  with 
an  auBuity  of  only  $500,  which,  la  the  event 
of  the  death  of  either  slsteT,  was  to  be  re¬ 
duced  to  an  annuity  of  $250.

Walden  Is  given  the  Wlckes  homes  at  3910 
Prairie  avenue,  some  property  In  Hammond, 
Ind.,  Wlckes'  library,  and  household  goods 
and  other  personal  property,  and  the  will  ex¬ 
pressly  states  that  In  case  a  number  of  chart - 
table  bequests  cannot  be  carried  out  because 
of  a  lack  of  funds,  that  portion  of  the  estate 
willed  to  Walden  shall  not  be  touched. 

Pro'vlslon  Is  made  for  the  Slaughters  by 
setting  aside  a  fund  of  $100,000,  of  ■which 
they  are  to  receive  the  Interest  during  their 
life  time.  Including  the  Wlckes  home  in 
Prairie  avenue  and  the  sums  bequeathed  to 
charitable  institutions,  the  estate  Is  valued 
at  many  times  the  sum  set  aside  tor  the 
daughters,  and  should  the  will  be  set  aside, 
their  share  under  the  distribution  w.ill  be 
much  larger  than  they  now  get  under  the 
will.

INFECTION  DANGERS  IN  TRANSPORTATION 

Dr.  H.  M.  Bracken,  secreta^  of  the  Minnesota  Boan 
of  Health,  read  a  paper  .at* the  recent  meeting  of  the  Na 
tional  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  a 
Washington,  on  the  subject,  “Infection  in  Transporta 
tion.”  Among  other  things' he  said:  "In  discussing  thi 
subject  it  can  safely  be  said,  1  think,  that  there  should  If 
no  danger  of  poss  ible  tubercular  infection  while  traveling 
in  public  conveyances.  For  tubercular  infection  then 
must,  as  a  rule,  be  prolonged  exposure  and  this  shoulc 
never  occur  in  any  public  conveyance.  In  the  street  car.* 
one  spends  but  a  short  time  on  any  single  trip.  In  tin 
suburban  trolleys  the  crowded  condition  in  the  cars  am 
the  longer  trips  make  the  possible  exposures  more  pro 
nounced  than  in  the  city  cars.  In  the  day  coaches  of  rail 
way  trains  one  is  not  in  close  contact  with  other  indi 
viduals,  and  even  should  a  tubercular  patient  be  sitting 
nearby  the  tubercular  bacilli  expelled  in  the  act  of  cough¬ 
ing  are  in  a  moist  state  and  not  in  condition  for  general 
distribution  until  the  sputum  becomes  dry.  In  sleeping 
cars  and  on  steamers  one  is  even  more  isolated  than  it 
the  day  railway  coaches,  and  the  danger  of  possible  tu¬ 
bercular  infection  should  be  still  less. 

“In  speaking  thus  of  possible  infection  during  trans 
portation  we  are  assuming  that  all  public  conveyances  an( 
the  furnishings  are  kept  well  cleaned.  If  such  is  not  tht 
case  there  may  be  danger  in  every  street  car,  railway 
coach  and  steamer  berth.  If  tubercular  patients  deposi; 
infected  sputum  in  public  conveyances  and  it  is  allowed 
to  become  dry  it  may  then  be  a  source  of  danger.  The 
greatest  danger  from  lack  of  cleanliness  is  undoubtedl) 
to  be  found  in  the  sleeping  cars  and  steamer  berths,  when 
one  may  be  in  contact  with  infected  bedding  duritig  ar 
entire  night.  The  danger  of  tubercular  infection  during 
travel  may  be  intensified  by  the  lack  of  proper  ventilation 
for  when  an  individual  is  confined  in  close,  stuffy  quarter: 
the  irritation  of  the  respiratory  tract  may  be  sufficient  t( 
increase  his  susceptibility ;  or  an  already  infected  individ 
ual  may  have  an  inflammatory  condition  of  the  lungs  in 
tensified  by  foul  air  or  draughts,  thus  changing  a  laten 
to  an  active  infection.  Admitting  that  tubercular  infec 
tion  is  not  apt  to  occur  during  any  single  trip  in  a  da) 
coach,  we  must  still  appreciate  the  fact  that  exposure  it 
such  coaches  is  possible,  for  many  people  spend  a  consid 
erable  amount  of  time  each  day  in  city  and  suburban  can 
on  their  way  to  and  from  business. 

“The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  system  seems  to  havt 
given  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  car  sanitation,  and  it: 
methods  of  ventilation  are  among  the  best,  if  not  the  best 
now  in  practical  use.  Its  ventilating  system  furnishes  6o, 
ooo  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per  car  per  hour,  the  equiva 
lent  of  1,000  cubic  feet  of  air  to  each  passenger  seat.  Ii 
is  estimated  that  an  ideal  ventilation  system  should  suppl) 
3,000  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  j)er  hour  to  each  passenger 
but  it  has  not  been  corfsidered  practicable  to  attempt  tc 
secure  this  amount  of  fresh  air  with  the  ventilating  sys¬ 
tem  of  the  Pennsylvania  road.”

In  his  determined  war  upon  corporations  the  governor 
of  Wisconsin  has  issued  a  proclamation  against  another  evil,  ^ 
namely,  the  lobby:  that  is,  the  “paid  lobby,"  representing  I 
corporations — especially  railway  corporations.  "Lobbyist"  is 
the  term  popularly  applied  to  all  men  who  visit  legislative  , 
halls  to  advance  or  oppose  any  measures  before  the  law-  I 
making  bodies.  Every  bill  of  importance  that  is  ottered  has  I 
its  advocates  and  its  opponents.  If  these  persons  are  on  our  , 

'  side  they  are  friends  of  the  measure — public  spirited  citizens; 

If  they  are  against  us  they  are  lobbyists,  and  if  they  show 
!  any  friendliness  to  corporations,  particularly  railways,  they 
are  "impudent  lobbyists,”  according  to  Governor  La  Follette. 
j  We  have  no  brief  to  defend  lobbying,  corporate  or  in- 
5  corporate,  for  private  or  public  measures;  but  lobbying  seems 
,  to  be,  thus  far,  an  essential  accompaniment  of  legislation  in 
a  republic.  To  corporations  it  is  apparently  a  vital  neces-  j 
sity  when  they  are  the  objects  of  the  proposed  legislation. 

Railway  companies  do  not  lobby  for  pleasure;  if  they  are 
represented  at  the  capitals  it  is  in  self-defense.  They  sel- 
'  dom  come  to  the  legislatures  to  ask  favors  for  themselves  i 
or  to  punish  others.  They  introduce  no  measures’  to  in¬ 
crease  the  taxes,  reduce  the  Incomes  and  multiply  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  farmers,  merchants,  manufacturers,  wage- 
earners,  capitalists,  legislators,  or  any  other  class  of  citi¬ 
zens;  but  they  are  the  objects  of  hosts  of  such  measures, 
and  if  they  have  any  representatives  or  “lobbyists”  at  all, 
they  must  be  “paid  lobbyists."  Multitudes  of  citizens  with¬ 
out  pay  will  buttonhole  their  legislators  on  the  street,  follow 
them  to  their  offices  or  homes,  bury  them  under  letters  and 
memorials  and  pursue  them  to  the  state  capitals,  in  behalf 
of  bills  to  cut  down  passenger  and  freight  rates  generally, 
to  compel  special  reductions  for  the  benefit  of  a  community 
or  a  product,  to  raise  the  taxes  on  railway  property  in  order 
to  diminish  the  rates  on  other  property,  to  require  the  con¬ 
struction  of  new  depots,  to  Increase  the  number  and  speed 
of  trains  and  in  general  to  get  more  money  or  service  out 
of  the  railways.  They  will  often  do  this  without  direct  pay, 
for  the  personal  or  local  benefit  that  is  expected  to  accrue. 

But  no  citizen  will  volunteer  as  the  defender  or  even  the 
disinterested  friend  in  court  of  the  corporations.  It  the 
railways  are  heard  at  all  it  must  be  through  paid  defenders, 
and  if  they  do  not  seek  to  be  heard  they  will  be  crushed 
under  hostile  legislation.  The  corporation  is  one  against 
many.  Nobody  is  going  to  volunteer  to  work  against  cheaper 
transportation,  higher  wages,  bigger  damage  for  Injuries, 
closer  regulation  of  railway  management  and  operation  in 
every  detail.  The  railway  has  to  send  its  employes  to  pre¬ 
sent  its  defense  or  the  case  would  go  by  default.  Railway 
officers  and  attorneys  are  therefore  necessarily  “paid  lobby¬ 
ists”  when  they  address  legislatures,  and  Govt;nor  La  Fol¬ 
lette  desires  that  they  should  be  forbidden  “to  approach  a 
legislator,  privately  or  personally,  upon  any  matter  which 
is  the  subject  of  legislation.”  In  his  message  he  demands 
“the  enactment  of  a  law  that  shall  make  it  an  offense  pun¬ 
ishable  by  the  heaviest  money  penalty  and  by  imprisonment 


as  well  for  any  lobby  agent  or  lobby  representative  employed 
and  paid  for  his  services  by  others,  to  attempt  personally 
and  directly  to  Influence  any  member  of  the  Legislature  to 
vote  for  or  against  any  measure  affecting  the  interests  rep¬ 
resented  by  such  lobbyists.’ 

The  La  Follette  measure  is  unfair  and  discriminatory, 
because  it  would  prohibit  corporations  from  using  influences 
and  methods  which  are  employed  without  restraint  or  ques¬ 
tion  by  their  enemies.  If  justice  to  all  sides  is  desired  the 
proposed  measure  should  go  further.  The  restrictive  words 
should  be  eliminated,  so  as  to  declare  it  to  be  an  offense 
subject  to  heavy  penalty  “for  anybody  to  attempt  person- 
I  ally  and  directly  to  influence  any  member  of  the  Legislature 
'  to  vote  for  or  against  any  measure.”  With  the  individual 
legislators,  like  the  jury  in  murder  trials,  shut  off  from  all 
lobbying,  log-rolling  and  secret  personal  influence  at  home 
or  away,  by  spoken,  written  or  printed  word,  and  all  discus¬ 
sions  and  arguments  confined  to  public  hearings  before  com¬ 
mittees  or  to  H  e  open  Legislature,  all  claimants  and  defend¬ 
ants  would  be  1  aced  on  an  equal  footing  and  justice  would 
stand  a  fair  sh<  v.  But.  of  course,  this  is  impossible;  and, 
anyway,  it  is  not  what  the  professional  railway  fighters,

Samuel  Untermyer,  chief  counsel 
for  Mr.  Hyde,  has  had  several  conferences

the  work  that  is  to  be  done  at  Albany  and 
i  among  the  republican  leaderk  could  not  be 
[  learned.

It  was  asserted  today  that  should  the  super-

next  step  would  be  for  the  superintendent  of 
insurance  to  direct  the  attorney  general  to 
begin  action  to  compel  Mr.  Hyde’s  retlre- 
ro'i  t.  This  would  carry  the  matter  into  the 
courts  and  it  was  declared  on  behalf  of  Mr.

The  resignations  of 
Henry  C.  Frick  and  Cornelius  N.  Bliss  froA 
the  directorate  of  the  society  are  taken  to 
mean  that  no  honest  settlement  of  the  inter¬ 
nal  strife  in  the  Equitable  is  possible,  and  if 
any  settlement  ik  wacbed  It  will  be  for  the 
purpose  of  coverii^  up  past  sins  and  for 
purely  selfish  and  personal  motives  and  not 
for  the  welfare  of  the  society  and  the  600,000 
policy-bolders.

AGENT  IS  AROCSED. 

"It  happened  so  suddenly,"  said  Agent 
Grlffln,  "that  we  felt  certain  borings  by 
the  tunnel  company  must  have  been  In 
progress  in  the  alley  at  the  point  affected 
This  building  has  stood  Ilrmly  for  more 
than  twenty  years  without  a  sign  of  set¬ 
tling,  and  the  only  cause  we  can  figure  out 
Is  that  the  tunnel  company  got  too  close  In 
the  foundation.  We  made  complaint  about 
It  and  the  tunnel  people  made  an  examina¬ 
tion,  since  which  there  has  been  no  further 
settling.  Of  course  we  don't  know  what's 
going  on  under  ground.  Perhaps  they  have 
supported  our  foundatlon.s  on  bed  rock." 

“Not  a  word  of  truth  In  It."  declared  Al¬ 
bert  O.  Wheeler,  president  of  the  Illinois 
Tunnel  Company,  last  night.

LESSON  (PR  FRMCE 
SEEN  AT  Pullman. 

BY  JULES  HURET. 

Seventh  Article. 

The  village  of  Pullman  it  within  a  half 
hour's  ride  of  the  Illinois  Central  railroad 
station  In  Chicago.  I  went  there.  Naturally 
,  I  visited  all  the  workshops,  the  offices,  and 
,  the  other  buildings. 

The  workshops  are  Immense,  as  might  be 
j  Imagined,  and  through  them  extend  Iron 
tracks  ten  meters  wide,  on  which  the  cars 
■  In  process  of  construction  are  carried  from 
one  department  to  another,  from  the  cabi¬ 
net  makers  to  the  blackamlth  shop,  from  the 
locksmith  to  the  truckroom,  to  the  varnish¬ 
ing  rooms,  and  the  upholstering  department. 
The  machine  shops,  of  course,  predominate. 

(  As  ail  the  Pullman  cars  are  built  on  prac- 
1  tlcally  the  same  model,  special  machines  have 
I  been  Invented  which  plane,  saw,  and  cut  up 
fifty  planks  at  a  time.  In  the  wink  of  an 
eye  enormous  pieces  of  wood  twelve  meters 
long  are  worked  Into  shape  on  their  four 
faces  by  a  single  workman.  I  noticed  also 
in  the  carpenter  shop  great  machines  to  suck 
up  the  chips  and  shavings  In  order  to  prevent 
them  from  littering  the  floor. 

1  was  much  entertained  fn  the  cabinet  ma¬ 
kers'  department  by  the  process  ^ploVbd  to 
Inlay  the  wood  de  luxe,  with  which  the  Pull¬ 
man  cars  are  ornamented.  The  designs 
which  ornament  the  friezes  of  the  cars  being 
all  alike,  a  machine  cuts  them  out  by  thou¬ 
sands.  The  little  rose  pieces  and  flowers 
are  of  different  colors.  In  order  to  color 
them  permanently  some  children  bury  them 
In  hot  sand  for  more  or  less  time,  according 
to  whether  they  wish  the  color  to  be  light  or 
dark.  Then  they  are  passed  on  to  the  mosaic 
workers,  who  insert  them  in  the  fine  sheets 
of  mahogany.  In  which  they  are  placed  with 
mathematical  exactness.  All  this  Is  done 
with  extreme  rapidity.  In  the  varnishing  and 
'upholstering  rooms  1  did  not  notice  anything 
particularly  picturesque. 

The  history  of  this  great  Industry  is  re¬ 
vealed  in  the  statistics  of  Us  colossal  pros- 
'  perity.  which  deserves  to  be  mentioned. 

It  was  In  1865  that  Mr.  Pullman  constructed 
his  first  sleeping  car.  which  he  called  the 
Pioneer,  and  which  cost  90,000  francs  (*18.- 
000).  Passengers  were  charged  *'2  each  for 
'  berths.  In  a  short  time  all  the  railroad  com- 
panle.s  adopted  this  new  type  of  cars  and 
the  fortune  of  Pullman  began.  In  1867  the 
^.capital  of  the  company  which  he  had  founded 
was  only  5,000.000  francs  ($1,000,000);  at 
present  It  is  ;475.000.000  francs  ($75,000,000). 
J_The  company  ha^?  car  shops  In  St.  Louis,  De¬ 
troit,  Elmira,  and  Wilmington. 

In  1884  Mr.  Pullman  decided  to  create  a 
great  Industrial  center,  In  which  would  be 
assembled  all  the  different  branches  of  the 
industry.  Chicago,  because  of  its  position  as 
a  railroad  center,  was  chosen  for  the  site  of 
the  new  city.  He  purchased  within  fourteen 
miles  of  the  city's  center  3,500  acres  of 
ground,  on  which  he  built  a  city  two  miles  In 
length  from  north  to  south  and  a  half  mile  In 
'Width.  He  caused  to  be  constructed  for  the 
workmen  salubrious  and  attractive  dwell¬ 
ings,  which  they  could  rent  at  prices  ranging 
from  $4  to  $50  a  month.  These  houses  were 
built  of  red  brick,  supplied  with  running  ' 
water,  gas,  and  all  modern  conveniences. 
The  city  was  well  lighted,  well  paved,  tra¬ 
versed  by  wide  streets,  with  green  squares 
here  and  there,  plenty  of  shade  trees,  and 
public  gardens,  and  was  provided  with  an 
abundance  of  good  wate,i;  and  a  system  of 
sewerage  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
latest  and  most  perfect  scientific  principles.  F 
A  large  market  was  built  In  one  of  the  beau¬ 
tiful  squares  of  the  city.  There  are  also 
churches,  a  school,  a  library  corilaintng 8,000  . 
volumes,  a  theater,  and  a  bank. 

The  town  of  Pullman  In  a  short  time  had 
,  13,000  inhabitants,  all  excellent  workmen, 
thanks  to  the  careful  selection  made  by  the 
chiefs  of  the  different  departments.  Thes^ 
workmen  at  present  have  more  than  $500,000' 
deposited  In  the  banks  of  the  town,  and  600 
of  them,  out  of  their  savings,  have  pur¬ 
chased  home.s  In  the  vicinity. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  household  needs 
of  Its  employes  the  company  has  established 
stores,  where  they  may  buy  their  food,  cloth¬ 
ing,  and  other  necessaries.  No  control  is 
exercised  over  them,  however,  and  they  are  , 

^  permitted  to  make  their  purchases  wherever 
they  wish.  Aa  the  salaries  paid  are  high 
enough  to  permit  the  workmen  to  spend  ‘ 
much  more  money  than  ordinary  laborers,  1 
there  is  an  active  rivalry  among  the  ‘  ' 


As  I  left  these  colossal  works  in  whteh  U 
was  explained  to  me  that  the  machinery 
te  constantly  being  transformed  and  Im-  ; 
proved  in  order  lo  turn  out  the  product  1 
more  rapidly  and  Improve  the  quaUty  of  1 
the  output.  I  could  not  refrain  from  think-  , 
ing  of  the  methods  of.our  French  work¬ 
men.  of  our  machinists  and  their  employers. 
The  French  employer  is  haunted  by  the  idea 
of  immediate  economy,  of  the  saving  of 
money,  and  a  reduction'  of  expenses.  The 
workmen  of  the  shops  flatter  this  mania  and 
are  governed  by  it.  Both  the  foremen  and 
the  workmen  are  far  behind  the  times.  With 
obstinate  provincialism,  for  example,  they 
will  not  admit  that  there  can  be  a  better 
machine  than  their  own— or.  rather,  they  will 
not  admit  that  they  can  operate  any  other 
machines  than  those  to  which  they  have  al¬ 
ways  been  accustomed.  If  you  cite  to  them 
Instances  of  their  more  enterprising  rivals, 

.  who  have  up  to  date  machines,  they  will 
say  that  It  la  all  right  for  the  others,  but 
that  they,  with  their  old  machines,  can  al¬ 
ways  do  better  work  than  the  others  with 
their  new  ones. 

And  that  is  how  the  Frenchmen,  habitu¬ 
ated  for  centuries  to  hear  themselves  called 
the  foremost  people  in  the  world,  find  them¬ 
selves  in  the  twentieth  century  surpassed  by 
every  other  nation  In  a  domain  where  they 
were  formerly  the  masters. 

In  the  American  industrial  centers  girls  be¬ 
gin  to  Work  In  shops  for  their  living  at  the 
age  of  10  years  and  boys  as  young  as  13 
years  are.  employed.  In  general  married 
women  are  not  wage  workers.  There  are 
some  exceptions  among  those  who  are  weary 
of  housekeeping  or  desire  to  Increase  their 
revenues  for  themselves  alone  and  not  for 
.  the  benefit  of  the  family.  The  money  which 
they  earn  they  spend  on  their  apparel,  for 
theater  tickets,  or  still  more  commonly  at 
the  confectioner’s. 

All  the  girls  who  earn  their  living  are  not 
employed  in  factories.  Some  of  them  by 
preference  are  nurses  In  the  hospital  and 
private  clinics,  or  are  employed  In  stores  and 
offices.  They  earn  at  least  $5  a  week.  Type¬ 
writers  and  stenographers  earn  from  $39  to, 
$100,  according  to  their  ability. 

In  that  country,  where  the  women  are 
treated  better  than  In  any  other  country  In 
the  world,  there  are  from  18,000  to  20,000  di¬ 
vorces  every  year. 

In  the  streets,  where  hundreds  of  times  1 
I  have  amused  myself  by  watching  them,  I. 
have  noticed  that  the  women  atop  much 
more  often  before  the  windows  of  candy 
shops  than  those  of  millinery  stores. 

I  recall  the  singular  Impression  made  upon 
me  one  day  in  seeing  a  woman  walking  along 
the  scaffolding  on  the  thirteenth  story  of  a 
building  which  was  In  process  of  construc¬ 
tion.  She  had  a  pencil  and  paper  in  her 
hand  and  glasses  on  her  nose.  lYhen  I  in¬ 
quired  what  she  was  doing  up  tbere  I  was 
Informed  that  she  was  an  architect. 

Remark  made  by  a  man  on  the  eighteenth 
floor  of  a  building  In  Chicago  while  regard¬ 
ing  the  dense  clouds  of  .<moke  which  rose 
into  the  sky  from  thousands  of  chimneys: 

**'Why  cannot  all  this  smoke  be  utilised? 
It  is  so  much  gas  lost  owing  to  our  igno¬ 
rance  of  chemistry.  I  believe  science  will 
enable  us  to  recoup  this  great  loss  within 
the  next  fifty  years." 
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POWERLESS  TO  CONTROL  PULLMAN  RATES 

The  Kansas  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  has  de¬ 
cided  that  it  has  no  jurisdi(:tion  over  the  Pullman  Car 
Company  so  far  as  rates  are  concerned.  It  holds  that 
the  Pullman  Company  is  not  a  common  carrier  and  that 
the  Board  has  no  power  to  re^ilate  the  variotus  over¬ 
charges  such  as  it  is  alleged  are  being  made  in  Kan.sas.

The  Pullman  shops  contain  1,100  machines, 
all  kinds  are  manufactured  there, 
and  the  shops  can  turn  out  each  week  six 
Bleeping  oars,  twelve  passenger  cars,  and 
three  hundred  freight  cars.  The  shops  con¬ 
sume  50,0(10  tons  of  coal,  100,000  tons  of  Iron, 
and  utilize  50.000,000  cubic  feet  of  fine  wood 
in  a  year.  During  the  ydar  1902  the  Pullman 
cars  carried  10.7.50.058  passengers.  The  value 
of  the  output  of  the  shops  that  same  year  in¬

Now  that  the  wreck  of  the  "Twentieth 
Century  Limited"  “at  Mentor,  Ohio,  on 
June  21  last,  has  passed  Into  history,  and 
all  has  been  said  that  can  be  said,  probably.

The  tr 
was  moving,  at  the  Brae  It  struck  the 
open  switch,  along  a  straight,  level  stretch 
of  track,  at  the  rate  of  from  fifty-five  to 
sixty-five  miles  an  hour.  It  was  composed 
Ive  cars  and  locomotive  and  tender, 
irae  to  a  full  stop  within  Us  own  length; 
—  it  has  been  proved,  and  I  can  testify 
that  the  back  platform  of  the  last  car 
was  less  than  seventy-five  feet  from  the 
opening  of  the  switch  when  the  train 
came  to  a  full  atop.  And  yet  not  one  of 
the  five  men  In  the  second  car  was  In¬ 
jured  In  the  slightest  degree,  the  front 
platform  of  the  second  car  was  not  dam¬ 
aged.  and  not  even  a  pane  of  glass  In  the 
second  car  was  broken.  These  facta  offer 
most  conclusive  proof  of  the  wonderful 
strength  of  construction  of  the  Pullman 
vestibule  cars,  and  of  the  Instantaneous 
efficiency  of  the  emergency  brakes  with 
which  they  are  equipped.  Had  this  train 
been  composed  of  ordinary  day  coaches,  all 
five  cars  would  ha^t!  under  the  conditions 
given,  been  telescoped  Into  a  mass  of 
kindling  wood.

(lovernor  ,1.  Frank  Ilanly,  of  Indiana,  in  an  ad- 
Iress  at  the  I'liaiitayiyia  .\sseinbl.v  at  Torre  Haute 
Jul.v  G,  said;  "During  the*lbree  and  one-half  years 
‘main  of  niy  adinlnlstration  I  intend  to  make 
the  aeceptaiice  of  pa.sses  so  di.stiistoful  that  an  hon¬ 
est  man  will  not  wish  to  accept  one  and  a  dis¬ 
honest  man  will  not  dare.  It  is  said  that  many  hon¬ 
est  ofUcials  accept  the  passes,  but  the  argument  is 
a  poor  one,  for  It  is  an  admission  that  many  dis¬ 
honest  ones  do  likewise.  The  passes  are  said  to  be 
gratiiilons,  but  if  the  returns  to  tbe  corporations 
were  not  satisfactory  at  the  end  of  the  .year,  the 
passes  would  he  cut  off.  The  fact  that  passes  stop 
when  officials  retire  from  imhlie  office  show  that 
ihe  passes  were  given  to  the  office  and  not  the 
mail.’’  Tlie  speaker  descrihed  the  legislature  and 
other  iiuhllc  officers  as  a  .jury  stamling  hetween  the 
great  coriioratlons  and  the  people.  He  .said  that 
in  a  trial  the  acceptance  of  gratuities  hy  any  of 
Ihe  jurors  would  be  grounds  for  a  motion  for  a 
new  trial,  and  that  the  conduct  of  the  legislative 
jurors  was  measured  by  just  ns  strict  a  code  of 
ethics.

The  Pullman  company  as'  ed  the  state  authorities  if  un¬ 
der  this  section  sleeping  car  companies  are  required  to  pay 
a  tax  upon  the  gross  receipts  from  their  interstate  busi¬ 
ness,  as  well  as  upon  those  from  business  wholly  local,  and 
has  been  informed  by  the  attorney  general  that  they  aie 
expected  to  pay  upon  all  their  gross  receipts  earned  within 
the  state,  upon  business  both  intrastate  and  interstate.  It 
is  reasoned  (hat  this  bill  “does  not  levy  a  privilege  tax  for 
the  use  of  rolling  stock  in  interstate  commerce,  but  places  a 
tax  upon  the  jiroperly  of  the  corporation  within  the  state;’’ 
the  theory  being  that  the  tax  is  "upon  a  fund  which  has 
become  the  property  of  the  company  mingled  with  its  other 
property,”  and  that  the  bill  “does  not  attempt  to  look  beyond 
the  coritorallon  to  those  who  may  have  contributed  to  the 
treasury."  The  state’s  attorney  cites  the  case  of  Read¬ 
ing  Railroad  vs.  Pennsylvania,  in  which  it  was  said  that 
"the  property  has  lost  its  distinctive  character  as  freight 
earned  by  having  become  incorporated  into  the  general 
mass  of  the  company’s  property.”  So  while  Texas  reluctantly 
concedes  that  a  tax  upon  any  interstate  transportation  is 
invalid  she  reasserts  ‘‘the  power  of  the  state  to  tax  the 
fruits  of  such  transporiation  after  they  have  become  inter¬ 
mingled  with  the  general  property  of  the  carrier.’’  Undoubt¬ 
edly  the  net  earnings  of  an  interstate  line  are  taxable  pro- 
portionably  in  each  state  tl  rough  which  the  line  passes 
if  the  just  proportion  can  be  ascertained,  and  the  Supreme 
Court  has  indicated  that  the  same  Is  true  of  gross  earnings. 
Yet  it  is  a  little  difficult,  as  au  abstract  proposition,  to  see 
why,  when  a  man  in  Chicago  pays  six  dollars  for  a  berth 
to  Galveston  in  a  car  passing  through  half  a  dozen  states, 
the  state  at  the  end  of  the  route  has  a  right  to  levy  a  tax 
on  that  product  of  interstate  pommerce.  Is  it  not.  after 
all,  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  constitution,  which  reserved 
to  Congress  the  power  to  regulate  commerce  between  the 
slates?

After  Mr.  Lincoln’s  death  it  be¬ 
came  hla  funeral  car,  the  central  feature 
of  the  most  wonderful  pageant  of 
mourning  that  the  world  had  ever  seen. 

There  are  thousands  atlll  living  who 
remember  the  pathetic  incidents  asso¬ 
ciated  with  the  journey  of  the  Lincoln 
train  from  Washington  to  Springfield, 
but  the  time  will  come  when  none  of 
those  who  saw  the  Lincoln  car  on  that 
journey  of  1.700  miles  will  be  alive  to 
toll  the  story.  Then  the  car  itself  must 
stand  as  the  only  tangible  memorial  of 
the  most  remarkable  manifestation  of 
a  people’s  love  and  grief  bi  all  history. 

In  their  hour  of  victory  and  rejoicing 
over  victory,  the  American  people  were 
called  to  three  weeks  of  mourning.

Taxation  in  Texas. — The  attorney  general  of  Texas  re¬ 
cently  ruled  that  the  Pullman  company  must  pay  the  4  per 
cent  tax  required  under  a  new  law  on  Its  gross  earnings 
from  all  sources,  including  earnings  from  tickets  sold  to 
points  without  the  state  and  on  journeys  ending  In  the  state 
but  begun  beyond  the  bord^rs.of  Texas.  The  Pullman  com¬ 
pany  denied  the  power  of  the  i^te  to  tax  interstate  earnings 
and  Insisted  that  the  tax  could  only  cover  earnings  on  tickets 
sold  between  points  in  Texas.  The  attorney  general  has  now 
yielded  to  this  view  and  ruled  that  4  per  cent  tax  is  to  be 
paid  on  gross  earnings  from  business  in  Texas,  including 
the  proportionate  share  of  interstate  receipts.  The  Pullman 
company  also  questions  the  ruling  of  the  state’s  attorney, 
who  held  that  the  tax  must  be  paid  on  this  year's  receipts.

•  the  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Florida  has  pronounced  the  “Jim  Crow’’  street  car  act, 
i  which  went  into  effect  July  i,  void,  on  the  grounds  al¬ 
leged  by  attorneys  for  the  colored  people.  A  test  case 
j  was  arranged  to  determine  the  validity  of  the  act.  The  j 
'  contending  lawyers  argued  that  certain  provisions,  be-  I 
sides  being  contrary  to  the  State  Constitution,  conflicted 
with  the  second  section  of  the  Fourteenth  amendment  to 
the  Federal  Constitution,  which  provides  that  "No  State 
^  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the 
'  privileges  or  immunities  ot  citizens  of  tl\e  United  States, 
nor  shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty  or 
property  without  due  process  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  per¬ 
son  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the 
laws.”  Although  the  “Jim  Crow”  arrangement  cannot 
be  applied  by  States  to  interstate  passenger  service,  its 
constitutionality  within  State  lines  has  not  been  generally 
questioned.  The  Florida  decision  is  looked  upon  as  a 
precedent  for  calling  in  question  the  constitutionality  of 
certain  varieties  of  "Jim  Crow”  legislation.

In  my  judgment  no  officer  connected  with  railway  opera¬ 
tions  Is  better  prepared  to  determine  accurately  specific 
costs  to  produce  traffic  than  the  accounting  officer,  and  no  I 
branch  of  his  department  offers  a  wider  or  more  useful  field 
for  study  than  the  production  and  diffusion  of  proper  and 
accurate  operating  costs.

Comparing  the  depth  and  Importance  of  this  subject  with 
the  ability  of  your  orator  to  present  it  intelligently,  the  com- 
jjliment  of  our  worthy  president  in  assigning  the  duty  would 
have  been  declined,  but  for  an  earnest  desire  for  more  light 
■nd  more  knowledge  about  a  matter  which  Is  to-day  possibly 
econd  to  none  in  the  direct  operation  of  railroads— a  quick, 
clear  and  comprehensive  compilation  and  application  of  the 
units  of  costs  to  produce  traffic.  My  address  is.  therefore. 

repared  not  for  the  purpose  of  Imparting  knowledge,  but 
with  the  hope  that  the  broader  views  and  experiences  of  other 
accounting  officers  will  follow,  either  in  discussions  or  in 
papers. 

The  successful  manufacturer  must  know  the  units  of  costs 
to  produce  his  wares,  for  upon  their  application  depends  his 
piofits.  The  rapid  adoption  of  more  or  less  elaborate  cost 
accounts  in  both  large  and  small  factories,  and  the  careful 
scrutiny  given  to  them  by  owners  and  managers,  is  an  evl- 
ence  of  the  value  of  such  knowledge  and  the  necessity 
.lerefor. 

If  such  knowledge  be  successfully  determined  and  ap- 
dled  in  the  manufacturing  world,  why  can  it  not  be  as  suc¬ 
cessfully  determined  and  applied  to  the  production  of  our 
wares — the  operation  of  railways? 

Assuming  that  its  determination  and  successful  applica- 

n  is  possible,  what  units  should  be  produced,  and  by  whom 
lould  they  be  determined? 

The  question  “What  units  should  be  produced,”  is  a  broad 
me,  and  requires  serious  and  thoughtful  consideration  by  all 
laving  to  do  with  the  operation  of  railroads.  Much  has  been 
nh  written  and  said  about  it,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
.ator,  much  remains  to  be  accomplished  before  the  practical 
esults  desired  can  be  generally  achieved. 

Apparently  the  trend  of  our  thoughts  and  the  delibera- 
ions  of  others  are  rapidly  drifting  toward  algebraic  equa- 
ons  and  complex  arithmetical  problems  in  figuring  out  this 
estlon,  which,  if  followed,  will  undoubtedly  lead  us  to  Im- 
actlcal  and  unnecessarily  expensive  results. 

What  we  need  is  correct  and  simple  facts,  susceptible  of 
elear  and  concise  understanding  on  the  part  of  managers, 
k,  effective  application  by  division  operating  officers 
***^  tlth  the  duties  of  maintenance  and  operation. 

▼  traffic  and  mileage  statistics  required  by  the  Inter- 
-erce  Commission,  which  appear  to  be  the  extent 
V  ‘Stlcal  compilations  of  a  good  many  railways,  serve 

•’•P'vses  admirably:  but,  when  compiled  as  a  whole, 
senerally  compiled,  do  they  throw  sufficient  light 
Idual  performance  to  enable  managers  to  deter- 
iiine  a..,,  .rately  the  efficiency  of  division  operating  offices? 
’an  individual  inefficient  operation  be  determined  and  reme¬ 
died  by  them? 

The  total  cost  to  transport  a  ton  of  freight  one  mile,  or 
o  move  a  freight  train  a  given  distance,  and  similar  cost  in 
i  spcct  to  passenger  traffic,  is  a  question  concerning  which 
lossibly  more  thought  has  been  given  than  to  any  other 
ubject  relating  to  railway  statistics;  and  yet  we  are  no 
learer  its  solution  to-day  than  we  were  20  years  ago,  if  as 
lear. 

While  the  motives  of  those  accounting  officers  whose 
methods  require  the  separation  of  direct  freight  and  passenger 
osts,  with  an  arbitrary  apportionment  of  indirect  or  common 
osts  to  freight  and  passenger  expenses,  is  recognized  and 
fully  appreciated,  I  doubt  the  ability  of  anyone  to  determine 
correctly  the  total  cost  to  move  one  ton  of  freight  one  mile, 
r  to  determine  correctly  total  costs  applicable  to  freight  and 
passenger  traffic  separately,  for  a  given  period,  on  a  railway 
transporting  both  freight  and  passenger  traffic. 

I  will  go  a  step  further,  and  say  that  I  doubt  the  ability 
of  anyone  to  formulate  a  basis  for  apportioning  arbitrarily 
indirect  or  common  maintenance  and  transportation  costs 
)  freight  and  passenger  traffic,  in  such  a  way  as  to  produce 
qultable  results  on  two  or  more  railways,  or  on  two  or  more 
perating  divisions  of  the  same  railway. 

The  total  cost  to  produce  one  dollar  of  gross  revenue  is 
the  only  accurate  unit,  embracing  all  elements  of  cost  de¬ 
terminable;  its  accurate  application  to  freight  and  passenger 
tr  ;  separately,  in  my  opinion,  is  an  impossibility. 

if  the  accurate  total  cost  lo  transport  freight  traffic 
and  passenger  traffic  separately  be  undeterminable,  are  we 
justified  in  stating  the  units  of  cost  to  transport  one  ton 
one  mile,  or  one  passenger  one  mile?  Would  ft  not  be  far 


better  to  deal  with  known  rather  than  unknown  quantities 
in  determining  cost  units? 

For  roadway  expenditures  the  only  practical  units  are 
the  road  mile  and  the  average  life  of  ties  and  rails,  which 
average  life  is  dependent  upon  physical  and  climatic  condi¬ 
tions  surrounding  the  individual  line  or  operating  division. 

As  to  maintenance  of  equipment,  can  we  go  beyond  the 
average  cost  to  maintain  freight  and  passenger  locomotives 
and  freight  and  passenger  train  cars  separately,  per  mile  run 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy?  Would  not  units  determined 
on  other  bases.  Including  gross  tons,  be  approximations  and 
therefore,  misleading? 

Revenue  appears  to  be  the  only  unit  applicable  to  gen¬ 
eral  expenses. 

Expenses  for  conducting  transportation  on  many  rail¬ 
ways  include  items  that  are  foreign  to  the  actual  move¬ 
ment  of  traffic,  such  as  payments  for  personal  injuries  that 
occur  in  the  roadway  and  mechanical  departments  and  sala¬ 
ries  and  expenses  of  traffic  officers  and  agents. 

Would  it  not  be  well  to  eliminate  those  costs  from  trans¬ 
portation  expenditures  for  statistical  purposes,  by  charg¬ 
ing  expenditures  for  personal  injuries  occurring  in  the 
roadway  and  mechanical  departments  to  appropriate  main¬ 
tenance  of  way  and  maintenance  of  equipment  accounts,  re¬ 
spectively,  and  by  subdividing  “conducting  transportation” 
into  two  accounts,  “Transportation”  and  “Traffic  Expenses,” 
confining  the  charges  to  the  former  account  to  expenditures 
incurred  in  the  movement  of  freight  and  passenger  traffic? 
If  that  should  be  done,  transportation  costs  could  be  accu- 
rately  redyced  to  three  general  units,  viz.:  Ratio  to  gross 
revenue;  cost  per  revenue  locomotive  mile;  cost  per  revenue 
train  mile. 

It  is,  therefore,  possible  to  produce  the  following  general 
unit^  which  are  susceptible  of  fairly  accurate  determination

Much  has  been  both  written  and  said  about  the  tonnage 
and  freight  trains  in  con¬ 
nection  with  statistical  data,  such  as  the  square  of  the  cyl¬ 
inder,  the  pull  on  the  drawbar  and  the  boiler  pressure. 
These  are  all  proper  factors  in  determining  the  strength 
of  the  locomotive,  and  would  be  excellent  elements  in  de¬ 
termining  locomotive  and  train  performance  for  statistical 
purposes,  and  in  determining  units  of  costs,  if  the  other 
factor,  the  ton  moved  one  mile  in  a  given  train  or  during 
a  given  period,  could  be  accurately  and  quicklv  determined. 

Can  that  factor,  the  ton  mile  moved  by  the  individual 
locomotive  or  train  or  for  a  given  period,  be  determined 
with  sufficient  accuracy  on  a  railway  having  two  or  more 
operating  divisions  to  admit  of  its  application  to  factors 
determined  by  algebraic  problems?  If  not,  are  we  justified 
in  determining  complicated  divisional  units  on  the  one  hand 
and  applying  them  to  unknown  quantities  on  the  other’ 
Why  muddy  the  waters  by  producing  units  from  factors 
which  we  know  are  not  and  cannot  be  accurately  deter¬ 
mined  and  applied  to  a  specific  locomotive  or  to  a  given 
period?  ejvcu 

The  necessity  for  Increased  locomotive  efficiency  and 
tram  density  is  reflected  in  the  rapid  tendency  to  Increase 
(he  power  and  capacity  of  locomotives  and  freight  cars 
The  producing  power  of  each  individual  locomotive  is  or 
should  be  known  to  the  division  operating  officer.  Such 
knowledge  should  be  used  by  him  in  connection  with  the 
prompt  movement  of  freight,  in  filling  trains.  Can  the  effi¬ 
cient  use  and  application  of  that  knowledge  be  reflected  in 
any  way  other  than  through  the  medium  of  a  general  aver¬ 
age  of  net  tons  per  revenue  freight  locomotive  mile,  and  net 
tons  per  revenue  freight  train  mile,  for  a  given  period,  using 
tons  audited  as  a  base? 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  comparative  effi¬ 
ciency  of  the  individual  operating  officer,  one  period  with 
another,  but  not  for  general  comparison,  one  railway  with 
another,  or  one  operating  division  with  another,  except  in 
a  general  way.  transportation  costs  may  be  subdivided  and 
various  accurate  units  determined.

POWERS,  DUTIES  AND  WORK  OF  STATE  RAILROAD 
COMMISSIONS.* 

A  discussion  of  this  subject  within  the  narrow  compass 
of  a  report  to  this  convention  must  necessariiy  leave  much 
to  be  said.  More  than  30  states  are  or  may  be  represented 
here,  each  having  its  peculiar  problems  of  railroad  opera¬ 
tion  to  solve  and  almost  every  one  widely  differing  from 
every  other  in  the  authority  conferred  by  legislative  enact¬ 
ment  upon  the  commissioners  charged  with  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  transportation  lines  within  its  borders. 
Some  sections  of  our  country  are  deeply  interested  in  and 
vitally  affected  by  the  question  of  rates  and  classifications 
and  kindred  problem.^,  while  in  other  localities  these  prob¬ 
lems  have  long  ago  practically  settled  themselves  and  com¬ 
plaints  of  unreasonable  charges  and  discriminations  have  be¬ 
come  very  tew  in  number  and  unimportant.  If  the  group 
of  states  composed  of  New  England,  New  York,  Michigan, 
Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  Wisconsin  and  Kentucky,  the 
powers,  duties  and  work  of  railroad  commissions  have  little 
to  do  with  rate  making  or  classifications. 

Those  commissions  are  largely  engaged  in  supervising 
the  phvslcal  condition  of  railroads;  the  operation  of  trains 
so  that  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  public  may  be  sub¬ 
served-  the  abolishment  of  grade  crossings;  the  approval  of 
issues  of  railroad  securities;  the  approval  of  locations  for 
railroads-  protecting  the  public  and  employes  by  all  sorts 
of  safety’ devices;  ordering  and  directing  connecting  carriers 
to  'furnish  proper  facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic; 
inquiring  into  and  investigating  railroad  accidents;  receiving 
annual  returns  from  steam  and  electric  railroads;  supervising 
the  observance  by  railroads  of  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the 
provisions  of  their  charters;  making  reports  to  the  governor 
or  Legislature  of  the  state;  compelling  by  court  proceedings 
the  enforcement  of  orders;  authorizing  the  condemnation  of 
lands  for  railroad  purposes;  recommending  changes  in  the 
method  of  operating  a  railroad  or  conducting  its  business; 
determining  the  conditions,  when  connecting  carriers  cannot 
agree,  under  which  carriers  shall  unite  or  cross,  and  ad¬ 
justing  complaints  between  individuals  and  railroad  compa¬ 
nies  and  correcting  abuses  from  discriminations  and  over¬ 
charges.  ,  .  .  ^  . 

These  may  be  denominated  the  weak  commissions.  Not 
all  of  these  powers  are  enjoyed  by  the  commissions  of  all 
of  the  states  which  may  be  included  in  this  group. 

While  the  powers  briefly  enumerated  above  are  not  of 
vital  moment  to  all  of  the  patrons  of  the  carriers  operating 
in  these  states,  they  are  important  enough  to  justify  the 
establishment  and  continuance  of  the  commissions  adminis¬ 
tering  these  duties,  and  in  all  instances  these  tribunals  have 
frequent  occasion  to  act  as  a  buffer  between  the  antagonistic 
interests  of  the  carrier  corporations  and  the  public.  As  has 
been  intimated,  the  need  of  the  rate  making  power  is  not 
so  essential  to  the  worth  of  these  commissions  as  is  doubt¬ 
less  the  case  in  some  other  states;  and  if  that  power  'were 
conferred  its  exercise  would  be  only  infrequently  demanded. 
Still,  there  is  a  more  or  less  constant  demand  for  the  dele¬ 
gation  of  Increased  powers  and  authority  to  these  weaker 
commissions.  In  many  Instances  the  provisions  of  law  con¬ 
fer  upon  commissions  created  by  the  courts  substantially 
the  same  duties  that  other  legislation  confers  upon  railroad 
commissions.  These  conflicting  jurisdictions  often  result  in 
defeating  the  accomplishment  of  desirable  reforms  which  a 
railroad  commission,  clothed  with  absolute  authority,  might 
and  would  secure.  , 

One  important  defect  in  the  laws  of  these  states  is  the 
difficulty  which  is  experienced  in  enforcing  the  orders  and 
recommendations  issued  by  commissions.  There  seems  to 
be  no  valid  reason  wbv  the  orders  and  decrees  of  railroad 
commissions  should  not  be  given  substantially  the  same  ef¬ 
fect  as  the  orders  and  decrees  of  courts  of  justice,  subject 
always  to  the  right  of  appeal,  and  thus  make  effective  the 
judgments  of  a  body  of  men,  by  training  and  education  com¬ 
petent  to  decide  the  issues  in  a  given  case,  but,  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  such  legislation,  more  or  less  important  to  carry 
into  effect  the  correction  of  abuses  they  are  designed  to  al- 

levla^e.^^e  -mother  feature  of  the  statute  law  of  many  of 
our  slates  on  the  subject  of  railroads  that  interferes  to  a 
considerable  extent  with  the  best  results  that  might  be  at¬ 
tained  from  the  work  of  railroad  commissions.  And  that  is 
the  delightful  ambiguity  and  uncertainty  that  surrounds  the 
jurisdiction  of  railroad  commissions  to  grant  relief  m  cer- 
ni-Psenterl  a7The  .'inmial  m<-.  tlnR  ..f  the  Niilionnl  Assool.;;- 


tain  cases.  The  establishment  of  railroad  commissions  was 
originally  tolerated  by  the  carrier  corporations  in  response 
to  a  public  demand  for  some  kind  of  regulation.  To  mini¬ 
mize  the  effect  of  corrective  ieglsiation  an  influence  was 
brought  to  bear  which  resulted  in  depriving  the  commissions 
of  manv  powers  naturally  theirs  and  continuing  in  force 
laws  which  provided  for  a  certain  amount  of  regulation  in 
other  ways,  thereby  leaving  the  whole  body  of  the  railroad 
law  in  a  more  or  less  chaotic  condition,  and  in  many  partic¬ 
ulars  uncertain  and  ambiguous.  Doubtless  in  nearly  all  the 
states  commissioners,  in  every  worthy  attempt  to  disentangle 
the  snarl,  have  met  with  the  untoward  and  unfortunate  in¬ 
fluences  exercised  by  corporate  power  to  defeat  any  measure 
calculated  to  give  a  cheap  and  speedy  remedy  for  abuses. 
The  more  complex  and  tiresome  and  expensive  the  relief  can 
be  made  to  be,  the  less  liability  of  attack  from  the  public, 
because  in  cases  against  a  railroad  company  the  “public”  is 
usually  made  up  of  a  single  individual  or  Interest  seeking 
relief  for  a  particular  Injury.  Rather  than  bear  the  expense 
and  suffer  the  inconvenience  of  fighting  the  issue  out  single- 
handed  and  alone  he  often  yields  to  the  wrong  and  bears  it 
uncomplainingly. 

Railroad  commis.sions  can  perform  a  very  valuable  serv¬ 
ice  in  emphasizing,  upon  every  proper  occasion,  the  need  of 
additional  legislation  and  the  simplification  of  legal  reme¬ 
dies.  and  in  recommending  specific  measures  calculated  to 
give  relief.  Eventually  legislatures  will  respond  to  the  de¬ 
mand  and  a  most  progressive  step  will  be  taken  that  cannot 
fail  to  be  of  advantage  to  the  public. 

Your  committee  does  not  mean  by  this  that  it  is  the 
primary  business  of  railroad  commissions  to  devise  and  urge 
legislation  that  shall  establish  authority  in  boards  of  railway 
commissioners  which  more  rightly  should  reside  in  our  courts 
of  justice,  or  that  shall  grant  to  railroad  commissioners  pow¬ 
ers  the  exercise  of  which  may  destroy  the  property  rights 
of  railroads  or  at  least  unduly  burden  them.  There  is  a  dis¬ 
position  in  some  states  to  apply  to  railroad  corporations  sub¬ 
stantially  the  same  policy  that  it  is  sometimes  claimed  rail¬ 
roads  apply  to  the  public  in  making  tariffs  and  classifications, 
viz.  to  squeeze  the  other  fellow  “for  all  the  business  will 
bear.”  If  it  be  a  wrong  for  railroad  corporations  to  found 
their  tariff  charges  upon  such  a  policy,  then  it  is  equally 
wrong  for  railroad  commissions  to  attack  the  corporations 
with  a  view  of  destroying  their  ability  to  earn  a  reasonable 
return  upon  the  Investment  in  the  business.  In  other  words, 
there  should  be  no  confiscatory  reprisals  on  the  part  of  either 
the  public  or  the  railroads. 

The  principle  of  self  preservation  will  always  prevail, 
and  long  continued  contentions  will  unsettle  the  relations 
of  the  interested  parties,  much  to  the  harm  9f  both.  Rail¬ 
road  commissions  should  first  of  all  be  fair,  just  and  impar-. 
tial  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  It  is  difficult  to  do  this 
if  we  owe  our  positions  to  the  successful  public  clamor  for 
relief  from  real  or  fancied  grievances  against  railroad  cor¬ 
porations,  or,  on  the  other  hand,  to  the  friendly  Influence  of 
railroad  corporations  that  secure  our  appointment  or  elec¬ 
tion.  We  shall  all  fail  in  the  performance  of  our  duties  to 
the  people,  and  to  the  railroads  as  well,  if  we  permit  such 
considerations  to  bias  our  judgments  or  affect  our  decisions. 
But  railroads  have  no  right  to  object  to  reasonable  and  just 
laws  placing  the  adjustment  of  grievances  in  the  hands  of 
railroad  commissions,  nor  should  objection  be  made  to  the 
simplicity,  expedition  and-  inexpensiveness  of  the  proceed- 

The  commissions  of  the  states  of  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Cal¬ 
ifornia,  Florida,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  Minne¬ 
sota,  Mississippi.  North  Carolina,  South  Dakota,  North  Da¬ 
kota,  South  Carolina.  Tennessee  and  Texas  may  be  classed 
as  strong  commissions— not  strong  in  the  sense  of  possessing 
all  the  pow-ers  requisite  to  make  an  ideal  commission,  but 
strong  in  corap.arison  with  those  which  have  been  heretofore 
discussed.  The  main  difference  is  the  power  conferred  to 
establish  rates  for  carriage  of  freight.  In  many  instances 
this  power  extends  to  passenger  rates  and  in  some  to  ex¬ 
press,  telegraph,  telephone,  sleeping  car  and  parlor  car  rates. 
The  exercise  of  these  powers  by  men  not  highly  expert  in 
the  business  is  Imund  to  create  friction  between  the  public 
and  the  carrier,  because  the  establishment  of  rates  is  a  most 
delicate  and  Intricate  process,  which  can  be  successfully  per¬ 
formed  only  by  men  thoroughly  educated  in  the  business  of 
rate  making  and  absolutely  Impartial  and  just  in  their  rea¬ 
soning  and  conclusions  It  may  be  doubtful  if  in  many  in¬ 
stances  the  work  of  these  rate  making  commissions  in  some 
of  the  states  is  wholly  successful.  With  the  abolishment  of 
reliales  and  discriminations  and  the  proper  regulation  of 
the  interchan.ge  of  traffic  between  connecting  roads  very 
manv  of  the  present  day  abuses  of  railroads  will  pass  away 
and  an  adequate  service  at  a  reasonable  rate  will  follow  as

FOR  RETURN  OF  HIS  WIFE 

„  •  WlllUm  P.  Apvleynrd  Steps  In  rvont  of 


Death  Instead  of  a  tender  greeting  at¬ 
tended  the  homecoming  last  night  of  Mrs. 
William  P.  Appleyard,  wife  of  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  construction  of  the  Pullman 
Company.  Five  minutes  before  her  train 
arrived  at  the  Slzty-thlrd  street  station  of 
the  Illinois  Centrsd  her  husband,  who  was 
waiting  to  meet  her  on  her  return  from 
Michigan,  was  struck  and  killed  by  another 
train. 

On  her  arrival  at  the  scene  of  the  aocl- 
r  dent  Mrs.  Appleyard,  in  common  with  other 
I  passengers,  was  Informed  that  a  man  had

night  at  the  Sixty-third  street  station  of  tin 
Illinois  Central  road. 

So  far  as  is  known  no  one  witnessed  the 
affair  and  the  police  have  been  unable  to 
learn  just  how  the  accident  happened  or 
what  train  killed  Mr.  Appleyard.  The  body.'i 
terribly  mangled,  was  found  by  persons  wait¬ 
ing  .for  a  local  train.  Railroad  pusses  and 
other  papers  bearing  Mr.  Appleyard's  name 
aiid  giving  the  address.  4766  Lake  avenue, 
disclosed  his  identity.

When  she  reached  home  a  policeman  was 
waiting  for  her  with  the  news  that  the  victim 
was  her  husband. 

Mrs.  Appleyard  was  so  overcome  1^  the 
shock  that  when  she  arrived  at  the  morgue 
she  was  unable  to  look  at  the  remains.  From 
a  description  given  the  police  of  her  hus¬ 
band,  however,  they  are  convinced  he  Is  the 
man  who  was  killed.

46  years  old,  4766 
Lake  avenue,  superintendent  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  department  of  the  Pullman  Car  com- 
pany,  was  struck  and  initantly  killed  by  an 
llllnoii  Central  railroad  train  at  Sixty-Third 
street  late  last  night.

William  P.  Appleyard,  46  years  old,  4755 
Lake  avenue,  superintendent  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  department  of  the  Pullman  Car  com¬ 
pany,  was  struck  and  instantly  killed  by  an 
Illinois  Central  railroad  train  at  Sixty-Third 
street  late  last  night. 

Mr.  Appleyard  was  at  the  Sixty-Third 
street  sutlon  of  the  railroad  to  meet  his 
wife,  who  has  been  out  of  town  for  some 
time.

Five  minutes  before  her  train 
arrived  at  the  Sixty-third  street  station  of 
the  Illinois  Central  her  husband,  who  was 
waiting  to  meet  her  on  her  return  from 
Michigan,  was  struck  and  killed  by  another 

On  her  arrival  at  the  scene  of  the  acci¬ 
dent  Mrs.  Appleyard,  In  common  with  other 
I  passengers,  was  Informed  that  a  man  had 
been  run  down  and  killed. 

“Too  bad!  ’  was  the  chorus  In  wWch  the  j 
passengers  Joined. 

It  was  not  until  she  reached  home  nearly 
an  hour  later  that  Mrs.  Appleyard  received 
even  a  hint  of  the  truth. 

FIRST  HINT  OF  TRUTH. 

The  Michigan  Central  train,  bearing  Mrs. 
Appleyard,  who  was  accompanied  by  her 
sister,  proceeded  on  to  Thirty-ninth  street, 
where  Mrs.  Appleyard  expected  to  And  her 
husband  In  waiting.  For  five  minutes  or 
more  they  stood  on  the  platform,  then, 
thinking  business  might  have  detained  Mr. 
Appleyard,  she  and  her  slater  went  directly 
to  the  residence  at  4755  Lake  avenue. 
There  they  were  told  by  the  maid  that 
Mr.  Appleyard  had  gone  to  Sixty-third 

The  wife,  in  agony  of  misgiving,  went  to 
the  Sixty-third  street  station,  and  there  was 
unable  to  get  trace  of  her  husband.  Al¬ 
most  convinced  that  the  victim  of  the  acci¬ 
dent  was  Mr.  Appleyard,  she  asked  where 
the  body  had  been  taken  and  was  told  that 
it  could  be  found  at  the  undertaking  rooms 
at  477  SI:|ty-thira  street.  There  she  Identi¬ 
fied  the  body  as  that  of  her  husband  and  a 
distressing  scene  followed. 

Efforts  were  made  to  get  Mrs.  Apple- 
yard  to  return  home,  but  she  refused  to 
leave  the  body,  and  had  not  returned  home 
at  1  o’clock  this  morning. 

STORY  OF  THE  MAID. 

"Mr.  Appleyard  left  the  house  about  0 
o’clock  to  go  and  meet  his  wife,  who  has 
been  visiting  In  Michigan  since  last  Satur¬ 
day,’’  said  Ohleta  Qealander,  the  maid  at 
the  Appleyard  home.  “He  found  that  the 
train  was  late  when  he  went  to  the  Thirty- 
ninth  street  station  and  made  up  his  mind 
he  would  have  time  to  get  to  the  Sixty- 
third  street  station  and  meet  her  there." 

Just  how  the  accident  happened  the  rail¬ 
road  officials  have  been  unable  to  deter¬ 
mine.  Mr.  Appleyard  wa.?  most  careful 
when  In  the  vicinity  of  railroad  tracks.  It

Wife  Expresses  Concern,  Not  j 
Knowing  Identity  of  Victim. 


william  P.  Appleyard,  48  years  old.  super¬ 
intendent  of  equipment  for  the  Pullman  comr 
pnny  and  well  known  In  railroad  circles,  was 
killed  by  a  train  shortly. after  U  o'clock  last 
night  at  the  Slxty-ihlrd  street  station  of  the 
Illinois  Central  road. 

So  far  as  is  known  no  one  witnessed  the 
affair  and  the  police  have  been  unable  to 
learn  Just  how  the  accident  happened  or 
what  train  killed  Mr.  Appleyard.  The  body, 
terribly  mangled,  was  found  by  persons  wait¬ 
ing  for  a  local  train.  Railroad  passes  and 
other  papers  bearing  Mr.  Appleyard’s  name 
and  giving  the  address,  4766  Lake  avenue, 
disclosed  his  Identity. 

It  Is  a  peculiar  feature  of  the  occurrence 
that  Mr.  Appleyard  would  probably  be  still 
alive  had  not  the  train  on  which  his  wife  was 
returning  from  Lansing,  Mich.,  been  an  hour 
and  a  half  late.  Mr.  Appleyard  went  to 
Thirty-ninth  street  to  meet  his  wife.  When 
he  was  told  of  the  delay  to  the  train  he 
started  to  kill  the  time  by  walking  to  Sixty- 
third  street. 

Mrs.  Appleyard’s  train  passed  Sixty-third 
street  Just  after  her  husband’s  body  wa.’r 
found.  She  was  told  that  a  man  had  t>ecn 
killed  and  expressed  sorrow  over  the  fad. 
When  she  reached  home  a  policeman  was 
waiting  for  her  with  the  news  that  the  victim 
was  her  husband. 

Mrs.  Appleyard  was  so  overcome  by  the 
shock  that  when  she  arrived  at  the  morgue 
she  was  unable  to  look  at  the  remains.  From 
a  dc.scrlptlon  given  the  police  of  her  hus¬ 
band,  however,  they  are  convinced  he  Is  the 
man  who  was  killed.

AGITATION  AGAINST  RAILWAY  PASSES  I 

In  the  West  the  agitation  against  free  railway  passes 
underwent  a  revival  the  past  week.  Following  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  Republican  State  convention  in  Nebraska  in 
adopting  a  platform  declaring  in  favor  of  a  law  to  pro¬ 
hibit  State  officials  and  others  from  accepting  railroad 
passes,  Governor  Mickey  and  several  other  officers  of  t 
the  State  are  reported  to  have  returned  their  passes.  This 
agitation  against  railroad  passes  has  been  a  prominent 
political  issue  in  the  State  for  several  months,  and  the 
resolutions  against  the  giving  of  such  favors  were  adOpfed 
by  the  Republican  convention  this  year  in  order  that  the 
question  might  be  a  positive  issue  next  vear,  when  can-  ' 
didates  for  the  Legislature  are  named.  In  Wisconsin,  the 
recently  enacted  anti-pass  law,  which  prohibits  a  public 
official  or  members  of  any  political  committee  from  trav- 
I  eling  on  a  railroad  pass,  is  to  have  its  constitutionality 
tested  by  a  friendly  suit  which  is  finallv  to  come  before  the 
,  State  Supreme  Court.  In  Arkansas,' the  Railroad  Com- 
I  mission  of  that  State  has  adopted  a  resolution  requiring 
thej;ailr(^  companies  of Jhat  State  under  its  jurisdiction 

to  furnish  that  body  'vitLa  Ictof  all  free  transportation 
issued  by  them  since  the"rsfTO  January. 

But  in  Georgia  the  railroads  are  being  compelled  to  is¬ 
sue  free  transportation.  This  is  the  effect  of  an  order  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health  notifying  all  railroads,  steam¬ 
boat  lines  and  sleeping  car  companies  operating  in  Geor¬ 
gia  that  after  September  14  the  commissions  of  the  health 
officers  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  must  be  honored  for 
transportation  anywhere  within  the  State  of  Georgia,  and 
as  far  out  into  the  adjoining  States  as  may  by  them  be 
deemed  necessaiy-  for  proper  inspection.  Failure  of  any 
company  or  companies  to  comply  with  this  order  will  im'- 
mediately  necessitate  the  stoppage  and  detention  for  ex¬ 
amination  at  the  State  border  of  all  trains,  steamboats 
or  sleeping  cars  belonging  to  such  company  or  companies.  '

The  Majordomo  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  commu¬ 
nicated  by  long-distance  telephone  to  a  trunk-line  president  the 
following  Information  and  request:  The  President,  with  certain 
public  officers  and  friends,  desires  to  leave  Washington  on  a  date 
named  for  a  trip  through  several  states  and  stopping  at  specified 
cities.  For  this  purpose  he  wants  a  special  train  and  suggests 
for  his  own  use  a  certain  private  car  which  he  has  already  used  ^ 
and  which  suits  him.  He  would  also  like  to  have  a  certain  porter, 
name  given,  who  had  served  him  before  and  whom  he  liked.  A 
list  of  special  supplies  for  the  dining  car,  in  addition  to  the  ordi¬ 
nary  commissary,  was  also  submlited.

But  the  itinerary  covered 
many  hundreds  of  miles  of  travel  on  other  roads,  and  the  officers 
of  these  other  roads,  not  dealing  directly  with  the  Presidential  j 
party,  found  an  easily  understandable  pleasure  In  sending  to  the  !

train  over  their  lines.  The  bills  were  paid,  but  some  of  the  letters  I 
accompanying  them  were  unanswered.  One  officer  quoted  from  the  ' 
Interstate  Commerce  Act  of  1887,  Section  1,  as  follows:  “All  i 
charges  made  for  any  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  In  the  i 
transportation  of  passengers  or  property  .  .  .  shall  be  reason¬ 
able  and  just.”  This  was  in  explanation  of  his  charge  of  15  regular  ' 
fares  for  the  hauling  of  each  car.  Another  apologized  for  sending 
a  bill,  but  expressed  a  fear  of  the  penalty  (conviction  of  misde¬ 
meanor,  15,000  fine  and  two  years  in  the  penitentiary)  for  violating 
Section  2  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“That  If  any  common  carrier  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall, 
directly  or  Ind  reel  y.  by  any  special  rate,  rebate,  drawback,  or  other  device, 
charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive  from  any  person  or  persons  a  greater 
less  compensation  for  any  service  rendered,  or  to  be  rendered.

^rtatlon  of  passengers  or  property,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
than  It  charges,  demands,  collects,  or  receives  from  any  other  person  or 
persons  for  doing  for  him  or  them  a  like  and  contemporaneous  service  In 
the  transportation  of  a  like  kind  of  traffic  under  substantially  similar  clr- 
cumstances  and  conditions,  such  common  carrier  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of

j  It  is  not  suggested  that  the  President,  In  demanding  free  trans- 
(  portaUon  is  as  guilty  as  the  packers  who  force  a  rebate,  for  custom

I  It  is  not  suggested  that  the  President  has  made  himself  liable 
j  to  a  fine  of  $5,000  and  imprisonment  for  one  year  by  accepting  mem¬ 
bership  In  an  organization  whose  undertaking  Is  to  violate  the  i 
'  law  and  possibly  incur  such  penalty.  He  likes  firemen,  and  In 
this  we  join.  He  approves,  as  we  also  do,  of  the  basic  principle 
.that  they  should  organize,  and  of  many  of  their  purposes.  Perhaps, 

I  too,  with  genial  catholicity,  he  may  paraphrase  an  utterance  of 
I  the  statesman.  Tim  Campbell:  “Phwat’s  a  little  matter  like  statu¬ 
tory  crime  between  frlnds?” 

The  President’s  speeches  have  benefited  his  countrymen,  have 
^done  good  In  the  world,  by  substituting  higher  Ideals  of  morality, 

and  otwervanoe  of  the  spirit  of  the  law,  for  the  strjet  limitations 
of  the  law.  He  has,  verbally,  expanded  and  made  practical  appli¬ 
cation  of  Mr.  Cleveland’s  theory  of  a  public  trust;  but  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  these  speeches  he  has  compelled  common  carriers 
to  carry  him  free,  to  be  guilty  of  “unjust  discrimination,  which  Is 
hereby  prohibited  and  declared  to  be  unlawful.”  He  has  success¬ 
fully  prosecuted  the  Northern  Securities  Company  for  attempting 
“to  monopolize  any  part  of  the  trade  or  commerce  among  the  several 
states”  (a  fulfilment  of  the  law,  but  probably  an  economic  error)  , 
while  at  the  same  time  holding  honorary  membership  in  an  organiza¬ 
tion  violating  the  same  law  for  a  bad  purpose. 

Discrimination,  charging  one  more  or  less  than  another  for 
like  service,  is  odl''us;  un-American,  if  you  please,  for  It  does  not 
give  all  an  equal  chance.  Railroad  officers  do  not  like  to  discrimi¬ 
nate,  but  there  are  more  than  a  thousand  railroad  operating  com¬ 
panies,  and  In  that  number  one  or  more  can  easily  be  found  weak 
enough,  or  so  sorely  pressed,  as  to  make  direct  or  indirect  rebates, 
and,  as  rates  are  minutely  interdependent,  this  is  liable  to  tear 
the  structure  In  pieces.  Officers  of  roads  losing  business  as  a  con¬ 
sequence  of  other’s  rebates  have  then  for  instant  decision  an  old 
'  moral  question:  “Shall  I  obey  the  law  and  violate  the  trust  given 
to  me  by  my  stockholders;  or  shall  I  fulfill  the  trust  and  break 
the  law?”  The  unshackled  moralist  says:  “Be  good;  resign  if  you 
cannot  keep  your  trust  and  be  law-abiding.”  But  the  Bible  says; 

I  “The  law  is  good,  if  a  man  use  it  lawfully,”  and  the  good  railroad 
president  derives  a  converse  from  this:  He  fulfills  his  trust,  law¬ 
fully  if  possible,  unlawfully  if  forced  to  that  alternative  by  another’s 
lawlessness.

Clarence  H.  Venner  is  busy  again.  He's 
never  happy  except  when  be  is  staggering 
the  money  world,  splitting  millions  asunder 
and  causing  the  corporations  to  turn  pale. 
This  time  he  is  trying  to  force  President 
McCall  and  Vice-President  Perkins  of  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  to 
resign.  When  he  has  accomplished  that 
he  will  hang  up  bis  bat  1  x  bis  oOtce  at  33 
Wall  street  and  wait  for  new  opportunities. 

Mr.  Venner  has  not  made  hla  fight  in 
secret.  Ho  baa  written  letters  to  Mr. 
McCall  telling  him  to  quit  his  job  at  once, 
and  these  letters  have  been  open  letters, 
with  neat  copies  for  the  newspapers.  Mr. 
McCall  hasn't  resigned,  and  hasn’t  replied 
to  the  open  letters. 


But  that  does  not  discourage  Banker 
Venner  (he  is  a  banker,  because  it  says  so 
on  his  office  door).  Banker  Venner  did 
not  expect  a  reply— he  says  so  himself. 
But  he  will  keep  on.  Nothing  dismays 
him.  He  tried  to  bust  the  sleeping  car  com¬ 
bination,  and  failed.  He  tried  to  direct  the 
business  affairs  of  the  tlnited  States  Steel 
Corporation,  and  failed.  He  triei  to  hold  up 
the. reorganization  plans  of  the  Rock  Island 
4u>d>  the  Santa  Fe  railroads,  and  failed. 
He  tried  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  Amal¬ 
gamated  Copper  Company,  and  failed.  He 
tried  to  sway  the  doings  of  tho  Northern 
Securities  Company,  and  again  failed. 

But  what’s  failure  to  an  altruistic  banker? 
It’s  like  thirty  cents  to  a  sport. 

The  life  Insurance  investigation  was  nuts 
for  Banker  V enner.  So  simp  le ,  too.  AVhen 
he  fought  the  Pullman-Wagner  deal  he 
bought  stock  in  both  companies,  and  then 
sought  to  obstruct,  the  deal  by  which  the 
Pullman  company  bought  the  Wagner 
company.  His  stock  was  a  mere  mite, 
but  he  used  it  as  grounds  for  obstructing  the 
trsinsfer. 

It’s  different  in  the  present  case.  Banker 
Venner  has  a  8.50,000  policy  in  the  New  York 
Life.  He  says  he  has  paid  more  than  $20,- 
000  in  premiums.  So  be  saw  he  could  put 
bis  thumb  in  the  pie  with  no  more  immediate 
expense  than  postage  and  typewriting. 
He  wrote  a  gloriously  long  letter  to  Presi¬ 
dent  McCall.  A  man  in  Wall  Street  re¬ 
marked  yesterday  that  if  ho  was  McCall 
he  would  rather  resign  than  read  so  long  a 
letter.  It  was  full  of  solemn  statements 
and  exclamation  points.  ' 

President  MoCa'l  fail  ng  to  resign  on  the 
instant,  Banker  Venner  wrote  to  Attorney- 
General  Mayer  requesting  him  to  begin  an 
act  on  to  remove  President  MoCa  1  and  Vice- 
President  Perkins,  or  to  give  him  (Venner) 
permission  to  bring  the  action.  Mr.  Maye 
has  replied  that  the  matter  will  have  his 
consideration.

CAR  VENTILATION  AND  OPEN  WINDOWS 

While  the  microbe  of  railway  legislation  is  abroad  in 
the  land  the  public  might  as  well  get  some  good  results 
out  of  its  attacks  upon  the  railroads,  and  to  this  end  we 
recommend  in  all  seriousness  that  our  State  legislators 
pass  a  law  in  every  State  to  protect  passengers  from  that 
particular  species  of  inexperienced  travelers  which  per¬ 
sists,  against  all  laws  of  hygiene  in  raising  the  car  win¬ 
dow.  Thousands  of  dollars  are  being  spent  annually  by  the 
railroads  to  safeguard  the  lives  and  health  of  passengers

I  through  the  installatioijj^f  ^modern  car  ventilating  de-  i 
vices,  and  yet  the  whole  mechanism  may  be,  and  usuallv 
13,  prevented  from  giving  its  beneficial  results  through  the 
Ignorant,  thoughtless,  or  selfish  act  of  the  passenger  who 
does  not  know  enough  to  keep  the  window  near  his  seat  | 
closed.  There  is  not  a  passenger  car  in  operation  on  an 
important  American  railroad  which  does  not  provide  suf-  ' 
ficiently  for  its  ventilation  by  means  of  the  deck  win¬ 
dows  with  which  all  of  them  are  supplied,  and  the  opening  ' 
of  the  lower  windows  alongside  the  seats  is  not  only  un 
necessary  for  this  purpose  but  is  dangerous  alike  to  the 
comfort  and  health  of  passengers.  The  use  of  these  win¬ 
dows  is  primarily  that  the  passenger  may  enjoy  the  seen- 
ery  along  the  railroad  and  are  not  intended  to  serve  as  a 
channel  for  the  admission  into  the  car,  and  not  infre- 
quently  into  the  eyes  and  ears  of  passengers,  of  cinders 
smoke,  dust,  etc. 

This  nuisance  in  traveling  is  naturally  greater  in  sum¬ 
mer  than  in  winter,  and  it  is  during  this  season  of  the 
year  that  more  passengers  are  discomfited  than  are  bene¬ 
fited  by  open  car  windows.  An  experienced  traveler 
never  rides  by  the  side  of  an  open  window,  which  prob¬ 
ably  accounts  somewhat  for  the  popularity  of  Pullman  ' 
cars  in  which  the  windows  are  seldom  open.  The  rules 
of  the  Pullman  Company  are  that  during  the  hot  weather 
I  the  front  windows  and  the  deck  windows  are  to  be  open- 
.  ed,  which  is  sufficient  to  provide  'fe'ood,  clean,  pure  air 
throughout  the  car  with  the  absence  of  drafts.  So  it  is 
with  the  ordinary  day  coaches  on  most  railroads:  The 
only  good  ventilation  needed  is  through  the  deck  win- 
I  dows  at  the  top  where  the  air  is  generally  pure  and  clean. 

I  But  to  upset  all  this,  along  comes  a  passenger  who  wants 
j  a  jovyer  window  open,  and  in  the  ordinary  day  coaches 
this  individual  is  such  that  there  are  no  legal  means  of 
preventing  it.  Protection  to  other  passengers  against  this 
type  of  traveler  sometimes  comes  on  a  rainy  day  when 
all  his  efforts  will  not  raise  the  window.  Especially  in 
Pullman  cars  where  proper  ventilating  mechanism  is  pro-  ' 
vided  does  this  opening  of  side  windows  offset  the  good 
effects  of  the  ventilating  apparatus  and  vitiates  the  pure

There  are  easily  explainable  scientific  reasons  why  a 
side  car  window  should  not  be  opened  in  traveling.  These 
are  summarized  by  Ross  Taylor,  of  the  Automatic  Venti¬ 
lator  Company,  in  an  address  on  “Car  Ventilation”  de¬ 
livered  before  the  September  meeting  of  the  St.  Louis 
Railway  Club.  The  practical  application  of  the  science 
of  ventilation  involves  the  replacing  of  vitiated  air  with 
pure  air  in  sufficient  quantity  and  without  draft  or  the 
admission  of  extraneous  matter.  Authorities  agree  that 
not  only  for  the  enjoyment  of  health  but  for  the  preven¬ 
tion  of  fatal  diseases  adults  require  from  2,000  to  3,000 
cubic  feet  of  air  per  hour,  and  air  average  of  300  cubic 
feet  of  space.  To  provide  this  on  passenger  cars  is  pe¬ 
culiarly  difficult,  providing  'as  they  do  only  about  one- 
third  the  space  advised  and  moving  at  varying  rates  of 
speed,  any  ordinary  opening  for  the  admission  of  air  per¬ 
mits  the  admission  of  extraneous  matter  and  subjects  the 
passenger  to  drafts.  Add  to  these  difficulties  that  his 
principal  exercise  is  to  take  into  his  blood  through  the 
lungs  and  pores  of  the  skin  the  exhalations  and  respira¬ 
tions  of  his  promiscuous  fellow-passengers,  and  the  prob¬ 
lem  is  before  you.  Many  have  addressed  themselves  to 
the  practical  solution  of  the  problem  by  the  use  of  various 
types  of  injectors,  and  ejectors,  differing  in  construction 
and  differing  in  opinion  as  to  whether  the  proper  ventila¬ 
tion  is  to  be  secured  at  the  top  of  the  car  or  at  the  floor 
line ;  and  as  to  the  necessity  of  warming  the  air  before  it 
is  liberated  in  the  car.  Mr.  Taylor  dismisses  the  theory 
of  ventilation  from  the  floor  line  as  being  impractical, 
and  does  not  believe  heating  the  air  is  necessary. 

In  railroad  and  railway  service,  Mr.  Taylor  believes 
that  in  addition  to  the  injector,  as  powerful  an  ejector  is 
required  in  car  ventilation.  The  objection  to  admitting 
the  air  at  very  low  temperature,  without  heating  it,  be¬ 
cause  it  would  lower  the  temperature  in  the  car,  Mr. 
Taylor  believes  is  easily  met.  If  injected  at  the  top  of  the 
car,  where  the  temperature  is  highest,  it  can  be  broken

the  CORONER'S  private  car  and  the  PACKER'S  PRIVATE 
FREIGHT  TRAIN.  • 

A  Coroner  In  a  railroad  shop  town,,  where  heavy  material  and 
machinery  are  handled  by  many  men,  and  lives  are  occasionally  lost 
by  somebody's  carelessness,  has.  if  he  Is  an  advanced  thinker,  a 
power  to  compel  violations  ot  the  Interstate  Commerce  law  quite 
like  that  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  It  Is  like  although 
It  is  less.  A  railroad  officer  gives  exact  details,  with  the  assurance 
that  it  is  simply  typical,  ot  the  following  Incident; 

A  Coroner  wrote  asking  for  passes  for  himself  and  family  for 
I  a  summer  vacation  trip.  The  clerk,  who  received  the  letter,  did  •_ 
not  answer  It  but  filed  it  alphabetically  where  similar  foolish  appli-  ; 
cations  were  kept.  The  Coroner  wrote  another  letter  In  a  tone  to 
which  the  experienced  clerk  was  not  unaccustomed,  and  this  was 
put  with  th^  General  Manager’s  morning  mall.  The  General  Man¬ 
ager  replied  at  once,  enclosing  the  passes  asked  lor,  expressing 
his  pleasure  in  doing  so  and  asking  the  Coroner  to  address  him  , 
personally  for  any  future  “courtesies.” 

The  gap  between  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  a  vll- 
I  lage  Coroner  Is  considerable,  hut  It  is  filled  with  a  long  line  of  of¬ 
ficers,  national,  state  and  municipal,  with  varying  degrees  of  power 
to  compel  violations  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  law.  In  these  col¬ 
umns  two  weeks  ago  a  somewhat  detailed  account  was  given  of 
the  President’s  demand  for  a  special  train,  free,  when  he  traveled 
with  his  friends.  This  has  been  re-published  or  discussed  by  all 
of  the  important  dally  newspapers  In  this  country  as  if  It  were 
an  entirely  new  conditjgn,  instead  hich  has  prevailed  for  a

This  proposed  remedy  for  a  great  evil  would  -be  amusing  If  it 
were  not  so  pitiful.  Would  any  one  seriously  propose  to  stop  felony 
by  singling  out  one  felon  and  paying  him  such  a  salary  as  would 
put  him  out  of  reach  of  temptation  to  commit  felony?  There  are 
congressmen,  governors,  legislators,  mayors,  justices  of  the  peace, 
assessors,  office  holders  and  politicians  generally,  and  coroners— 
don’t  forget  the  coroners— nearly  all  of  whom  have  powers,  and 
many  of  whom  exercise  them,  to  get  exceptional  favors  from  rail¬ 
roads.  The  coroner’s  function  in  this  connection  is  peculiarly  fasci¬ 
nating.  With  only  a  slight  bias,  his  investigation  of  a  fatal  acci¬ 
dent  may  make  many  thousand  dollars— sometimes  hundreds  of 
thousands— difference  In  the  amount  for  which  the  company  is 
mulcted.  He  may  so  deal  with  the  dead  as  to  make  a  snap  for  the 
living.  Ghastly  and  bland  he  looks  forward  to  a  cheap  summer 
trip — perhaps  with  his  friend  the  undertaker  as  his  guest  if  the 
company  “treats  him  right.” 

The  logic  of  the  proposed  remedy  is  inevitable.  If  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  lawlessness  in  the  past  is  to  be  condoned  by  cash  payments 
in  the  future;  if  Congress  supports  his  “unalterable  determination” 
— repeated  last  week  as  a  reply  to  his  exposure — to  control  rail¬ 
road  rates  charged  to  all  except  himself;  If  the  present  righteous 
law  for  treating  all  alike  continues  to  be  enforced  only  sporadically; 

(  if  favored  rebaters  and  solicitors  of  rebates  are  to  be  let  alone- 
then  by  all  means  let  the  remedy  be  extended  to  others  than  the 
President.  Let  each  Senator  and  member  of  Congress  and  others  all 
along  down  to  the  coroner  have  a  special  car.  This  courtesy  to 
the  coroner  will  appeal  to  every  one.  When  all  this  is  done,  when 
'  with  clean  hands  and  a  disinfected  conscience  the  officers  of  Govern¬ 
ment  make  a  new  law  giving  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
authority  to  make  changes  in  rates,  effective  until  over-ruled  by  the 
courts  (and  every  important  decision  of  this  Commission  thus  far 
appealed  has  been  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court),  what  Is  the  re¬ 
sult?  We  have  simply  shifted  this  responsibility  from  those  who 
are  vitally  interested  in  making  transportation  cheap  to  a  committee 
of  inexperienced  and  not  necessarily  able  men. 

Assuming  that  all  railroad  officers  are  morally  bad  and  that  all 
Interstate  Commerce  Commissioners  are  good,  nevertheless  the  officer 
has  professional  reputation  at  stake.  Unless  he  serves  the  commu¬ 
nity  well,  builds  up  the  Industries  along  his  line  and  helps  so  far 
as  he  can  to  make  his  customers  well-to-do,  and  so  increase  his  com¬ 
pany’s  earnings,  he  loses  his  job.  His  profession  is  one  in  which  this 
talent  is  in  high  demand  and  better  paid  than  in  almost  any  other 
profession.  If  five  men,  political  appointees,  can  do  this  work  better 
I  and  serve  the  public  better  than  thousands  of  picked  men  trained  for 
.the  work,  then  the  proposition  may  be  justified,  but  it  would  have 
no  effect  in  checking  present  rebates  and  discriminations  forced  on 
the  railroads. 

The  logical  sequence  of  the  remedy  proposed  would  seem  to  be 
1  an  extension  of  the  original  one:  Let  not  only  the  President  and 
i  the  coroner  have  his  private  car,  but  extend  the  courtesy  of  free 
freight  trains  to  the  packer  and  the  pipe  line  owner — to  every 
man  and  corporation  who  hajj^ower  to  dictate  to  the  railroads.  L

The  fund  has  now  been  In  operation  18  years, 
all  employes  who  desired  to  Join  being  taken  In  without  physical 
examination  at  the  start.  Later,  physical  examination  somewhat 
after  the  manner  of  Insurance  companies  was  made  a  prerequisite 
of  membership.  The  records  now  embrace  over  350,000  cases  of 
what  Is  technically  known  as  "disablement,”  which  means  that  the 
man  Is  sufficiently  unfit  for  active  duty,  so  that  he  Is  entitled  to 
benefits.  These  records  have  recently  been  carefully  gone  over,  with 
In  mind  of  finding  out  what  they  show  In  regard  to 
figures  actually  obtained  are  ns  follows :

It  will  he  noted,  hrst.  that  both  i.asaeiiger  and  freight  con¬ 
ductors  show  a  higher  disablement  rate  than  the  average  of  the 
whole  fund;  second,  that  both  pas.senger  and  freight  hrnkemen  show 
a  lower  disablement  rate  than  the  average  of  the  whole  fund: 
third,  conductors,  both  passenger  and  freight,  show  a  higher  dis¬ 
ablement  rate  than  hrakemen,  and.  fourth,  ns  has  already  been 
stated,  the  passenger  conductors  and  hrakemen  show  a  lower  dis¬ 
ablement  rate  than  the  corresponding  grade  of  employes  In  the 
freight  service.  It  is  believed  that  at  least  two  of  the  above  rather 
anomalous  results  are  easily  understood  when  It  Is  known  that  both 
passenger  and  freight  conductors  are  among  the  older  employes,  and 
that  probably  most  of  them  were  taken  into  the  fund  at  Its  Incep¬ 
tion,  without  physical  examination.  This  will  explain  why  the  con¬ 
ductors  show  a  higher  disablement  rate  than  the  average,  especially 
when  It  Is  known  that  the  growth  of  the  fund  has  been  much  more 
rapid  during  the  later  than  during  Its  earlier  years.  The  large 
accessions  during  later  years  of  members  who  had  passed  a  rigid 
physical  examination  have  brought  the  general  average  down.  Sec¬ 
ond.  the  hrakemen,  both  passenger  and  freight,  are  very  much 
younger  than  the  conductors,  and  a  very  much  larger  number  of 
them  have  passed  the  physical  examination.  They  should,  therefore, 
show  a  lower  disablement  rate  than  the  older  conductors.  The 
main  point,  however,  as  applying  to  the  possible  dangerous  condi¬ 
tion  of  passenger  cars  In  the  matter  of  the  dissemination  of  tubercu¬ 
losis,  Is  that  the  disablement  of  passenger  conductors  and  hrakemen 
Is  actually  lower  than  that  of  the  freight  conductors  and  hrakemen. 
If  passenger  cars  are  as  dangerous  as  has  been  supposed,  we  would 
expect  the  reverse  to  be  le  case.

Here  again,  as  In  the  iirevlous  case,  the  tlnnger  of  tuberculosis, 
as  nieasiired  by  the  death  rate.  Is  less  for  the  passenger  trainmen 
than  for  the  freight  trainmen,  and  In  this  case  the  passenger  train¬ 
men,  both  conductors  and  hrakemen,  show  a  lower  death  rate  than 
the  average  of  the  whole  fund.  We  think  It  Is  fair  to  say  that 
the  value  ot  figures  of  this  kind  Is  the  greater  the  more  carefully 
they  are  kept,  and  the  longer  the  period  ot  time  which  they  cover, 
hut  It  Is  certainly  ditflciilt  to  draw  from  these  figures  anything  that 
indicates  that  passenger  cars  are  a  serious  source  of  danger  to  the 
public  health,  so  far  os  tuhercuUisIs  is  concerned.

a  general  belief  among  sanitarians  that  the  upholstery  of  passenger 
coaches  and  sleeping  cars  was  a  serious  menace.  The  outcry  against 
upholstery  has  embraced  the  hangings,  the  carpets  and  the  plush 
coverings  for  seats  and  the  blankets  In  sleeping  cars,  and  the  plush 
on  the  seats,  and  the  carpets  or  mattings  In  the  aisles  of  passenger 
coaches.  The  philosophy  of  this  outcry  seems  to  be  that  smooth, 
hard  surfaces  are  easily  cleaned,  while  upholstery  of  all  kinds  Is 
not  easily  cleaned  and  may  serve  to  retain  tuberculous  sputum  ns  a 
constant  menace  to  those  who  are  brought  in  contact  with  it.  On 
the  other  hand.  It  occurred  to  us  that  plush,  carpet  and  the  various 
upholstery  In  use  In  passenger  and  sleeping  cars  might  retain  the 
Infectious  material  much  ■  better  than  a  bare,  smooth  surface,  and 
that  there  might  be  less  danger  both  of  the  material  becoming 
dried  and  of  its  being  stirred  up  Into  the  air  from  a  carpet  or  from 
upholstery  than  If  smooth,  hard  surfaces  only  were  present. 


In  order  not  to  have  this  matter  wholly  a  question  of  opinion, 
the  following  experiments  were  carried  out.  The  resources  of  our 
bacteriological  laboratory  not  enabling  us  to  experiment  with  tuber¬ 
culous  sputum,  some  flour  paste  of  about  the  thickness  of  tubercu¬ 
lous  sputum  was  made,  putting  Into  the  paste  a  certain  amount  of 
common  salt.  In  order  to  have  In  It  something  which  was  measur¬ 
able.  This  paste  was  put  in  equal  amounts  on,  first,  pieces  of  glass; 
second,  pieces  of  carpet,  and,  third,  pieces  of  plush.  The  three 
scries  of  objects  were  then  allowed  to  dry  in  the  air.  It  was  found 
that  the  paste  on  the  glass  dried  more  readily  than  on  the  plush 
or  the  carpet,  which  Is  what  would  be  expected  from  previous  ex¬ 
perience  with  the  hygroscopic  nature  of  fabrics.  The  drying  In  the 
air  was  so  slow,  however,  that  ultimately  all  three  series  were  dried

artlflclally  over  the  steam  table.  After  they  were  thoroughly  dried, 
a  heavy  Iron  roller  was  passed  over  each  one  of  them  the  same 
number  of  times,  the  Idea  being  to  simulate  the  conditions  of  grind¬ 
ing  up  tuberculous  sputum  under  the  foot.  Some  of  the  samples 
were  then  put  In  the  window  to  he  subjected  to  the  wind,  so  that  It 
might  blow  away  as  much  of  the  material  as  It  would,  and  some 
were  put  In  a  box  and  blown  upon  with  compressed  air.  The  three 
kinds  of  samples  were  treated  exactly  alike  In  all  of  the  experi¬ 
ments.  After  all  the  pulverized  material  that  It  was  possible  to 
remove  b,v  the  compressed  air  had  been  blown  away,  each  of  the 
three  kinds  of  articles  was  carefully  washed,  and  'the  amount  of 
material  left  behind  In  each  case,  as  measured  by  the  salt,  deter¬ 
mined.  The  average  of  a  number  of  experiments  showed  ns  follows: 
On  the  glass  64.60  per  cent  of  the  paste  had  been  blown  away,  while 
on  the  plush  and  on  the  carpet  only  12.50  per  cent  had  been  blown 
away.  These  flgures  can  be  stated  in  another  form.  On  the  glass 
over  one-third  of  the  material  staid  behind,  while  on  the  plush  and 
on  the  carpet  seven-eighths  of  it  staid  behind. 

^  We  cannot  help  feeling  that  these  experiments  point  very  clearly 
in  the  direction  that  the  danger  of  infection  from  upholstery  in 
rullman  cars  and  coaches  Is  very  much  less  than  from  naked  sur¬ 
faces,  and  that  the  crusade  against  bangings  and  carpets  and  plush 
Is  not  founded  on  careful  experimental  data.

“Hope”  as  a  Factor  in  Railway  Development. 

It  is  the  natural  and  legitimate  desire  of  railway  pro¬ 
prietors  to  obtain  a  better  return  upon  their  money  than 
is  afforded  by  the  average  return  upon  commercial  invest¬ 
ments  of  like  standing.  Their  only  hope  of  getting  it  as  a 
permanent  thing  lies  in  such  exclusive  trading  facilities 
as  may  attach  to  their  property  by  law  or  by  geography. 
In  South  America  the  original  concession  has  sometimes  pre¬ 
cluded  the  building  of  other  railways  within  wide  limits. 
The  mere  right  of  way  and  what  it  implies  confers  a  monop¬ 
oly  In  some  measure.  When  a  railway  has  been  some  time 
in  operation  It  also  acquires  property  (never  capitalized  as 
such)  which  a  licensed  victualler  would  call  good  will. 
Against  all  these  sources  of  extra  profit  the  government 
of  India  would  appear  to  have  set  its  face.  The  effect 
of  its  policy  is  to  say  to  all  investors  “out  of  Indian  rail¬ 
ways.  If  you  care  to  try,  we  can  offer  you  a  reasonable 
expectation  of  such  a  profit  as  sound  commercial  under¬ 
takings  ordinarily  afford,  but  not  more,  as  this  would  be 
at  the  expense  and  to  the  detriment  of  the  population  of 
India.”  This  sounds  very  magnanimous  and  splendid,  but 
the  attitude  is  not  necessarily  wise  or  the  Inference  correct. 
As  a  result  railway  enterprise  in  India  is  pursued  with 
languor.  It  is  hope  (not  love)  that  makes  the  world  go 
round,  and  If  Investors  and  capitalists  can  hope  for  no 
better  profits  in  India  than  elsewhere,  they  will  naturally 
not  tumble  over  each  other  in  their  efforts  to  start  there.—

I  every  important  railway  in  the  South.  The  cities  of 
i  Richmond,  Va.,  and  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  were  visited  on  the 
P  first  days  of  Ae  trip,  the  Southern  Railway,  the  Rich- 
'  mond,  Fredetfcksburg  and  Potomac,  and  the  Seaboard 
1  Air  Line  bel^  utilized.  Durham,  Greensboro,  High 
;  Point,  Salisbury,  and  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  were  also  touched 
'  ion  Thursday,  and  the  itinerary  for  Friday  includes  stops 
"at  Roswell,  Atlanta,  and  Macon,  Ga.  On  Saturday,  the 
.Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railway  will  carry  the  party  to  Jack-

SANITATION  OF  PASSENGER  CARS 


/ 


The  sanitation  of  railway  passenger  cars  was  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  general  discussion  at  the  recent  Boston  meeting  ot 
the  American  Public  Health  Association  following  the 
reading  of  a  paper  on  “The  Dissemination  of  Tuberculo¬ 
sis  as  Affected  by  Railway  Travel  by  Dr.  Carles  B. 
Dudley,  chemist  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  Dr.  Dud¬ 
ley  presented  the  results  of  numerous  studies  and  in¬ 
vestigations  carried  on  by  railway  officials,  and  stated  as 
his  conclusion  that  the  danger  of  the  spread  of  conta¬ 
gious  diseases  through  railway  travel  is  not  so  great  as 
is  generally  believed.  t',  j,  ,itu„ 

“During  the  past  few  years,  says  Dr.  Dudley,  the 
railroads  have  been  called  quite  sharply  to  account,  for 
their  remissness  in  sanitary  matters,  and  it  has  ?eemed 
advisable  to  put  a  little  study  on  the  subject,  with  the 
idea  in  mind  of  finding  out  exactly  how  far  this  criticism 
is  justified.  In  order  to  concentrate  the  study  upon  some¬ 
thing  definite,  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  is  chosen  as  the 
field?  It  is  obvious  that  if  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  is 
largely  due  to  contact  of  the  healthy  with  those  who  arc 
affected,  the  railroads  under  present  conditions  can 
hardly  be  held  responsible,  since  there  is  no  means  by 
which  ticket  agents  or  conductors  can  be  sure  as  to  di¬ 
agnosis,  and  to  refuse  transportation  on  an  erroneous 
diagnosis  would  lead  to  serious  trouble.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  is  largely  due  to  pulver¬ 
ized,  dried  sputum,  the  railroads  may  fairly  be  regarded 
as  responsible,  and  be  required  to  take  greater  precau¬ 
tions.  Careful  studies  seem  to  indicate  that  the  dangers 
of  infection  from  dried  sputum  on  cars,  have  been  greatlj- 
magnified.  As  items  pointing  in  this  direction  may  be 
mentioned:  First,  the  length  of  time  of  passengers  on 
cars  is  small  at  the  longest,  while  prolonged  exposure 
seems  to  be  agreed  upon  as  a  marked  characteristic  in  the 
acquisition  of  this  disease;  second,  tuberculous  sputum 
is  extremely  difficult  to  dry ;  third,  even  though  artificiady 
dried,  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  pulverize;  fourth,  al¬ 
though  artificially  dried  and  pulverized,  it  is  heavy,  and 
does  not  readily  remain  suspended  in  the  air;  and  ht.b, 
cars,  from  their  construction,  afford  very  great  advan-

SANITATION  OF  PASSENGER  CARS 
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The  sanitation  of  railway  passenger  cars  was  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  general  discussion  at  the  recent  Boston  meeting  ot 
the  American  Public  Health  Association  following  the 
reading  of  a  paper  on  “The  Dissemination  of  Tuberculo¬ 
sis  as  Affected  bv  Railway  Travel'  by  Dr  Ll^rles  B- 
Dndley,  chemist  of  the  reimsylvama  Railroad.  Dr.  Dnd- 
lev  presented  the  results  of  nnmerons  studies  and  in¬ 
vestigations  carried  on  by  railway  officials,  and  stated  as 
his  conclusion  that  the  danger  of  the  spread  of  conta¬ 
gious  diseases  through  railway  travel  is  not  so  great  as 
is  generally  believed. 

“During  the  past  few  years,  says  Dr.  Dudley,  the 
railroads  have  been  called  quite  sharply  to  account,  for 
their  remissness  in  sanitary  matters,  and  it  has  seemed 
advisable  to  put  a  little  study  on  the  subject,  with  the 
idea  in  mind  of  finding  out  exactly  how  far  this  criticism 
is  justified.  In  order  to  concentrate  the  study  upon  some¬ 
thing  definite,  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  is  chosen  as  the 
field  It  is  obvious  that  if  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  is 
largely  due  to  contact  of  the  healthy  with  those  who  are 
affected,  the  railroads  under  present  conditions  can 
hardly  be  held  responsible,  since  there  is  no  means  by 
which  ticket  agents  or  conductors  can  be  sure  as  to  di¬ 
agnosis,  and  to  refuse  transportation  on  an  erroneous 
^  diagnosis  would  lead  to  serious  trouble.  If.  on  the  other 
■  hand,  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  is  largely  due  to  pnlver- 
ized  dried  sputum,  the  railroads  may  fairly  be  regarded 
as  responsible,  and  be  required  to  take  greater  precau¬ 
tions.  Careful  studies  seem  to  indicate  that  the  dangers 
of  infection  from  dried  .sputum  on  cars,  have  been  great!' 
magnified.  As  items  pointing  in  this  direction  may  be 
mentioned:  First,  the  length  of  time  of  pas.scngcrs  on 
cars  is  small  at  the  longest,  while  prolonged  exposure 
seems  to  be  agreed  upon  as  a  marked  characteristic  in  the 
acquisition  of  this  disease;  second,  tuberculous  sjmtnm 
is  extremely  difficult  to  dry  ;  third,  even  though  artificiady 
dried  it  is  extremclv  difficult  to  pulverize;  fourth,  al¬ 
though  artificially  dried  and  pulverized,  it  is  heaw.  ana 
does  not  readily  remain  suspended  in  the  air:  and  hf.h,

“Furthermore,  if  cars  are  such  a  menace  as  has  been 
supposed,  it  would  seem  that  employes  of  the  sleeping 
car  companies  and  of  the  railroad  companies,  whose  oc¬ 
cupation  requires  that  they  spend  much  time  on  the  cars, 
would  be  largely  affected.  The  statistics  gathered  at  the 
last  census,  as  reported  by  Dr.  George  M.  Sternberg  m 
his  book,  ‘Infection  and  Immunity,’  show  that  railroad 
men  are  less  affected  by  tuberculosis,  than  the  average  of 
persons  of  the  whole  country.  Furthermore,  information  I 
from  the  Pullman  Company  does  not  show  that  the  col-  I 
ored  porters  who  are  supposed  to  be  pre-disposed  to  tu¬ 
berculosis,  and  who  spend  a  large  portion  of  their  lives 
on  sleeping  cars,  are  more  affected  than  others.  Also  the 
records  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  in  connection  with 
its  relief  department,  show  that  passenger  conductors  and 
brakemen  are  not  as  frequently  affected  with  tuberculosis 
as  are  the  freight  conductors  and  brakemen.  Again, 
bacteriological  examinations  of  the  air  from  cars  known 
to  have  transported  tuberculous  patients,  the  results  of 
which  have  been  recently  published  by  Dr.  J.  J.  Kinyoun, 
do  not  indicate  any  alarming  prevalence. of  tubercle  bac¬ 
illi  in  these  cars.  Finally,  experiments  made  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  as  to  the  behavior  of  tuberculous  sputum  on  car¬ 
pets  and  plush,  show  that  analagous  material  is  less  likely 
to  become  dry  and  to  be  pulverized  and  disseminated  m 
the  air,  than  if  this  material  is  on  a  hard,  non-absorbent  1 

surface^  ^  Bracken,  of  St.  Paul,  declared  that  proper  I 
sanitation  may  be  obtained  through  intelligent  construc¬ 
tion  and  constant  and  thorough  care.  He  had  found 
ignorance  and  indifference  regarding  the  matter  on  the 
part  of  railway  surgeons,  but  intelligence  on  the  part 
of  the  heads  of  mechanical  departments,  who  were  ready 
to  adopt  any  feasible  and  useful  suggestions.  Therefore, 
in  order  to  accomplish  any  good,  he  would  have  the  sur¬ 
geons  keep  in  touch  with  the  mechanics,  and  thus  mix 
fcience  and  practical  ideas.  One  of  the  great  needs  is 
to  stop  spitting  in  the  cars.  In  this  tobacco  users  are  not 
the  only  offenders.  Those  with  nasal  and  lung  trouble^ 
are  far  worse.  Receptacles  should  be  provided  and  rules 
posted  in  the  cars.  Second  in  importance  is  ^ar  cleaning 
The  cars  should  be  swept  with  a  brush  and  not  with  a  corn 
broom  Porters  should  not  be  allowed  to  brush  persons 
in  an  occupied  car.  Dusting  should  be  done  with  a  damp 
cloth.  Upholstery  should  give  place  to  leather  and  o^n 
cane  seats.  Car  ventilation  was  considered  difficult,  but 
possible  and  it  should  be  accomplished  without  opening 
Ks  a^id  windows,  for  some  persons  were  more  suscep¬ 
tible  to  drafts  than  others.

Attorney  General  Coleman  has 
brought  quo  warranto  proceedings  against 
the  company,  asking  by  what  authority  It 
does  business  in  the  state. 

Mr.  Coleman  asks  that  the  Supreme  court 
compel  the  defendant  to  show  by  what  war¬ 
rant  or  authority  it  exercises  in  the  state  of 
Kansas  the  corporate  right  and  power  of 
charging  a  price  and  compensation  for  its 
sleepers,  diners,  and  parlor  cars;  that  the 
company  be  adjudged  as  having  no  right  to 
do  business  In  this  state;  that  the  defendant 
be  ousted  from  the  state  and  from  perform¬ 
ing  under  its  franchise ;  that  the  defendant  be 
adjudged  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  proceedings.

SAFETY  OF  THE  MODERN  PASSENGER  CAR 

C.  F.  Rydberg,  general  foreman  of  the  Canadian  Pa¬ 
cific  Railway  car  shops  at  Montreal,  believes  the  present- 
day  passenger  car  aii  absurdity  on  account  of  its  weight. 
He  would  have  our  passenger  cars  made  of  alurninum. 
He  says :  “A  tendency  of  late  years  has  been  to  build  the 
cars  longer  and  strengthen  them  in  all  weak  parts  to  en¬ 
sure  the  safety  of  the  public,  and  this  has  increased  the 
weight  until  the  management  of  the  roads  are  bending 
their  energies  towards  Iniilding  heavier  engines  to  haul 
heavier  trains;  this,  in  the  writer’s  opinion,  is  an  ab¬ 
surdity,  on  account  tlL  |the  expense  will  increase  in 
keeping  up  the  road  bee  If  the  same  amount  of  energy 
was  expended  in  building  a  car  out  of  lighter  and  strong¬ 
er  material,  such  as  aluminum,  a  market  would  be  created 
for  this  material,  and  cheaper  ways  of  manufacturing  it 
would  probably  soon  be  adopted.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is 
the  ideal  material  for  building  of  railways  cars  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,  to  take  the  place  of  wood,  iron,  and  brass  trimmings, 
and  1  feel  satisfied  that  it  would  not  be  very  long  before  a 
car  built  of  this  material  could  be  built  as  cheaply  as  the 
present  car,  and  the  weight  would  then  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum.” 

These  and  other  interesting  remarks  on  the  subject  of 
passenger  cars  were  brought  out  at  the  October  meeting 
of  the  Canadian  Railway  Club  in  the  presentation  and 
discussion  of  a  paper  on  ’The  Construction  of  a  Passen¬ 
ger  Railway  Car,”  by  Mr.  Rydberg.  On  the  point  of  its 
safety  to  passengers"  he  says  that  with  the  present  car, 
with  steel  platfonn,  wide  vestibule,  and  anti-telescope 
plate,  and  the  end  post,  end  plate,  and  end  sill  reinforced 
with  iron,  the  traveling  public  can  feel  secure,  as  it  is  al¬ 
most  impossible,  where  a  car  built  as  mentioned,  can  be 
totally  destroyed  or  telescoped  by  rear-end  collision;  a 
part  of  the  end  would  only  be  broken,  and,  in  most  cases, 
the  damage  would  not  go  beyond  the  end  of  the  car.  The 
passengers  in  the  centre  would  possibly  not  receive  any 
more  injuries  than  a  shaking  up. 

In  explanation  of  the  causes  giving  to  us  the  heavy 
passenger  car,  H.  H.  Vaughan,  superintendent  of  mo¬ 
tive  power  of  the  Canadian  Pacific,  stated  that  “the 
lieavy  freight  cars  of  to-day  have  something  to  do  with 
heavy  passenger  cars.  The  roadbeds  are  made  for  heavy  , 
freight  trains,  and  if  you  watch  any  piece  of  track  while 
a  train  is  passing  over  it.  you  will  see  that  the  track  goes 
up  and  down  underneath  the  car.  If  a  light  passenger 
car  were  used,  the  track  would  not  settle  properly  under 
it.  Now,  in  my  opinion,  the  Pullman  Company  are  re- 
sjionsible  for  the  heavy  weight  of  passenger  cars,  and 
they  put  on  weight  as  fast  as  they  could,  and  they  thus 
obtained  an  easier  and  smoother  riding  'Car.”  As  to  the 
use  of  aluminum  in  passenger  cars,  Mr.  Vaughan  is 
somewhat  doubtful.  “There  were  a  number  of  models  of 
cars  at  the  Washington  Congress,  constructed  of  metal,” 
he  said,  “but  their  weight  was  very  little  less  than  the 
present  passenger  car,  and  I  am  doubtful  if  they  would 
stand  up  better  in  a  collision  than  the  wooden  car.  Weight 
for  weight,  you  do  not  get  much  more  out.  of  aluminum 
than  steel.  As  long  as  the  public  want  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  they  do  now,  we  must  have  heavy  cars,  and  we  have 
to  provide  engines  to  pull  them.” 

With  regard  to  the  comparative  loss  of  life  on  rail¬ 
ways,  W.  E.  Fowler,  master  car  builder  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific,  said:  “I  have  a  little  paper  at  home  that  is  re¬ 
newed  every  year,  which  contradicts  the  idea  of  excessive 
loss  of  life  on  railways.

'  insurance  policy  and  provides  that  if  I,  as  a  passenger, 
am  killed  while  riding  on  a  passenger  train,  the  guaran¬ 
teed  amount  of  the  policy  is  doubled.

A  YEAR'S  RECORD  OF  TRAIN  ACCIDENTS  I 

Accident  Bulletin  No.  16,  just  issued  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  completes  the  record  of  accidents 
to  employes  and  passengers  upon  the  railroads  of  the 
United  States  for  the  year  ending  June  30.  The  total 
number  of  pas.sengers  killed  in  train  accidents  was  350; -I 
injured,  0,498.  The  total  number  of  employes  killed  in 
train  accidents  was  798;  injured,  7,052.  There  were  187 
passengers  killed  in  other  than  train  accidents,  and  3,542 
injured ;  and  2,463  employes  killed  in  other  than  train  ac¬ 
cidents,  and  38,374  injured;  making  a  total  of  all  classes  | 
of  537  passengers  killed  and  10,040  injured,  and  3,261 
employes  killed  and  45.426  injured.  This  is  an  increase 
of  117  passengers  killed  and  1,963  injured;  a  decrease  of  j 
106  employes  killed,  and  an  increase  of  2,160  employes 
injured. 

There  wese  6,224  collisions  during  the  year,  with  a 
money  loss  of  $4,849,054,  and  5,371  derailments,  with  a 
money  loss  of  $4.862.602 ;  a  total  of  11.595  collisions  and 
derailments  and  a  total  money  loss  of  $9,711,656.  being 
damage  to  cars,  engines,  and  roadway.

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  in  an  opinion 
by  Commissioner  Fifer,  announces  its  decision  in  the 
case  of  the  City  Gas  Company  of  Norfolk  vs.  the  Balti¬ 
more  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company.  The  points  of  the  de¬ 
cision  are  as  follows: 

( 1 )  A  'difference  in  charge  on  coal  carried  from  Penn¬ 
sylvania  mines  to  Baltimore  for  local  consumption  and  on 
coal  carried  to  its  Curtis  Bay  or  Locust  Point  docks  in 
Baltimore,  is  based  upon  dissimilar  circumstances  and 
conditions,  and  is  not  unlawful. 

(2)  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  carries  coal  to  Baltimore 
destined  finally  to  "points  outside  the  Capes”  (largely  to 
New  England  seaboard  points)  and  shipments  of  the 
same  coal  may  also  be  made  to  Norfolk,  an  Atlantic  sea¬ 
port.  The  rate  to  Baltimore  on  coal  reshipped  to  “outside 
the  Capes”  points  is  forced  by  the  competition  of  lines 
from  other  mines,  and  under  such  rate  defendant  secures 
a  large  annua-1  tonnage  via  its  line  to  the  port  of  Balti¬ 
more.  The  rate  to  Baltimore  on  coal  for  Norfolk  is  the 
local  rate  to  lialtimore.  If  the  shipments  to  Norfolk  and 
points  outside  the  Capes  he  regarded  as  through  ship- 

iments,  on  what  are  in  essence  through  rates,  the  compe¬ 
tition  stated  might  justify  a  higher  rate  to  Baltimore 
when  the  final  destination  is  Norfolk  than  when  it  is  a 
point  outside  the  Capes ;  but  if  this  coal  is  all  purely  local 
to  Baltimore,  there  is  much  doubt  whether,  as  a  matter  of 
law,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  can  charge  for  the  haul  to 
Baltimore  more  in  one  case  than  in  the  other.  Similar 
question  involved  in  another  i)ending  proceeding  and  de¬ 
cision  reserved  upon  that  branch  of  this  case. 

(3)  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  also  transports  coal  from

After  looking  over  the  entire  passenger  oar  equipment 
of  the  road,  which  at  that  time  constituted  about  a  dozen  cars,  we 
selected  coaches  *  ‘'■"d  19.  They  were  44  feet  long,  had  flat 

roofs  like  box  cars,  single  sash  windows,  of  which  there  were  14 
on  a  side,  the  glass  In  each  sash  being  only  a  little  over  1  foot 
square.  The  roof  was  only  a  trifle  over  6  feet  from  the-  floor  of 
the  oar.  Into  this  car  we  got  10  sleeping  oar  sections,  besides  a 
linen  locker  and  two  washrooms — one  at  each  end.  The  wood  used 
In  the  Interior  finish  was  cherry.  Mr.  Pullman  was  anxious  to  get 
hickory,  to  stand  the  hard  usage  which  It  was  supposed  the  cars 
would  receive.  I  worked  the  spring  and  part  of  the  summer  of  1858, 
employing  an  assistant  or  two,  and  the  cars  went  Into  service  In 
the  summer  of  1858.  There  were  no  blue  prints  or  plans  made 
for  the  remodeling  of  these  first  two  sleeping  cars,  and  Mr.  Pull¬ 
man  and  I  worked  out  the  details  and  measurements  as  we  came 
to  them.  The  two  cars  cost  Mr.  Pullman  not  more  than  $2,000,  or 
$1,000  each.  They  were  upholstered  in  plush,  lighted  by  oil  lamps.

— A  device  has  been  perfected  by  Chemist 
Landon  of  the  mechanical  department  of  the  Erie  by  which  all  the 
cars  on  trains  Nos.  3  and  4  of  fhls  road  are  thoroughly  sterilized 
at  Jersey  City  after  each  round  trip  between  Jersey  City  and  Chi¬ 
cago,  a  run  of  about  2,000  miles.  As  soon  as  .arrangements  can  be 
perfected  the  process  will  be  extended  to  other  through  trains  on 
the  line.  Experiments  looking  to  this  method  of  so  cleaning  cars 
as  to  kill  all  disease  germs  and  destroy  all  bad  odors  have  been  In 
progress  nearly  a  month.  The  Pullman  Company  has  Investigated 
the  method  and  has  given  Its  consent  that  all  bedding,  clothing  and 
hangings  In  their  cars  used  on  these  trains  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
sterilizing  process.  The  process  consists  of  the  mixing  of  two 
chemicals  so  that  a  formaldehyde  gas  bath  is  given  to  each  car, 
which  is  tightly  closed  for  the  purpose  at  the  end  of  each  round 
trip.  A  deodorizing  apparatus  has  also  been  devised  that  for  the 
past  two  weeks  has  been  In  use  In  15  Erie  club,  parlor  and  com¬ 
muter's  cars.  This  apparatus  is  placed  under  the  seats  In  the  cars, 
out  of  sight  of  the  passengers,  and  gives  olt  an  odorless  gas,  which 
combines  with  the  stale  tobacerp  smoke,  or  other  offensive  odors 
which  may  accumulate  in  the  cars,  and  serves  to  completely  nullify 
them.  This  treatment  has  been  so  effective  that  It  will  be  extended 
to  all  the  passenger  cars  In  the  Erie  service.

I  A  device  has  been  perfected  by  the  chemist  of  , 
I  the  mechanical  department  of  the  Erie  E.  K.  by 
which  all  the  cars  on  the  Chicago  limited  train  are 
thoroughly  sterilized  at  Jersey  City  after  each 
round  trip  between  Jersey  City  and  Chicago,  a  run  ^ 
of  about  2000  miles.  Experiments  looking  to  this 
method  of  cleaning  cars  so  as  to  kill  all  disease 
germs  and  destroy  all  bad  odors  have  been  in  prog¬ 
ress  for  some  time.  A  deodorizing  apparatus  has 
also  been  devised  which  is  placed  under  the  seats 
in  the  ears,  out  of  sight  of  passengers,  and  gives 
off  an  odorless  gas,  which  combines  with  the  stale 
tobacco  smoke  or  other  offensive  odors  which  may 
accumulate  in  the  cars,  and  serves  to  completely 
nullify  them.  This  treatment  has  been  so  effective 
that  it  is  expected  it  will  be  extended  to  all  the 
passenger  ears  in  the  Erie  service. 
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PULLMAN  OUTPUT 

I  Tlie  deinaiiii  for  rolling  stock,  which 
i  has  long  been  testing  the  rapacity  of  all 
!  concerns  engaged  in  tliis  department  of 
industry,  has  extended  to  the  Pullman 
I  Company  and  thereby  forced  an  enlarge- 
j  ment  of  the  plant.  The  rapacity  of  the 
plant,  it  is  reported,  will  be  increased  20 
per  cent,  immediately.  The  freight  car 
building  plant  is  now  turning  out  li.lOU 
cars  per  month  and  the  passenger  car  , 
building  plant  is  turning  out  fiC  cars  per 
month,  against  a  normal  output  of  l,C0O 
freight  cars  and  50  passenger  care,  re¬ 
spectively.  The  former  plant  will  be  en¬ 
larged  to  a  capacity  of  1,800  cars  and  t.he 
latter’s  capacity  will  be  75  cars.  There 
are  now  employed  in  tlie  Pullman  shops 
8,160  men,  and  this  number  will  be  in¬ 
creased  to  8,500,  which  number  will 
probably  be  the  average  for  1006.  This 
will  be  800  more  than  tlie  previous  record. 
An  estimate  was  recently  made  of  8,000 
for  next  year,  but  this  was  based  on  tho 
present  plant  capacity.  The  Pullmaii 
plants  are  booked  ahead  for  practically 
all  of  1906,  and  in  some  departmenis 
well  into  1907,  but  the  company  is  tak¬ 
ing  a  few  orders  (or  the  latter  part  of 
next  year,  presumably  on  the  assumption 
thot  its  capacity  will  be  larger  by  that 
time,  not  on  the  assumption  that  any 
orders  will  be  cancelled.

A  device  has  )>een  perfected  by  the  chemist  of 
the  mechanical  department  of  the  Erie  1!.  R.  hy 
whicli  all  the  cars  on  the  Chicago  limited  train  are 
thoroughly  sterilized  at  Jersey  City  after  each 
round  trip  between  Jersey  City  and  Chicago,  a  run 
of  about  2000  miles.  Experiments  looking  to  this 
method  of  cleaning  curs  so  as  to  kill  all  disease 
germs  and  destroy  all  liad  odors  have  been  in  prog¬ 
ress  for  some  time.  A  deodorizing  apparatus  has 
also  liecn  devised  which  is  placed  under  the  seats 
ill  tlie  car.s.  out  of  sight  of  passengers,  and  gives 
off  an  odorless  gas.  which  combines  with  the  stale 
tobacco  smoke  or  other  offensive  odors  whicli  may 
accumulate  in  the  cars,  and  serves  to  completely 
nullify  them.  This  treatment  lias  lieen  so  effective 
that  it  is  expected  it  will  lie  extended  to  all  the 
passenger  cars  in  the  Erie  sevvlce.

I  railway  service.  Since  the  Penhsylvanla  Railroad  Company  ' 
put  In  operation  Its  retirement  and  pensioning  plan  on 
January  1,  1900,  similar  systems  have  been  established  by  ^ 
other  important  companies,  as  follows:  January  1,  1901, 
Pennsylvania  Lines  West  and  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Rail¬ 
way;  July  1,  1901,  Illinois  Central;  June  1,  1902,  Delaware 
Lackawanna  &  Western;  January  1,  1903,  Canadian  Pacific,  | 

1  Southern  Pacific,  Union  Pacific,  Oregon  Short  Line,  Oregon 
Railroad  &  Navigation;  February  1,  1904,  Atlantic  Coast  \ 
Line;  July,  1904,  Delaware  Lackawanna  &  Western  extended 
its  system.  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  which  established  a 
limited  pension  plan  in  1884.  Reading,  Buffalo  Rochester  & 
Pittsburg  and  other  lines  also  have  applied  the  pension 
idea  in  some  form  to  a  portion  or  the  whole  of  their  serv¬ 
ice.  And  now  comes  the  gratifying  announcement  that  the 
commencement  of  the  year  1906  will  witness  the  adoption  '  ;

Louis.  This  will  add  some  12,000  miles  to  the  list  and  |  l 
make  a  total  of  perhaps'  'ft.OOO  miles  of  American  roads, 
having  over  600,000  employes,  upon  which  carefully  elabo¬ 
rated  pensioning  systems  are  in  operation,  supported  entirely 
by  annual  appropriations  from  the  company’s  treasury,  with¬ 
out  contribution  in  any  form,  from  employes.  The  Boston 
&  Maine  Is  now  formulating  a  pension  plan,  and  the  move- 
I  ment  seems  likely  to  become  general  with  all  companies 
which  find  themselves  In  financial  condition  to  undertake 
the  responsibility.  Of  course,  there  are  small  and  unprofit¬ 
able  roads  which  cannot  yet  afford  to  indulge  In  this 
generosity.

THE  LOS  ANGELES  LIMITED. 

An  unusual  and  interesting  event  In  the  history  of 
transcontinental  passenger  service  has  been  marked  during 
the  last  ten  days  by  the  initial  trip  of  “The  Los  Angeles 
Limited.”  The  schedule  of  the  train  as  originally  deter¬ 
mined  upon  was  published  in  The  Railway  Age  of  Decem¬ 
ber  8,  1905,  but  previous  to  the  Inauguration  of  the  service 
the  time  of  departure  from  Chicago  was  changed  from 
C  p.  m.  to  10  p.  m.,  and  of  arrival  at  Los  Angeles  from 
12:45  to  4:45  p.  m.  of  the  third  day  following. 

As  previously  noted,  the  route  of  the  new  train  is  over 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern,  Union  Pacific  and  the  San 
Pedro  Los  Angeles  &  Salt  Lake  railways.  The  schedule 
time  between  terminals  is  68  hours,  and  on  the  initial  trip 
there  was  no  dlfllculty  experienced  in  keeping  up  to  sched¬ 
ule.  In  fact,  though  no  attempt  was  made  at  fast  running. 

It  became  necessary  to  “loaf”  on  several  occasions  until 
a  point  just  east  of  San  Bernardino,  Cal.,  was  reached. 
Here  for  98  miles  the  Salt  Lake  Route  and  the  Santa  Fe 
use  lolnt  tracks,  and  a  freight  wreck  at  Keenebrook,  8 
miles  east  of  San  Bernardino,  held  up  the  Los  Angeles 
Limited  for  four  hours. 

A  feature  of  the  initial  trip  was  the  presence,  through 
the  Invitation  of  the  passenger  departments  of  the  several 
roads  Interested,  of  about  40  representatives  of  the  leading 
newspapers  east  of  and  Including  Salt  Lake  City.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  Associated  Press,  the  principal  papers  of  eastern 
cities,  including  New  York,  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati,  Cleveland, 
Indianapolis,  Chicago,  Des  Moines,  Omaha,  Kansas  City, 
Denver,  Minneapolis,  Saint  Paul,  Cheyenne  and  Salt  Lake 
City,  were  represented.  The  train  left  the  Chicago  station 
of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  at  10  p.  m.  on  December 
17  In  charge  of  E.  L.  Lomax,  general  passenger  and  ticket 
agent,  and  Alfred  Darlow,  advertising  agent,  of  the  Union 
Pacific.  W.  B.  Kniskern,  passenger  traflic  manager,  Chicago 
&  Northwestern,  was  present  at  the  beginning  of  the  trip. 


and  J.  L.  Ferguson,  assistant  passenger  traffic  manager, 
accompanied  the  train  over  the  lines  of  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern.  Other  local  passenger  department  o.Jclals 
of  the  Union  Pacific  and  of  the  Oregon  Short  Line  accom¬ 
panied  the  train  as  far  as  Salt  Lake  City,  where  it  was 
joined  by  T.  C.  Peck,  assistant  general  passenger  agent,  and 
Kenneth  C.  Kerr,  traveling  passenger  agent,  of  the  Salt 
Lake  Route.  At  Los  Angeles  the  party  was  received  by 
B.  W.  Glllett,  traffic  manager  Salt  Lake  Route,  G.  F.  Herr, 

S.  F.  Booth  and  other  local  representatives  of  the  roads 
concerned,  and  these  gentlemen  acted  as  hosts  to  the  party 
at  such  times  as  It  was  not  In  the  hands  of  local  organiza¬ 
tions. 

The  entertainments  afforded  the  party  In  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  were  many  and  varied.  They  consisted  in  the 
main  of  visits  to  Pasadena  and  San  Gabriel,  by  courtesy 
of  the  Pacific  Electric  Company;  luncheon  at  the  Hotel 
Maryland,  Pasadena;  banquet  and  bull’s  head  breakfast 
by  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce;  trip  to  Long 
Beach  and  entertainment  by  the  chamber  of  commerce 
of  that  city;  trip  to  Santa  Catalina  Island  by  the  Banning 
Transportation  Company:  visit  to  Venice,  a  new  coast  city 
modeled  after  the  Italian  city  in  the  seas;  and  divers 
others.  A  proposed  stop  at  Riverside  and  ride  through  the 
orange  groves  were  necessarily  abandoned  on  account  of  the 
late  arrival  of  the  train  due  to  the  accident  before  referred 
to.  During  the  outgoing  trip  the  press  representatives 
amused  themselves  and  relaxed  gradually  by  the  publication 
of  rival  dallies— “The  Daily  Coyote”  and  “The  Yellow  Pup” 
— for  the  printing  of  which  a  No.  81  Edison  mimeograph 
Installed  in  the  baggage  car  and  furnished  by  the  A.  B. 
Dick  Company,  Chicago,  afforded  ample  facilities.  Other 
unique  features  which  characterized  the  return  trip  were 
a  Christmas  tree  on  the  evening  of  December  24  and  a 
Christmas  dinner  on  Christmas  day,  offered  by  the  cour¬ 
tesy  of  the  roads  Interested. 

The  equipment  of  the  train  is  first  class  in  every  re¬ 
spect,  and  electric  lighted  throughout  from  a  dynamo  in 
the  baggage  car.  The  electric  lighting  includes  berth  read¬ 
ing  lamps  of  modern  design,  conveniently  placed  In  each 
drawing  room  and  section  in  the  sleeping  cars.  The  com¬ 
posite  observation  car  and  dining  car  is  brilliantly  lighted, 
with  both  center  and  side  lamps.  The  equipment  is  new 
from  the  Pullman  shops  and  includes  one  14-section  and 
drawing  room  Pullman  standard  sleeping  car,  one  12-sectlon 
and  drawing  room  Pullman  standard  sleeping  car,  one  Pull¬ 
man  tourist  sleeping  car,  and  a  composite  observation  car, 
with  buffet  smoking  room  and  Booklovers’  library,  running 
through  to  Los  Angeles  without  change.  Provision  has 
been  made  for  eight  complete  trains.  All  meals  are  served 
.  In  dining  cars  with  a  la  carte  service.  The  architecture 
and  Interior  finish  of  each  car  present  an  unusual  richness 
of  effect.  The  interior  decorations  are  In  green  and  gold. 
The  upholstery  is  in  olive  green  plush,  and  the  woodwork 
in  vermilion  mahogany.

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Alexander  Johnston  Cassatt. 

Alexander  Johnston  Cassatt,  President  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  died  of  heart  disease  at  his  town  house  in  Philadelphia 
on  IJecember  28.  Mr.  Cassatt's  health  had  been  failing  since  last 
.spring,  and  In  June  he  went  abroad  to  take  a  short  vacation.  His 
Iileasure  trip  was  cut  short,  however,  by  the  investigation  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  into  the  relations  between  the 
officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  the  large  mining  and 
industrial  companies  along  the  company’s  lines.  When  the  damag¬ 
ing  testimony  was  made  public  Mr.  Cassatt  returned  to  his  office 
at  once,  and  with  his  accustomed  vigor  began  a  housecleaning 
investigation  of  his  own.  Later  in  the  summer  he  went  to  Bar 
Harbor,  Me.,  and  while  there  he  contracted  whooping  cough  from 
his  grandchildren.  His  recovery  left  him  weakened  and  unable  to 
take  up  the  work  of  his  office,  but  on  his  return  to  Philadelphia 
he  still  kept  in  touch  with  the  workings  of  the  great  railroad 
system  of  which  he  was  the  head  through  daily  conferences  with  his 
subordinates  at  his  house.  He  came  to  his  office  in  Broad  Street 
Station  occasionally,  the  last  time  on  December  8,  and  frequently 
drove  out  In  his  carriage.  His  death  came  suddenly  and  without 
pain  while  he  was  sleeping.  He 


in  the  possibilities  of  the^great  transporlation  machine  which  he 
was  creating  and  perfecting.  He  stands  without  a  peer  as  a  rail¬ 
road  man,  not  as  a  financier  manipulating  stocks  and  ownership, 
but  as  a  navigator  at  the  helm,  running  the  railroad. 

One  of  the  first  aggressive  acts  of  Mr.  Cassatt  after  being  elected 
president  was  to  begin  a  bitter  fight  between  the  Rockefeller. 
Carnegie  and  Gould  interests  over  rates.  He  enlisted  the  New 
York  Central,  and  together  they  established  more  profitable  rates 
to  the  seaboard.  In  retaliation,  Gould  forced  an  entrance  into 
Pittsburg,  but  paid  for  it  by  the  ousting  of  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  from  the  Pennsylvania  Lines.  There  was  no 
parleying  over  the  ejectment.  Mr.  Cassatt  ordered  the  poles  cut 
down  over  night  and  the  next  day,  before  his  opponents  had  a 
chance  to  resort  to  the  courts  and  get  out  injunctions,  the  roadbed 
was  strewn  with  tangled  wires  and  broken  poles. 

Mr.  Cassatt  began  his  administration  with  the  idea  of  making 
impregnable  the  position  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  To  do  this 
required  two  things,  expansion  and  improvement  of  the  existing 
lines.  The  Pennsylvania  acquired  a  controlling  Interest  in  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio,  its  nearest  competitor,  and  then  successively  a 
large  interest  in  the  Norfolk  &  Western  and  the  Chesapeake  &  Ohio.

Mr.  Cassatt  was  born  in  Pitts¬ 
burg,  December  8,  1839,  his  father, 

Robert  S.  Cassatt,  having  been  the 
first  Mayor  of  that  city.  His  early 
youth  was  spent  abroad,  where  he 
received  his  elementary  education, 
and  later  attended  the  University  of 
Darmstadt.  The  family  returned  to 
the  United  States  and  he  entered 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute, 
graduating  from  there  in  1859  as  a 
civil  engineer.  He  began  his  rail¬ 
road  career  as  an  assistant  engi¬ 
neer  on  the  construction  of  a  road 
in  Georgia,  but  on  the  outbreak  of 
the  Civil  War  he  went  to  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  as  rodman.  His  ability 
brought  him  rapid  promotion  and 
he  was  made  successively  assistant 
engineer  of  construction  on  the  Con¬ 
necting  Railroad:  in  1866,  resident 
engineer  on  the  Philadelphia  & 

Erie:  in  1867,  superintendent  of 
motive  power  of  the  same  road,  and 
in  1868.  superintendent  of  motive 
power  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail¬ 
road.  In  1874  he  was  made  general 
manager  of  the  lines  east  of  Pitts¬ 
burg  and  third  vice-president  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Co.,  and  in 
1880  was  elected  first  vice-president. 

George  B.  Roberts  was  then  presi¬ 
dent,  and  Mr.  Cassatt  was  in  line  to 
succeed  him.  But  when  Mr.  Rob¬ 
erts  died  in  1882,  Frank  Thomson 
was  given  the  coveted  office,  and 
shortly  after  Mr.  Cassatt  resigned 
and  severed  his  active  official  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Pennsylvania.  He 
still  retained  his  place  as  director  Alexander  Jol 

and  served  as  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Roads.  He  was  elected  president  of  the  New  York,  Phila¬ 
delphia  &  Norfolk,  one  of  the  subsidiary  companies  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  in  1886,  and  held  that  office  until  his  death.  After  he 
dropped  active  railroad  work  Mr.  Cassatt  devoted  himself  to  outside 
interests  and  amusements,  principally  horses,  and  for  17  years  he 
remained  in  retirement  from  business.  When  Mr.  Thomson  died  in 
1899  the  board  of  directors  unanimously  elected  Mr.  Cassatt  as 
president  of  the  lines  east  and  west  of  Pittsburg.  At  60  years  of 
age  his  career  was  Just  beginning,  but  during  the  last  seven  years 
of  his  life  he  accomplished  more,  perhaps,  than  any  other  man  of 
his  time.  Another  three  years  would  have  seen  the  completion  of 
the  stupendous  improvements  in  and  around  New  York  which  he 
inaugurated.  These  will  stand  as  a  monument  to  his  aggressive 
genius  in  the  years  to  come. 

In  these  days  of  “railroad  kings,’’  of  Goulds,  Harrimans,  Van¬ 
derbilts  and  Rockefellers,  most  railroad  officers  are  mere  puppets. 
Mr.  Cassatt  did  not  own  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  or  even  a  large 
part  of  It.  but  he  owned  the  confidence  of  the  stockholders,  and  it 
can  be  said  that  he  never  abused  it.  His  word  was  final  and  his 
direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  financial,  political  and  opera¬ 
tive.  was  intimate  and  absolute.  The  expansion  of  the  Pennsylvania 
during  the  last  seven  years  was  his  work,  his  was  the  master  mind 
directing,  devising  and  always  looking  ahead  with  unlimited  faith 


controlled.  The  Long  Island  Rail¬ 
road  promised  to  prove  useful  in 
creating  better  terminals  at  New 
York:  he  bought  that  quietly  before 
any  definite  plans  had  been  made 
for  its  utilization.  Meanwhile  the 
vast  scheme  of  improvements  to  ex¬ 
isting  lines  was  being-  worked  out 
and  begun.  Philadelphia  and  Pitts¬ 
burg,  the  two  terminals  of  the  main 
line  across  Pennsylvania,  were  at¬ 
tacked  first.  The  network  of  tun¬ 
nels,  yards  and  overhead  lines  in 
Philadelphia  was  reconstructed  and 
the  hills  of  Pittsburg  cut  away  to 
make  room  for  yards  and  a  new 
passenger  terminal.  At  Altoona  and 
Harrisburg  the  yards  were  doubled 
and  trebled  to  make  room  for  the 
cars  that  were  to  come.  Hardly  a 
mile  of  the  main  line  was  untouched  _ 
in  the  betterment  work,  reducing  ^ 
grades,  straightening  out  curves  and’ 
putting  in  additional  tracks.  A  new 
low  grade  freight  line  from  Pitts¬ 
burg  to  tidewater  was  built  at  enor¬ 
mous  cost.  It  was  Mr.  Cassatt’s 
ambition  to  see  six  tracks  across  the 
state,  and  for  most  of  the  distance 
now  there  are  that  number,  all 
carrying  traffic  and  all  crowded. 
The  financing  of  these  improve¬ 
ments  fell  to  him.  That  he  man¬ 
aged  always  to  get  the  money  needed 
and  never  undermined  the  credit  of 
the  road  is  proof  enough  of  his  abil¬ 
ity  as  a  financier.  In  six  years  the 
Pennsylvania  has  fioated  nearly 
$400,000,000  in  new  securities  to  pay 
for  this  programme  of  improve¬ 
ment.

New  York,  however,  surpass  any  of 
the  others.  Mr.  Cassatt  began  on  the  scheme  in  1902.  The  North 
river  bridge  project,  to  which  he  was  at  one  time  attracted,  having 
fallen  through,  he  and  his  associates  planned  anew,  with  the  result 
that  in  1903  it  was  announced  that  the  Pennsylvania  would  build 
tunnels  under  the  two  rivers  and  the  island  of  Manhattan,  and 
have  a  passenger  terminal  in  the  heart  of  the  city.  It  was  a 
daring  undertaking,  for  its  cost  was  estimated  at  over  $75,000,000, 
and  the  return  on  the  Investment  was  to  come  solely  from  an 
undeveloped  passenger  traffic.  A  great  freight  yard  was  to  b^ 
built  in  the  upper  bay,  and  the  New  York  Connecting  through 
Brooklyn  and  Queens  and  over  a  bridge  across  the  East  r^r  at 
Ward’s  Island  was  to  connect  Long  Island  by  rail  with  N^  Eng¬ 
land.  It  took  all  of  Mr.  Cassatt’s  persuasive  powers  tof  commit 
his  directors  to  the  scheme  and  to  persuade  bankers  andAnanclers 
to  advance  the  money  for  it.  His  death  has  come  beforrfe  he  could 
see  the  realization  of  his  plans,  but  he  at  least  had  tfe  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  knowing  that  the  necessary  money  was  provid^  and  that 
the  work  was  well  under  way,  and  would  go  forwardjto  the  end 
as  he  had  planned  It.  I

06  RAILWAYWORLD 

FAMOUS  TRAINS  OF  NORTH  AMERICA 


[In  classifying  the  trains  described  in  this  article  as  "famous 
eluded  are  prohably  not  known  outside  the  particular  locality  or  se 
ticular  territory  they  are  "famous  among  the  inhabitants  of  that 
wide  or  even  national  sense,  and  in  presenting  them  in  this  compr 
general  passenger  agents  of  the  railroads  of  the  United  States 
which  they  might  consider  as  famous.  No  special  meaning  is  att;

TWO  features  distinguish  the  famous  trains  of 
North  America,  aiul  particularly  those  of  the 
United  States,  from  trains  anywhere  else  in  the 
world.  The  first  is  the  constant  emphasis  on  the 
comfort  of  the  traveler,  in  which  are  to  be  included  the 
convenience  of  his  immediate  surroundings  and  the  speed 
of  the  train  ;  and  the  other  is  the  lack  of  emphasis  on  cost. 
'I'hese  trains  appeal  for  patronage  not  on  the  basis  of 
their  low  charges,  but  becan.se  of  the  ([uality  of  service 
which  they  ofifer. 

Like  everything  else  in  railroading,  the  famous  train 
of  to-day  is  a  creature  of  evolution.  The  passenger 
coach,  as  is  perhaps  well  known,  is  a  development  from 
the  old  stage  coach.  Indeed,  it  has  been  suggested  that 
the  present  European  passenger  coaches  by  their  division 
into  compartments  entered  from  the  side,  are  not  unlike 
the  stage-coach  in  model  of  construction.  America  was 
not  long,  however,  in  developing  a  typical  style  of  passen¬ 
ger  vehicle,  longer  than  the  European,  with  doors  at  the 
ends  and  with  a  central  aisle.  Traffic  managers  of  the 
early  days  paid  a  great  deal  more  attention  to  the  stimnla- 
tion Of  passenger  business  than  to  that  of  freight,  but  they 
were  then  able  to  offer  few  inducements  to  the  intending 
traveler,  in  fact,  traveling  for  pleasure  was  practically 
unknown  until  recent  years.  Attempts  at  speed  were 
crude,  safety  devices  were  unknown  and  accidents  were 
frequent,  delays  were  looked  upon  as  a  necessary  part  of 
every  journey,  and  jolts  due  to  poor  roadbed  or  to  cars 
without  automatic  couplers  and  air  brakes  made  railroad 
transportation  anything  but  a  pleasant  experience  to  the 
l)assenger. 

Along  with  the  development  of  safety  appliances  and 
other  physical  improvements  came  the  work  of  George 
M.  Pullman,  and  simultaneously  the  business  of  passen¬ 
ger  service  received  a  decided  impetus  towards  its  present 
day  perfection.  Certainly  nothing  has  contributed  more 
to  the  success  of  the  splendid  long-distance  trains  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  accompanying  tables  than  this  one  advance. 
As  a  consequence  of  these  and  other  improvements,  which 
have  been  brought  about  by  the  unending  efforts  of  gen¬ 
eral  passenger  agents  to  better  the  service  which  they  can 
offer  their  jjatrons,  the  famous  trains  of  North  America 
stand  to-day  unsurpassed  anywhere  in  the  world  in  the 
facilities  afforded  for  quick,  convenient  and  comfortable 
service. 

Long  distance  trains  were  an  impossibility  in  the  days 
of  nnrestrained«competition  and  mutual,  jealous  distrust. 
For  one  reason,  the  consolidation  of  connecting  lines  had 
not  yet  proceeded  to  a  sufficient  extent  to  permit  of  the 
passage  of  a  train  for  many  hundreds  of  miles  over  tracks 
under  one  management.  For  another  reason,  general  pas- 
■senger  agents  were  apt  to  be  too  fearful  of  throwing  traf¬ 
fic  to  a  rival  road  to  enter  into  agreements  for  the  origin¬ 
ation  of  through  routes.  In  consequence,  passengers  en¬ 
tering  upon  a  journey  across  the  continent  might  be 
obliged  to  change  trains  a  dozen  times  before  they  reached 
their  destination.  Practically  all  this  is  now  done  away 
with  wherever  the  volume  of  business  affords  a  possible 
chance  of  profit  on  the  running  of  through  cars  or 
through  trains. 

Naturally,  owing  to  this  condition  of  affairs,  trains 
which  enjoyed  a  measure  of  local  fame  twenty  or  thirty 
years  ago  have  long  passed  out  of  existence.  They  were 
in  the  main  short-distance  trains,  making  what  now  seem 


"  we  dt)  not  .attempt  to  define  that  word.  Some  of  the  trains  in- 
etion  of  the  country  to  which  they  are  confined,  hut  in  that  par- 
section.  Not  all  the  trains  included  are  "famous"  in  the  world- 
ehensive  article  we  have  been  somewhat  lenient  in  allowing  the 
to  include  a  mention  of  the  particular  train  on  their  railroad  * 
ached  to  the  classification  of  trains  in  the  four  different  tables, 
rely  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  and  to  meet  the  physical  make- 

ernde  attempts  to  establish  fast  schedules  and  luxurious 
service.  Of  the  long  list  of  trains  justly  classified  as  fa¬ 
mous  before  the  year  1885,  only  three  remain — the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Limited,  established  in  1881,  and  running  be¬ 
tween  New  York  and  Chicago;  the  "Number  One"  of  the 
Chicago,  Burlington  and  ynincy,  first  operated  in  1882, 
and  still  serving  between  Chicago  and  Denver;  and  the 
Maine  Central’s  "Flying  Yankee,”  which  began  service  in 
1884  between  St.  John  and  Boston. 

The  development  of  the  Pennsylvania  Limited  is  typi¬ 
cal  of  the  strides  which  have  taken  place  with  regard  to 
long-distance  traffic.  When  first  established  it  left  New 
York  at  7.55  .\.  M.  and  arrived  at  Chicago  at  9.40  A.  M., 
making  the  run  in  2(1  hours  and  45  minutes.  It  now  leaves 
New  York  at  10.55  arrives  at  Chicago  at  8.55 

A.  M.,  making  the  run  in  22  hours  and  50  minutes.  Re¬ 
turning,  it  leaves  Chicago  at  5.30  P.  M.  and  arrives  at 
New  York  at  5.30  P.  M..  making  the  run  in  23  hours  even, 
t  hanges  in  service  accompanied  improvements  in  speed; 
'I’he  Pennsylvania  Limited  is  famous  as  the  first  train  in 
the  world  to  afford  all  the  comforts  of  the  home  and  con¬ 
veniences  of  the  club.  It  was  also  the  first  train  to  be  ves- 
tibuled  from  end  to  end.  In  addition  to  a  high  grade 
equipment,  built  especially  for  this  train  by  the  Pullman 
Comphny,  the  train  makes  special  features  of  its  stock 
quotation  service,  the  barber,  bathroom,  stenographer, 
and  ladies'  maid,  which  it  was  the  first  to  provide  for  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  patrons. 

A  standard  equally  high  is  kept  in  mind  by  the  Chi¬ 
cago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  in  its  operation  of  train 
Number  One.  This  was  the  first  through  train  between 
Chicago  and  Denver,  and  still  retains  the  prestige  that 
resulted  from  its  early  achievements.  The  train  is  re¬ 
garded  by  many  travelers  as  the  middle  link  in  the  three- 
link  transcontinental  chain,  its  eastern  connections  e.xtend- 
ing  to  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  its  western  connections  at 
Denver  affording  ready  communication  with  the  Pacific. 
Since  its  establishment  "Number  One"  has  been  one  of  the 
most  elegantly  and  completely  equipped  trains  in  the 
West.  A  turbo-generator  in  the  baggage  car,  producing 
about  208  amperes  of  current  at  no  volts,  furnishes  the 
lighting  for  the  entire  train.  The  turbines  receive  steam 
from  the  locomotive,  and  are  therefore  available  for  use  at 
all  times.  The  train  is  also  supplied  with  ample  storage 
batteries,  so  that  the  brilliancy  of  the  light  will  be  fully 
.sustained  when  the  engine  is  cut  from  the  train  at  division 
points.  Every  occupant  of  the  entire  train  has  a  reading 
lamp  just  above  his  seat.  The  effect,  it  may  readily  be  be¬ 
lieved,  is  such  that  Number  One  is  considered  by  many 
to  be  the  best  lighted  train  in  the  world. 

The  third  of  this  older  group  of  famous  trains,  the  “Fly¬ 
ing  Yankee"  of  the  Maine  Central,  has  rendered  yeoman 
service  to  the  traveler  in  a  region  far  removed  from  the 
field  of  either  the  Pennsylvania  Limited  or  the  Number 
(fne.  It  was  the  customary  thing  in  1884  and  previously 
to  spend  one  full  day  of  twenty-four  hours  in  the  journey 
from  Boston  to  St.  John,  N.  B.,  which  is  an  important 
terminus  for  Atlantic  liners.  The  Flying  Yankee  earned 
its  title  by  clipping  more  than  a  third  of  the  time  from 
this  schedule,  so  that  to-day  the  journey  is  easily  accom- 
]jlished  in  fourteen  hours  and  a  half.  Traffic,  moreover, 
has  made  the  investment  a  profitable  one.  The  train  con¬ 
sists  regularly  of  ten  cars,  all  vestibuled,  and  it  uses  the 
tracks  of  three  railroad  companies  to  accomplish  its  daily 
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journcy—froiii  Hoston  to  Portland  the  Boston  and  Maine 
IS  used  ;  from  this  point  to  Vanceboro,  Me.,  the  major  por¬ 
tion  of  the  journev,  tlie  Maine  Central  takes  charge,  and 
froni  this  point  to  St.  John,  through  the  Dominion,  the  Ca¬ 
nadian  I’acific  supplies  the  necessary  trackage.  A  con¬ 
nection  is  possible  at  St.  John  with  Halifax,  over  the  In¬ 
tercolonial  Railway  of  Canada. 

I'riendly  co-operation  between  connetting  lines,  in¬ 
deed  is  the  distinguishing  feature  of  the  famous  trains 
of  North  America.  This  is  es])ccially  noticeable,  of 
course,  in  the  case  of  trains  operating  oWr  a  distance  of 
two  thousand  miles,  shown  in  the  first  table  accompany¬ 
ing  this  article.  In  this  and  the  other  tables  presented 
I'.erewith  the  details  regarding  each  train  are  given  most 
fully  under  the  name  of  that  road  with  which  the  train  has 
become  most  distinctly  identified,  and  the  other  lines 
whose  tracks  are  used  are  named  also  only  for  the  sake 
of  conuileteness. 


In  the  service  afforded  by  the  Overland  Limited,  be¬ 
tween  Chicago  and  San  Francisco,  the  Union  Pacific  is 
most  conspicuous,  but  the  Southern  Pacific  and  the  Chi¬ 
cago  and  North  Western  also  play  a  considerable  part. 
1  he  rc«d  last  named  carries  the  train  from  Chicago  to 
Council  Bluffs.  The  Union  Pacific  is  responsible  for  the 
journey  to  Ogden,  and  the  Southern  Pacific  then  carries 
the  tram  through  the  mountains  to  the  coast.  It  is 
thirty-six  years  since  the  rails  were  laid  that  completed 
the  route  of  the  Overland  Limited  and  funiished  the  first 
communication  between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pa¬ 
cific  Oceans.  When  fast  passenger  service  across  the 
continent  became  a  subject  for  competition  between  rail¬ 
way  nien,  the  Union  Pacific  named  its  first  train  in  such 
service  “The  Overland  Flyer.”  a  daily  train.  The  second 
was  named  "The  Golden  Gate  Special a  weekly  train. 

J  hese  gave  way  m  due  course  of  time  to  the  present  splen¬ 
did  specimen  of  the  passenger  agent’s  art,  which  is  able  to

1  he  train  having  the  longest  distance  run  in  North 
America,  curiously  enough,  uses  the  tracks  of  only  a  single 
line,  the  Canadian  Pacific;  and  this  train— the' Imperial 
Limited — is  further  distinguished  because  it  makes  the 
longest  continuous  run  of  any  railway  train  in  the 
world  under  the  management  of  one  company.  Seven 
hundred  miles  of  this  journey,  whose  total  length  is  more 
than  one-tenth  the  circumference  of  the  globe,  are  through 
mountains  which  at  the  time  the  R.mlway  World  was  es¬ 
tablished  were  considered  impassable,  and  to  cross  which 
tested  the  skill  of  the  best  engineers  in  the  world.  The 
Canadian  Pacific  now  runs  a  double  daily  transcontinen¬ 
tal  service,  and  it  is  worth  noting  in  connection  with  this 
development  of  the  country  and  of  railway  transportation 
that  for  this  service  no  less  than  sixteen' finely  equipped 
trains  have  to  be  provided.  In  other  words,  no  less  than 
eight  trains  have  to  be  dispatched  from  each  terminus  be¬ 
fore  the  first  ones  reach  their  destination.  The  smooth¬ 
ness  and  punctuality  with  which  this  service  is  accom- 
ph.shcd  have  played  no  little  part  in  winning  for  the  Im¬ 
perial  Limited  its  place  among  the  famous  trains  of  the 
v'orld. 

Friendly  co-operation  and  individual  initiative  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  frequency  with  which  some  roads  appear 
in  the  lists  of  famous  trains.  The  Southern  Pacific,  for 
instance,  must  needs  be  mentioned  five  times  in  a  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  fifty-eight  trains  here  grouped  together.  This 
conipanys  Sunset  Express  is  the  oldest  of  the  existing 
trams  covering  a  distance  of  two  thousand  miles  or  more, 
brom  a  local  fame  built  on  the  promptness  with  which  it 
touches  at  the  cities  of  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Tuc- 
son,  El  Paso,  San  Antonio,  Houston,  and  New  Orleans, 
this  train  has  become  known  all  over  the  United  States 
because  of  the  distinctive  character  of  the  region  through 
which  It  passes.  For  its  entire  distance  this  train  travels 
through  territory  blessed  with  ideal  winter  climate.  It 
follows  the  chain  of  the  famous  Spanish  Missions,  and 
traverses  orange  and  other  fruit  orchards,  rice  fields  and 
sugar  plantations,  giving  the  traveler  from  the  North  a 
novel  experience  at  this  season  of  the  year 


bopt  that  it  reaches  the  Pacific  coast  twenty-four  hours 
quicker  than  all  competitors.  Telegraphic  information 
giving  the  latest  and  most  important  news  is  posted  in  the 
composite  observation  cars  of  this  train  every  day  at  noon 
and  at  4  30  in  the  afternoon,  except  Sundays  and  holi- 
days.  This  tram,  like  the  Burlington’s  Number  One,  is 
electrically  lighted  with  a  reading  lamp  in  every  berth 
me  power  being  supplied  from  the  dynamo  baggage  car.’ 
The  Overland  Limited  and  its  predecessors  for  more  than 
thirty  years  have  furnished  an  uninterrupted  daily  ser¬ 
vice  between  Chicago  and  San  Francisco.  The  new  equip¬ 
ment  recently  placed  in  service  on  the  Overland  Limited 
has  won  imstmted  praise  from  transcontinental  passen- 
gei^  for  the  most  luxurious  train  in  the  world.” 

The  Southern  Pacific  also  has  a  part  with  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  and  Pacific  m  the  operations  of  the  Golden 
State  Limited,  which  enjoys  the  distinction  of  traversing 
die  longest  distance  of  any  train  in  the  United  States 
Frmu  Chicago  and  St.  Louis,  by  way  of  Kansas  Citv  and 
El  Paso,  this  tram  takes  the  traveler  to  Los  Angeles.  Santa 
Barbara  and  San  Francisco,  Cal.  From  Chicago  to  Los 
Angeles  the  distance  is  2,277  miles,  and  the  additional 
journey  to  San  Francisco  makes  the  total  run  of  the  train 
2  762  miles.  The  route  by  this  train  is  the  shortest  from 
the  Missouri  River  to  California,  and  has  a  record  for  easv 
grades  and  low  altitudes.  The  maintenance  of  a  quick 
-schedule  to  the  principal  resorts  is  assured  further  bv  the 
impossibihty  of  delay  on  account  of  severe  weather  in 
winter.  The  equipment  includes  a  buffet-librarv-smoking 
car.  dining  car  and  observation  Pullman  from  Chicago  to 
Los  Alleles ;  a  ten-section  drawing  room  car  Pullman  to 
Santa  Barbara,  and  a  twelve-section  drawing  room  car 
trom  St.  Louis  to  San  Francisco. 

Other  well  known  trains  to  be  credited  to  the  South¬ 
ern  Pacific  are  the  Owl  Limited  and  the  Coaster,  both 
passing  between  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  The 
i^"  electrically-lighted  equipment,  a 

fast  schedule,  and  holds  popularity  because,  as  its  name 
implies,  It  makes  ^e  run  between  the  two  coast  cities  in 
a  single  night.  The  Coaster  is  preferred  by  travelers 
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who  wish  a  daylight  journey,  in  order  to  view  the  won¬ 
derful  scenery  of  the  Coast  Line.  It  carries  first  class 
passengers  only. 

Descriptions  of  the  trains  already  mentioned  bear  out 
the  conviction  expressed  earlier  in  this  article  that,  in 
American  passenger  service,  excellence  rather  than  econ¬ 
omy  is  the  goal.  This  truth  is  further  emphasized  by  an 
examination  of  other  trains.  Nevertheless,  while  Amer¬ 
ican  trains  are  known  throughout  the  world  alike  for  com¬ 
fort  and  speed,  the  fact  that  there  has  never  been  a  serious 
complaint  made  against  rates  charged  on  these  famous 
trains  bears  witness  to  the  satisfaction  of  travelers  with 
the  cost  of  the  efforts  to  supply  comfort  in  train  service. 
This  remark  applies  not  only  to  the  select  few  who  are 
able  to  pay  almost  any  price,  but  to  the  great  body  of 
pleasure  travelers  to  whom  economy  is  an  important  con¬ 
sideration.  It  explains  the  fact  that  comparatively  few  of 
the  famous  trains  of  America  are  “limited”  in  any  way 
except  by  their  titles  and  in  the  quality  of  service  which 
they  offer.  In  a  number  of  cases  it  is  specified  that  only 
first  class  passengers  are  taken,  but  as  the  majority  of 
Americans  travel  in  no  other  class  this  is  often  a  distinc¬ 
tion  without  a  difference.  In  other  in.5tances,  however, 
the  train  becomes  "limited”  by  reason  of  its  excess  .speed 
over  certain  recognized  standards,  and  in  consequence 
a  higher  rate  of  fare  is  rightfully  charged.  In  the  fast 
train  service  between  New  York  and  Chicago,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  this  standard  is  twenty-five  hours,  and  a  dollar  ex¬ 
tra  is  cheerfully  paid  by  passengers  for  every  hour  which 
the  famous  trains  of  the  New  York  Central  and  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  are  able  to  clip  from  this  schedule. 

Foreigners  on  tours  through  this  country  have  fre¬ 
quently  expressed  surprise  at  w'hat  they  deem'  the  lack  of 
privacy  on  luxurious  trains  in  America.  They  are  accus¬ 
tomed  to  the  compartment  cars  of  European  countries, 
seating  at  most  six  or  eight  persons  each ;  and  to  the  usage 
of  rich  persons  abroad  in  traveling  entirely  alone  in  com¬ 
partments  by  themselves.  True.  Americans  use  the  pri¬ 
vate  car  to  an  increasing  extent,  and  the  private  sections 
of  the  Pullman  cars  are  always  in  service,  but  these  are 
not  so  distinctively  American  as  the  long  chair  or  observa¬ 
tion  or  sleeping  cars  with  accommodations  for  from 
tw^enty  to  sixty  persons  in  one  section.  The  foreigner  is 
apt  to  attribute  the  custom  to  American  democracy  of  tem¬ 
perament,  and  the  fact  that  few  except  persons  with  for¬ 
eign  sympathies  have  ever  complained  of  lack  of  privacy 
in  American  first  class  trains  serves  to  give  point  to  this 
conclusion. 


In  arranging  for  the  installation  of  a  special  service 
between  two  points,  passenger  traffic  managers,  consci¬ 
ously  or  unconsciously,  have  in  mind  an  appeal  to  two 
principal  classes  of  travelers.  Their  literature  is  made 
to  appeal  chiefly  to  the  tourist  for  pleasure,  and  for  him 
the  train  is  arranged  to  pass  through  attractive  scenery  by 
daylight,  if  possible,  while  every  device  for  his  conveni¬ 
ence  is  installed  as  part  of  the  train  equipment.  The  sec¬ 
ond  class  is  composed  of  the  business  men  who  must  make 
trips  quickly  between  commercial  centers,  and  who,  in  or¬ 
der  to  lose  no  time  that  might  be  devoted  to  business  af¬ 
fairs,  must  do  most  of  their  traveling  by  night.  The  task 
of  the  passenger  department  of  the  railway  company  is  so 
to  adjust  schedules  that  both  these  classes  of  patrons  are 
satisfied  in  largest  measure  with  the  kind  of  service  offered 
them.  The  transcontinental  trains  and  the  trains  between 
New  York  and  Chicago  afford  illustrations  of  how  this 
problem  is  met. 

A  class  of  patrons  which  is  in  a  measure  intennediate 
between  these  two  is  composed  of  business  men  on  pleas¬ 
ure  bent  for  brief  vacation  trips  to  various  seaside  or 
mountain  resorts.  Such  a  service  is  that  established  by  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  for  its  New  York  and  Flor¬ 
ida  Special  between  Jersey  City  and  St.  Augustine.  This 
run  of  more  than  a  thousand  miles  is  accomplished  in 
spreely  more  than  a  day,  and  the  train  has  been  famous 
since  1888  as  one  of  the  finest  and  fastest  in  the  country. 
Of  the  same  class  is  the  Southern  Railwav’s  Chicago  and 
Florida  Special,  between  Chicago  and  'St.  Augustine, 
which  is  operated  each  winter  from  early  in  January  until 
the  middle  of  April,  to  accommodate  the  high  class  travel 
from  Chicago  and  the  North  to  the  well  known  tourist  re- 
sorts  of  Florida,  Nassau,  and  Cuba.  It  is  noted  for  the 
punctuality  of  its  schedules,  and  its  high  standard  dining 
car  service.  It  is  composed  exclusively  of  palatial  Pull¬ 
man  club  cars  and  smoking  cars,  drawing  room  sleeping 
cars  and  observation-library  cars,  in  addition  to  dining 
car  service.  The  Southern’s  Florida  Limited  operates  in 
the  winter  tourist  season  between  Cincinnati  and  Jackson¬ 
ville.  The  Cincinnati,  New  Orleans  and  Texas  Pacific 
tracks  are  used  from  Cincinnati  to  Chattanooga  for  this 
and  the  train  previously  mentioned.  The  Southern's 
Palm  Limited,  between  New  York  and  St.  .4ugustine,  us¬ 
ing  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  from  New  York  to 
Washington,  furnishes  a  similar  service  from  the  East. 
No  extra  fare  is  charged  other  than  the  regular  Pullman 
fare.

tion  in  this  connection.  The  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Chi¬ 
cago  and  St.  Louis,  better  known  as  the  Big  Four  Route 
sends  Its  Florida  Special  from  Chicago  and  Cleveland  to 
M.  Augustine,  and  claims  patronage  on  the  ground  that 
the  traveler  is  but  one  night  out  from  Chicago.  This 
tram  is  taken  up  by  the  Queen  and  Crescent  Route  at  Cin- 
aimati,  the  Southern  Railway  at  Chattanooga,  and  the 
I'lorida  Last  Coast  Railway  at  Jacksonville.  The  Chi- 
cago  and  Florida  Limited  of  the  Nashville,  Chattanooga 
and  St.  Louis,  which  also  makes  its  appeal  to  winter  tour¬ 
ists  seeking  ideal  weather  in  the  South,  is  operated  only 
from  early  in  January  until  the  middle  or  latter  part  of 
C  Lookout  Mountain  and  other 

battlefields  of  the  Civil  War,  and  it  is  the  only  “solid” 
^ain  operated  between  Chicago  and  Florida.  The  Dixie 
riyer,  of  the  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St  Louis  is  op- 
crated  the  year  round  over  the  battlefields’  route.  Its  lin^e 
from  Nashville  to  Chattanooga  is  almost  one  continuous 
held  marking  Civil  War  military  operations. 

Attempts  have  been  made  at  various  times  to  create  an 
impression  that  certain  of  the  famous  trains  of  this  coun¬ 
try  are  retained  in  service  not  because  of  the  amount  of 
revenue  they  produce  directly,  but  because  of  the  adver¬ 
tisement  \yhich  they  bring  to  the  particular  railway  which 
operates  them.  Every  railroad,  like  every  other  business 
entity,  gams  by  creating  an  impression  that  it  is  enterpris¬ 
ing,  and  that  it  is  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  new  means 
of  providing  for  the  well-being  of  its  patrons.  Unques¬ 
tionably.  these  splendidly  equipped  trains,  with  their  ac¬ 
curacy  of  schedule  and  their  unceasing  efforts  to  please 
are  powerful  agencies  in  drawing  attention  to  particular 
roads,  and  may  influence  passengers  in  favor  of  one  line 
over  another,  even  though  not  causing  the  prospective 
passenger  to  patronize  the  particular  train  which  has  serv¬ 
ed  to  create  the  influencing  sentiment.  Nothing  could 
be  further  from  the  truth,  however,  than  to  suppose  that  a 
railway  manager  would  maintain  the  great  expense  of  one 
of  these  luxunnus  traveling  hostelries  unless  the  benefit 
was  direct,  palpable,  and  immediate. 

An  ordinary  £mple  passenger  car  costs  about  ten  thou¬ 
sand  dollars.  The  palatial  parlor  car  of  many  of  these 
famous  trains,  however,  with  its  .special  construction,  its 
imjiorted  and  inlaid  woods,  and  its  manv  exclusive  fea¬ 
tures,  could  not  be  purchased  for  less  than  three  to  five 
time.s  this  Slim.  Indeed,  the  exhibit  of  one  of  the  Mi.ssouri 
l  acifics  limited  trains  at  the  St.  Louis  Fair  was  de¬ 
clared  to  represent  an  investment  of  half  a  million  dollars  • 
and  newspaper  despatches  a  few  weeks  ago  declared  that 
t’le  Chicago  and 

North  Western  for  the  Chicago-Los  Angeles  train  insti- 
tuted  on  December  17  last  was  fullv  $2,000,000.  This  is 
a  solid  through  train,  using  the  newlv  opened  Salt  Lake 
route,  th^e  San  Pedro,  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Rail- 
road.  The  equipment  is  new  from  the  Pullman  shops, 
and  the  tram  is  electrically  lighted  throughout.  A  sched¬ 
ule  of  68  hours  is  maintained. 

No  one  believes,  of  course,  that  the  figure  named  repre¬ 
sents  the  expenditure  for  equipment  only  but  it  might  well 
coyer  all  the  items  of  expense  which  must  enter  into  cal¬ 
culation  vyhen  the  passenger  traffic  manager  is  consider¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  a  new  service.  He  must  not  only 
buy  his  equipment,  which  may  be  the  simplest  part  of  the 
oiicration,  but  he  must  make  new  time  tables,  an  exhaust-  ( 
mg  task :  he  must  engage  a  special  tried  and  trustworthy  1 
staff  of  emploves ;  he  must  giurantee  the  strength,  solidit'y 
and  .safety  of  his  roadbed — in  short,  he  must  figure  up  the  i 
cost  of  a  thousand  and  one  things  that  the  passenger  : 
never  dreams  of.  '  ^  J 

These  considerations  will  show  the  futility  of  contend-  < 
mg  that  any  such  trains  as  herein  mentioned  are  main-  1 
tamed  for  advertising  purposes  alone.  No  railroad  com-  i 
pany  could  afford  to  pay  such  heavy  costs  for  publicity  i 
wffien  It  can  be  purchased  so  much  i^ore  cheaply  in  more  r 
effective  forms  A  just  pride  is  taken  bv  passenger  t 
managements  however,  in  the  service  which  they  offer  i 
by  mean.s  of  these  and  other  trains.  Among  the  most  ef-  t 
fective  advertisements  of  passenger  service  offered  on  cer-  p 
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tain  lines  have  been  the  special  trains  of  one  kind  or  an¬ 
other  which  from  time  to  time  have  won  temporary  fame 
for  their  respective  roads.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
especially,  is  noted  recently  for  the  efficiency  with  which  it 
managed  the  tours  of  Presidents  McKinlev  and  Roosevelt  • 
but  the  journeys  of  the  Russian  and  Japanese  peace  en¬ 
voys,  the  tours  of  Prince  Henry,  of  the  delegates  to  the  In¬ 
ternational  Railway  Congress,  and  innumerable  other  oc¬ 
casions  of  a  similar  nature,  also  stand  to  the  credit  of 
this  and  other  companies.

and  Nevy  York  and  Washington.  The  Pennsylvania 
Railroads  Pennsylvania  Limited,  from  New  York  to 
Chicago,  has  already  been  mentioned.  This  makes  the  run 
m  twenty-three  hours.  Even  this  cutting  down  of  time 
did  not  suffice  for  the  demands  of  modern  business,  how¬ 
ever,  and  the  famous  Pennsylvania  Special  was  instituted 
in  June  last  to  make  the  trip  in  eighteen  hours.  This 
tram  enables  the  business  man  to  leave  New  York  and 
Chicago  111  the  afternoon,  practically  after  business  hours, 
and^  to  reach  either  city  in  time  for  accomplishing  a  full 
day  s  business  on  the  day  following.  The  liberal  patron¬ 
age  of  the  tram  proves  the  favor  with  which  it  is  held.

adelphia  and  the  commercial  centre  of  the  middle  West. 
Its  equipment  includes  a  Pullman  parlor  smoking  car 
i  ennsylvania  Railroad  dining  car,  Pullman  drawing 
room  sleeping  cars  and  compartment  observation  car 
VVest  of  Pittsburg  the  trains  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail¬ 
road  use  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Lines.  This  part 
of  the  system  has  also  two  widelv  known  trains  of  its 
own--the  New  York  Limited  and  the  St.  Louis  Limited 
running  in  opposite  directions  between  these  two  cities’ 
more  than  a  thousand  miles,  in  scarcely  over  a  day  and 
touching  at  Indianapolis,  Columbus,  Dayton.  Pittsburjr 
Harrisburg,  and  Philadelphia  en  route,  this  is  the  only 
tram  nmmng  in  or  out  of  St.  Louis  or  Indianapolis  which 
n  composed  of  Pullman  cars  exclusivelv.  A  library-smok- 
mg  car,  buffet,  bath  and  barber  appliances ;  a  Pennsylvania 
Lines  diner;  a  coiupartment-observation  car,  and  three 
drawing  room  sleeping  cars  make  up  the  equipment. 

1  he  7  wentieth  Century  Limited,  which  is  the  eighteen- 
hour  tram  of  the  New  York  Central  Lines  between  New

Its  service  was  inaugur- 
ated  June  15,  1902.  Its  superior  equipment  and  the  splen- 
did  physical  condition  of  the  roadbed  and  tracks  over 
which  It  glides  enable  its  fast  time  to  be  made  with  perfect 
ea.se  and  comfort.  During  the  Columbian  Exposition  at 
Chicago  m  1893  the  New  York  Central  Lines  inaugurated 
the  first  twenty-hour  tram  service  between  Chicago  and 
i^w  York,  and  from  May  to  November  in  that  vear  the 
’Exposition  Flyer”  maintained  its  schedule  with  great 
e.xactness.  In  1902  the  management  of  this  great  sv^tem 
of  roads,  recognizing  the  nature  of  the  demand  for  fast 
service  between  the  two  leading  commercial  centers  of  the 
country,  evolved  the  Twentieth  Century  Limited,  which 
maintamed  the  twenty-hour  schedule  every  dav  in  the 
year.  The  great  success  of  this  train  has  made  it  world- 
famous.  It.s  ability  to  furnish  stenographer,  telephone 
and  telegraph  facilities,  enabling  the  tran.saction  of  busi¬ 
ness  on  the  journey,  has  made  it  very  popular.  In  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  numerous  demands  from  its  patrons  the  rtin- 
ning  time  was  reduced  two  hours  in  June.  1905,  making 
Its  daily  journey  of  963  miles  in  eighteen  hours,  a  re- 
.  achievement  This  is  a  greater  number  of 
miles  at  a  higher  speed  than  is  run  bv  anv  other  train  in 
the  world  Westbound,  the  Twentieth  Centurv  Limited 
for  passengers  for  Chicago  and  points 
beyond.  On  the  eastbound  trip  the  Big  Four  Route  sup¬ 
plies  cars  from  Cincinnati,  the  two  trains  being  made  up 
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at  Cleveland,  and  an  extra  fare  is  charged  from  Cleveland 
east. 

The  Lake  Shore  Limited,  also  operated  by  the  New 
York  Central  Lines,  is  a  train  which  makes  the  trip  be¬ 
tween  Chicago  and  New  York  in  twenty-three  hours  and 
thirty  rninutes.  It  is  noted  for  the  continued  excellence  of 
its  service  covering  a  long  period  of  years — nearly  two 
decades — as  well  as  for  the  fast  time  which  is  made  with 
great  regularity.  Electric  lights,  electric  fans  and  steam 
heat  form  part  of  the  up-to-date  accommodations  offered. 


Somewhat  similar  to  the  New  York  and  Buffalo  service 
of  the  New  York  Central  Lines  in  the  East  is  the  service 
offered  under  the  management  of  that  system  in  the 
West,  over  the  Big  Four  Route,  between  the  cities  of 
Chicago,  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis.  The  St.  Louis  Flyer, 
between  the  two  cities  last  named,  takes  in  also  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Terre  Haute,  and  Mattoon.  A  ladies’  coach  and 
parlor  car  is  part  of  the  equipment.  The  White  City  Spec¬

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class  passengers.  It  is  in  the  establishment  of  such  service 
as  this  that  the  Great  Northern  does  much  to  advertise  the 
Oriental  trade  of  the  United  States. 

One  of  the  first  long-distance  limited  trains  to  be  estab¬ 
lished  in  this  country  is  the  Washington  and  Southwestern 
Limited  of  the  Southern  Railway.  It  has  been  operated  in 
daily  service  for  fifteen  years.  Using  the  I’ennnsylvania 
Railroad  from  New  York  to  Washington,  the  Southern 
Railway  takes  the  train  in  charge  to  Atlanta  over  its  own 
tracks.  Here  the  Atlanta  and  \\A‘.st  Point  and  the  West¬ 
ern  Railway  of  Alabama  are  called  into  service  for  the 
journey  to  Alontgomery,  and  from  this  point  to  its  final 
stopping  place — New  Orleans — the  Louisville  and  Nash¬ 
ville  is  used.  The  equipment  is  exclusively  of  high  grade 
Pullman  standard,  including  club  and  smoking  cars,  draw¬ 
ing  room  sleeping  cars  and  observation-library  cars,  be¬ 
sides  a  Southern  Railway  dining  car. 

Traffic  between  New  Orleans  and  Cincinnati  is  heavy 
enough  all  the  year  round  to  warrant  the  maintenance  of 
two  high  grade  trains.  The  Limited  of  the  Louisville 
and  Nashville  covers  a  distance  of  927  miles  in  making  the 
run,  which  is  accomplished  in  twenty-si.x  hours  and 
twenty  minutes.  This  includes  stops  at  many  of  the  most 
important  commercial  centres  of  the  South,  among  others 
being  Memphis,  Binningham,  and  Nashville.  Coaches, 
chair  car  and  dining  car  are  electrically  lighted.  The 
second  important  train  between  Cincinnati  and  New  Or¬ 
leans  is  the  Queen  and  Crescent  Special,  covering  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  830  miles  on  an  even  twenty-four-hour  schedule. 
.\t  times  this  train  makes  seventy  miles  an  hour.  It  takes 
in  orders  by  the  staff  system,  without  stopping,  and  passes 
through  the  picturesque  blue  grass  country  of  Kentucky, 
the  Cumberland  plateau,  and  the  Lookout  Mountain  and 
Missionary  Ridge  districts.  The  Cincinnati,  New  (Or¬ 
leans  and  Texas  Pacific  and  the  .\labama  Great  Southern 
share  in  the  o])eration  of  the  train. 

Two  Canadian  trains  fall  in  the  class  covered  by  the 
table  of  those  between  five  hundred  and  one  thousaiKl-mile 
runs.  The  Maritime  Lxpress,  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway 
of  Canada,  while  running  directly  between  Montreal  and 
Halifax,  has  connections  for  Sydney.  N.  S.,  and  .St.  John, 
.N.  B.  This  train  has  a  record  which  is  singularly  free 
from  accidents.  Its  cars  are  of  the  newest  and  most  lu.x- 
urious  make,  and  the  scenery  along  its  route  is  rich  and 
varied.  The  Grand  Trunk's  International  Limited  con¬ 
nects  Alontreal  with  Chicago,  and  is  declared  to  be  "the 
finest  and  fastest  train  in  Canada." 

A  large  number  of  the  famous  trains  of  the  United 
States  cover  a  distance  of  less  than  five  hundred  miles. 
The  fast  expresses  of  the  .New  \'ork  Central  between 
New  York  and  Buffalo  have  already  been  describeik  The 
same  cities  arc  also  the  termini  of  the  Lehigh  Yalley's 
Black  Diamond  Lxpress,  and  the  Lackawanna  Limited  of 
the  Delaware.  Lackawanna  and  Western.  The  former 
has  long  been  noted  for  its  fast  time  and  for  the  attrac¬ 
tiveness  of  the  scenery  through  which  it  passes.  No  extra 
fare  is  charged  on  this  train,  which  is  worthy  of  note 
when  the  superior  accommodations  furnished  are  consid¬ 
ered.  The  Lackawanna  Limited  consists  of  full  vestibule 
J’ullnian  drawing  room  ])arlor  cars,  a  slee])ing  car  to  .St. 
Louis  over  the  Wabash,  and  l.ackawanna  dining  car  and 
coaches.  Its  daylight  run  affords  ojqjortnnity  for  .seeing 
the  Delaware  Water  Gap,  I’ocono  .Mountains,  the  upper 
Susquehanna,  and  the  (.lenessee  valley.

'I'he  .Southwest  Limited,  of  the  same  road, 
is  also  owned  entire  by  the  St.  Paul,  and  offers  a  grade  of 
excellence  in  service  and  e(iuipment  not  everywhere  ob¬ 
tainable.  The  I'.ast  Coast  Limited  of  the  I’ere  Marquette 
derives  its  name  from  the  country  which  it  serves,  in¬ 
cluding  the  rich  fruit  belt  of  .Michigan,  with  its  peach 
orchards  and  vineyards.  The  cars  are  of  the  latest  pat¬ 
tern  and  construction.  ".Number  33,"  of  the  Chicago,  In¬ 
dianapolis  and  Louisville,  is  another  of  the  high  grade 
connections  between  Chicago  and  Cincinnati.  The  Great 
Western  Limited,  of  the  Chicago  Great  Western,  is  the 
successor  of  another  train  almost  equally  well  known, 
which  began  service  in  1898.

Coast  Linx  vok  Nk.w  SotiTii  Wai.ks — The  Legisla¬ 
tive  As.semhly  of  New  .South  Wales,  Australia,  has  voted 
in  favor  of  the  construction  of  a  railway  line  310  miles 
long  crossing  the  coastal  rivers  in  the  northern  districts 
of  that  .State.  It  is  thought  that  the  line  will  take  five 
v  ears  to  construct,  and  that  the  cost  will  be  about  ten  mil¬ 
lion  dollars.  Although  it  is  estimated  that  there  will  at

Into  this 
car  we  got  ten  sleeping  car  sections,  besides  a  linen  locker 
and  two  washrooms — one  at  each  end.  The  wootl  used 
in  the  interior  finish  was  cherry.  Mr.  Pullman  was  anx¬ 
ious  to  get  hickory,  to  stand  the  hard  usage  which  it  was 
supposed  the  cars  would  receive.  I  worked  the  spring 
and  part  of  the  .summer  of  1858,  employing  an  assistant 
or  two,  and  the  cars  went  into  service  in  the  summer  of 
1858.  There  were  no  blue  prints  or  plans  made  for  the 
remodeling  of  these  first  two  sleeping  cars,  and  Mr.  Pull¬ 
man  and  I  worked  out  the  details  and  measurements  as 
we  came  to  them.  The  two  cars  cost  Mr.  Pullman  not 
more  than  $2,000,  or  $1,000  each.  They  were  uphol¬ 
stered  in  plush,  lighted  by  oil  lamps,  heated  with  box 
stoves  and  ipounted  on  four-wheel  trucks  with  iron 
wheels.

As  Indicating  the 
present  conditions,  the  order  of  the  Southern  Railway  for  10.029 
cars,  which  Is  noted  elsewhere  In  this  Issue,  Is  of  Interest.  The  first 
deliveries  from  any  of  the  builders  are  to  begin  In  March,  and  deliv¬ 
eries  of  steel  gondolas  by  the  Standard  Steel  Car  Company  are  not 
to  begin  until  October,  1906.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  output  for 
1906  will  be  close  to  200,000  cars,  if  it  does  not  exceed  those  figures. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  eight  plants  In  the  United  States 
equipped  for  building  steel  cars  and  cars  with  steel  underframes. 
These  plants  turned  out  nearly  75,000  cars  In  1906.  or  about  45  per 
cent  of  the  total  output,  and  of  these  75,000  cars  more  than  60  per 
cent,  were  built  entirely  of  steel.

The  enormous  dry,  goods  house  in  Chi-, 
cago  was  but  a  small  part  of  the  Field  for- 
a  dry  goods  merchant  Mr.  Field 
did  a  business  In  excess  of  $60,000,000  a  year. 
He  was  not  only  a  merchant  of  dry  goods; 

the  greatest  manufacturer  of  dry 
goods  In  the  world.  In  every  Country  on  the 
face  of  the  globe,  where  cotton,  woollen 
silken  goods  are  manufactured  In  quan¬ 
tities,  he  had  factories.  He  owned  scores  of 
enormous  plants  In  England.  Ireland,  Scot¬ 
land,  France,  Spain.

,  to  praise.”  There  have  been  no  words  of 
studied  eulogy,  but  genuine  sentiments  of 
sorrow  f^r  a  public  and  a  personal  loss. 

If  one  were  to  seek  for  an  explanation  of 
this  unanimity  of  opinion  it  would  not  be 
hard  to  find.  Whoever  reviews  Mr.  Field’s 
life  carefully  must  be  struck  by  the  agree¬ 
ment  of  his  contemporaries  that  the  keynote 
of  bis  character  was  that  he  believed  in  the 
policy  of  the  “  square  dea).”  Long  before 
Mr.  Roosevelt  gave  expression  to  that  idea 
in  words  Mr.  Field  exemplified  it  in  his  life 
and  in  business  dealings  not  only  with  his 
associates  but  with  his  rivals. 

Possibly  Mr.  Field  would  not  have  called 
the  ruling  principle  of  his  life  the  “  square 
deal.”  He  might  have  called  it  “  common 
honesty.”  Whatever  form  of  speech  may 
be  employed  it  comes  to  the  same  thing.  He 
was  a  just  man,  a  man  of  his  word,  who 
I  would  take  no  unfair  advantage  even  in 
I  the  heat  and  fury  of  commercial  comprtl- 
tion. 

If  there  were  any  expression  of  respe^ 
that  could  'please  him  more  than  another 
!  it  would  be  the  action  of  the  merchants  along  !  1 
I  State  street  in  proposing  to  close  their  stores  j 
I  during  his  funeral  service.  That  would  be  | 

I  most  suitable  and  appropriate.  If  it  should 
I  be' done  it  would  be  a  mark  of  respect  hlth-  i 
I  erto  unknown  in  a  large  city.  It  is  frequent-  | 
ly  ^one  in  small  places.  It  would  be  most 
significant  if  it  were  to  happen  in  a  metropo¬ 
lis,  where  nothing  short  of  a  national  be¬ 
reavement  has  been  allowed  to  stop  the 
wheels  of  business. 

Remarkable  as  the  tribute  to  Mr.  Field  Is, 
Chicago  does  not  yet  fully  appreciate  its 
loss.  The  knowledge  will  come  later  when 
emergencies  arise  which  reveal  the  need  of 
counsels  as  wise  and  persuasive  as  his  al¬ 
ways  'were.  Then,  indeed,  be  will'be  mjssed,. 
and  to  be  missed  is  the  highest  praise  a  man 
can  get.  The  financiers,  the  business  men 
of  the  cqmmunity  will  say  often  when  dan¬ 
gerous  situations  confront  them,  “  If  only 
he  were  here.” _ t _  ,  I

SANITARY  RULES  FOR  RAILWAY  CARS  AND  BUILD-'^ 
ING8  JN  TEXAS. 

The  following  revised  rules  and  regulations  relating 
to  the  sanitation  of  railway  passenger  cars  and  public 
buildings  have  been  promulgated  to  all  the  railways  In 
Texas  by  the  state  board  of  health:

This  paper  was  published  In  full' ’In  The  Railway  Age  of 
October  13,  1905.  It  would  appear -that  the  best  solution 
1  of  the  problem  would  be  an  agreement  of  the  different  states 
to  send  representatives  to  a  meeting  of  the  American  Public 
Health  Association  and  agree  on  some  uniform  practice  in 
.car  sanitation,  with  rules  which  would  govern  all  railroads 
In  all  states. 

The  sanitary  cleaning  and  disinfection  of  passenger 
cars  is  usually  regarded  as  expensive,  unnecessary  and  one 
requiring  a  considerable  amount  of  ^scientific  supervision.

Somewhat  similar  rules  have  been  adopted  by  the  Pull¬ 
man  Company,  and  their  service  is  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  T.  R.  Crowder,  superintendent  of  sanitation.  In  the 
above  rules  reference  is  made  to  Formaldehyde,  which  Is 
applied  In  the  form  of  a  vapor  for  the  purpose  of  disin¬ 
fecting  closed  cars.  In  this  practice  eight  to  ten  ounces  of 
Formaline  should  be  used  to  every  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space 
in  the  car  to  be  treated.  The  lamp  used  for  this  purpose 
Is  simple  and  inexpensive  and  It  can  be  made  by  the 
coppersmith  of  any  railroad.  The  Formaline  costs  in  large 
quantities  about  15  cents  per  pound,  and  is  used  40  per 
cent  full  strength.  The  disinfectant  compound  Is  a  coali 
tar  product,  which  is  bought  from  a  firm  of  wholesale  chwa^ 
Ists,  who  have  an  established  reputation  for  maintaining 
uniform  quality  and  strength  in  their  products.  Thirty-five 
barrels  of  this  material  were  used  by  the  Burlington  system 
during  the  year  1905,  and  it  is  mixed  with  water  in  the 
proportion  of  1  to  50.

The  problem,  when  the  law  steps  in,  is  to  determine 
if  there  has  been  “undue”  or  “unreasonable”  discrimination  ■> 
between  persons  or  localities.  The  courts  must  look  far 
beyond  evidences  merely  of  discrimination,  and  th«  oppor^ 
tunities  for  nice  distinctions  are  many.

LIABILITY  OF  THE  RAILWAY  TO  ITS  EMPLOYES 

Representative  Arthur  L.  Bates,  of  Pennsylvania,  has 
introduced  into  tlie  National  T louse  of  Representatives  a 
hill  relating  to  the  liability  of  railroads  to  their  employes, 
d'he  hill  has  been  referred  to  the  committee  on  judiciary. 

rins  bill  provides  that  the  railroad  company  shall  be 
liable  to  any  of  its  employes,  or,  in  the  case  of  death,  to 
Iieirs  at  law,  "for  all  damages  which  may  result  from  the 
negligence  or  mismanagement  of  any'  of  its  officers, 
agents,  or  employes,  or  by  reason  of  any  defect  or  in¬ 
sufficiency  in  its  cars,  engines,  appliances,  machinery, 
track,  roadbed,  ways,  or  works.”  In  all  actions  to  be 
oruii^hi  af^'ainst  any  railroad  to  recover  damag’es  for  per- 
sonal  injuries  to  an  employe,  or  where  such  injuries  have 
resulted  in  his  death,  the  fact  that  the  employe  may  have 
been  guilty  of  contributory  negligence  shall  not  bar  a  re¬ 
covery  where  his  contributory  negligence  was  slight  in 
comparison  to  that  of  the  employer.  No  contract  of  em¬ 
ployment,  insurance,  relief  benefit,  or  indemnitv  for  in¬ 
jury  or  death  entered  into  by  or  on  behalf  of'any  em¬ 
ploye.  nor  the  acceptance  of'  any  such,  insurance,  relief 
lienefit,  or  indemnity  by  the  person  entitled  thereto,  shall 
constitute  any  bar  or  defense  to  any  action  brought  to  re¬ 
cover  damages  for  personal  injuries  or  death,  provided, 
linwever,  that  u])on  the  trial  of  such  action  against  any 
.such  railroad  the  defendant  may  set  off  therein  any  sum 
It  has  contributed  toward  any  such  insurance,  relief  bene¬ 
fit,  or  indemnity  that  may  have  been  paid  to  the  injured 
employe  or  to  his  heirs  at  law. '  Nothing  in  the  bill  limits 
the  duty  of  common  carriers  or  impairs  the  rights  of  their 
employes  under  the  safety  appliance  act.

Dining  Car  With  Semi-Steel  TJnderframe 

The  floor  plan  and  some  of  the  construction  de¬ 
tails  of  a  62-ft.  dining  car  with  semi-steel  under- 
frame,  which  is  now  under  construction  at  the 
shops  of  the  St.  Louis  Car  Company  Is  Illustrated 
herewith. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  sectional 
views,  this  car  has  an  underframe  of  composite 
steel  and  wood,  the  steel  members  consisting  of 
four  6-in.  I-beams  forming  the  two  side  and  center 
sills,  and  running  the  full  length  of  the  car  body. 
There  are  also  two  intermediate  sills  of  wood,  and 
the  steel  sills  are  also  enclosed  between  two  tim¬ 
bers  cut  to  fit  between  the  flanges  on  either  side. 
The  draft  sills,  which  are  directly  below  the  two 
steel  center  sills,  and  extend  from  the  platform 
end  sill  to  a  point  beyond  the  bolsters,  are  also 
6-in.  I-beams.  And  in  addition  to  these  there  are 
two  I-beams  of  the  same  size  extending  from  tlie 
outside  of  tlie  platform  below  the  two  in  erme- 
diate  sills  to  the  front  end  of  the  bolster.  All  of 
this  construction  is  securely  fastened  together, 
steel  plates,  angle  irons,  etc.,  being  freely  used  at 
the  points  which  show  clearly  in  the  illustration. 

Aliove  the  underframe  the  cars  of  strong  wood¬ 
en  construction  reinforced  with  steel  at  the  dif¬ 
ferent  points  usually  employed  in  this  type  of 
car.  The  substantial  bracing  of  the  sides  directly 
above  the  bolsters  will  be  noted  in  particular. 

Referring  to  the  floor  plan,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  aisle  of  the  cars  through  the  center  in  the  din¬ 
ing  department,  that  there  are  four  tables  each 
seating  four  persons  on  either  side.  In  addition 
to  this  there  is  a  private  dining  room,  with  one 
table  seating  four  In  the  end  opposite  the  kitchen. 
The  arrangement  of  the  kitchen  and  pantr;  will 
be  seen  to  he  particularly  commodious  and  con- 


Car  Sanitation  in  Texas. 

Tlie  liealth  department  of  the  state  of  Texas  has 
prepared  a  now  code  of  nile.s  relating  to  tlie  siinlta- 
tioii  of  railway  cars  and  public  buildings.  Under 
this  order,  dated  Dec.  1,  the  rules  are  materially 
changed.  Tlie  regulations  are  being  distributed  by 
the  railroad  companies,  and  appear  below  in  full. 

Railway  Sleeping  Cars. 

Rule  1.  Each  sleeping  car  used  for  passengers 
must  be  provided  with  at  least  one  cuspidor  for 
each  section  or  compartment;  cuspidors  to  be 
emptied  and  cleansed  thoroughly  at  the  end  of 
each  trip  or  every  twenty-four  hours. 

Rule  2.  The  floors  of  all  cars  may  be  swept  in 
transit,  provided  that  they  are  first  thoroughly 
sprinkled  with  water  to  prevent  raising  the  dust. 
If  it  Is  desired  to  remove  rubbish  or  trash  with 
broom  and  dustpan  from  portions  of  the  car  while 
in  transit,  sprinkling  will  not  be  necessary.  Dust¬ 
ing  of  cars  with  a  brush  is  prohibited,  but  it  may 
be  removed  from  the  walls  and  seats  with  a  cloth. 

Rule  3.  Containers  of  water  for  drinking  in 
cars  must  be  emptied  and  thoroughly  cleansed  at 
the  end  of  each  trip. 

Rule  4.  Ice,  which  Is  used  in  water  coolers  In 
cars,  must  not  be  dumped  on  floors,  sidewalks  or 
car  platforms,  where  people  have  trod  and  expec¬ 
torated.  It  should  be  handled  with  Ice  tongs  to 
place  It  in  the  coolers. 

Rule  5.  Ail  persons  aue  prohibited  from  spit¬ 
ting  upon  the  floors  of  cars. 

Rule  6.  Ail  sleeping  cars  must  be  disinfected  in 
a  manner  approved  by  the  department  at  the  end 
of  each  third  round  trip,  where  cars  do  not  leave 
the  state  of  Texas. 

Sleeping  cars  leaving  the  state  are  to  be  fumi¬ 
gated  every  second  trip,  where  the  trips  are  not  of 
more  than  four  days'  duration,  and  every  third 
trip  of  only  one  night's  run. 

Sleeping  cars  crossing  the  state  are  to  be  fumi¬ 
gated  each  round  trip  of  six  to  eight  days'  dura¬ 
tion  and  at  the  end  of  each  single  trip  where  round 
trip  Is  more  than  eight  days’  duration. 

All  carpets,  curtains,  blankets  and  bedding,  ex¬ 
cept  linen,  to  be  disinfected  with  cars. 

Provided,  that  when  any  sleeping  car  Is  known 
to  carry  a  case  of  Infectious  or  communicable  dis¬ 
ease,  it  must  be  fumigated  at  the  end  of  that  trip, 
or  it  may  be  disconnected  from  the  train  and  fumi¬ 
gated  at  any  station  if  required  by  this  department. 

Rule  7.  All  sleeping  cars  must  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  at  the  end  of  each  trip. 

Rule  8.  In  the  event  that  sleeping  cars  passing 
through  the  state  are  not  fumigated  at  terminals 
outside  of  the  state,  as  required  In  Rule  6,  then 
they  will  be  required  to  stop  at  some  point  inside 
of  the  state  of  Texas  approved  by  this  department, 


washing  their  teeth  over  or  expectorating  In  1 
basins  which  are  used  for  bathing  face  and  hands 
in  sleeping  cars.  Large  cuspidors  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  such  purposes. 

Railway  Passenger  Coaches. 

Rule  1.  Each  day  coach  used  for  passengers 
must  be  provided  with  at  least  six  cuspidors;  cuspi¬ 
dors  to  be  emptied  and  cleansed  thoroughly  at  the 
end  of  each  trip  or  every  twenty-four  hours. 

This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  parlor  cars,  except 
that  a  cuspidor  must  be  provided  for  the  smoking 
compartment. 

Rule  2.  The  floors  of  all  cars  may  be  swept  in 
transit,  provided  they  are  first  thoroughly  sprinkled 
with  water  to  prevent  raising  dust.  If  it  Is  de¬ 
sired  to  remove  rubbish  or  trash  with  broom  and 
dustpan  from  portion  of  the  car  while  in  transit, 
sprinkling  will  not  be  necessary.  Dusting  of  cars 
with  brush  Is  prohibited,  but  may  be  removed 
from  the  walls  and  seats  with  a  cloth. 

Rule  3.  Containers  of  water  for  drinking  in  cars 
must  be  emptied  and  thoroughly  cleansed  after 
each  trip. 

Rule  4.  Ice,  which  is  used  in  water  coolers  in 
cars,  must  not  be  dumped  on  floors,  sidewalks  or 
car  platforms  where  people  have  trod  and  expei  - 
torated.  It  should  be  handled  with  Ice  tongs  to 
place  it  In  the  coolers. 

Rule  5.  All  persons  are  prohibited  from  spitting 
upon  the  floors  of  cars. 

Rule  6.  Day  coaches  used  for  passengers  must 
be  fumigated  whenever  the  necessity  exists  at  some 
point  In  this  state  acceptable  to  this  department. 

If  a  car  becomes  infected  by  being  occupied  by 
a  person  having  a  contagious  disease.  It  must  be 
disinfected  immediately  at  the  end  of  the  run. 

Rule  7.  All  persons  must  be  prohibited  from 
washing  their  teeth  over  or  expectorating  In  the 
basins  which  are  used  for  bathing  face  and  hands 
in  passenger  conches.  Large  cuspidors  should  be 
provided  for  such  purposes. 

Public  Buildings. 

Rule  1.  Public  buildings  must  be  provided  with 
not  less  than  one  cuspidor  for  each  room  or  hall, 
which  must  be  emptied  and  cleansed  every  24 
hour.s.  This  applies  to  rooms  and  halls  In  dally 

Rule  2.  All  public  buildings  must  be  disinfected 
by  fumigation  whenever  the  necessity  exists  for  It. 

Rule  3.  Containers  of  water  for  drinking  In 
public  buildings  must  be  emptied  and  thoroughly 
cleansed  at  least  every  48  hours.  (Public  schools 
should  be  provided  with  separate  cup  at  each  desk 
for  each  pupil  to  drink  or  pupils  .should  be  required 
to  provide  same). 

Rule  4.  The  floors  of  public  buildings  must  be¬ 
sprinkled  with  water  before  each  sweeping. 


American  Pressure  and  Recording  Gage. 

Tlie  recording  Kusc  is  an  instrument  wliicli  once 
used,  is  thereafter  regarded  as  indispensable.  In 
tlie  boiler  room  it  is  a  watchman  who  never  sleeps, 
and  whicli  nnerringly  points  out  neglect  or  any  ir¬ 
regular  performance.  In  compressor  work  of  any 
nature  it  not  only  checks  up  the  constancy  of  sup¬ 
ply  but  often  tlirougli  sucli  clieckiug  enables 
tlie  cause  for  excessive  expenditure  of  power  to  be 
removed.  But  its  chief  virtue  lies  in  its  cutting 
out  argument,  dispute  and  the  ensuing  recrimina¬ 
tion  generally  arising  therefrom. 

We  well  remeuilier  a  case  in  .a  large  copper  smel¬ 
ter  where  the  converter  room  always  blamed  the 
engine  room  for  lack  of  blowing  pressure  when 
there  was  any  metallurgical  fault  Recording  gages 
l)ut  an  immediate  stop  to  this.  Again  in  a  mine  the 
2000  ft.  air  compressor  was  at  times  raced  to  dan¬ 
gerous  speeds  in  an  endeavor  to  stop  complaint  of 
insufficient  air  supply.  A  recording  gage  showed 
such  an  Irregular  demand  from  the  interior  of  the 
mine  ns  to  induce  the  superintendent  to  look  per¬ 
sonally  in  the  causes  thereof.  Tlie  result  was  the 
discharge  of  one  sliift  boss  and  several  miners  for 
carelessness  in  leaving  valves  open  and  the  sup¬ 
posed  necessity  for  additional  compressor  capacity 
was  shown  to  be  needless.  At  another  place  the  en¬ 
gineer  (as  it  eventually  developed)  wanted  a  rel¬ 
ative  in  place  of  the  existing  fireman.  Constant 
complaint  of  insufficient  steam  pressure  was  al¬ 
leged.  A  recording  gage  placed  in  a  liidden  position 
during  the  opposite  shift  put  a  stop  to  argument 
and  prevented  injustice.  On  the  pneumatic  signal¬ 
ing  and  switch  throwing  systems  of  railways  It 
would  seem  ns  if  recording  pressure  gage  records 
on  the  compressors  for  these  systems  would  be 
valuable  aids  in  legal  cases  arising  from  accidents.

Roads  May  End  Trouble  Over 
Tickets  for  Pullman  and 
Tourist  Sleepers. 


Bids  are  being  received  by  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Road  for  236  passenger,  mall,  bag¬ 
gage  and  express  cars,  the  estimated  cost 
of  which  Is  $2,300,000.  Specifications  have 
been  prepared  for  168  passenger  mall,  bag¬ 
gage  and  express  cars  to  be  used  on  the 
lines  east  of  Pittsburg  and  for  sixty-eight 
cars  for  the  lines  west  of  Pittsburg.  The 
cars  for  the  lines  east  of  Pittsburg  will  In¬ 
clude  150  passenger  coaches,  which  will 
cost  about  $7,000  each.  The  orders  of  the 
lines  west  of  Pittsburg  are  estimated  to 
cost  In  the  aggregate  $750,000.  -Many  of 
these  cars  will  be  built  at  the  company’s 
own  shops  In  Altoona. 

Additional  equipment  of  all  kinds  and 
steel  rail  orders  of  the  Pennsylvania  system 
for  the  present  year  will  involve  an  ex¬ 
penditure  of  from  $50,000,000  to  $65,000,000. 
Included  In  this  expenditure  will  be  the  cost 
of  COO  locomotives,  30,000  freight  cars,  236

A  new  feature  is  the  pro¬ 
vision  at  each  end  of  a  small  private  dining  goom  with  two  tables, 
one  seating  four  and  the  other  two  persons.  The  seats  are  high 
and  stationary,  being  built  into  the  car,  and  are  upholstered  In 
leather  harmonizing  with  the  woodwork. 

The  interior  of  the  car  is  finished  in  English  oak  and  an  inter¬ 
esting  story  is  told  regarding  the  trees  from  which  the  lumber 
was  obtained.  They  grew  on  the  ancient  English  estate  of  Rock¬ 
ingham  Park  and  were  centuries  old.  A  short  time  ago  it  became 
I  necessary  to  sacrifice  some  of  them  and  27  were  sold  to  the  Pullman 
Company.  The  particular  oak  which  furnished  material  for  the 
Burlington  dining  cars  was  nearly  8  ft.  in  diameter.  In  cutting  It 
up  a  gate-hook  was  found  within  10  in.  of  the  center,  apparently 
driven  there  700  or  800  years  ago.  In  the  same  tree  was  discovered 
a  slug  bullet,  such  as  was  used  ii)  the  first  matchlocks.  From  Its 
position  in  the  tree  it  must  hav»  hfen  there  sinq-'  about  the  time 
of  Cromwell.  There  was  also  louni^a  flatten^  musket  ball  that 
had  been  driven  into  the  tree  Ibnif'Time  in  the  early  part  of  the 
last  century.  The  ball  had  pen\»maL  tW  about  3  In.,  and 
6  in.  of  wood  had  since  grow,,  over  the  place  where  it  entered. 

The  buffet  of  the  caffi-smoking  car  Is  also  shown.  It  has  room 
for  18  persons,  and  the  caf6  has  room  for  12.  The  dining  cars  seat 
30  persons — 18  In  the  main  room  and  six  in  each  private  room. 
The  dining  cars  are  lighted  by  electricity  from  an  axle  generating 
--iystem,  and  have  an  acetylene  gas  plant  for  an  auxiliary.  The 
cafg-smoklng  cars  are  lighted  by  acetylene.  *

America  Only  Great  Nation  Still

I  Many  Corporations  Find  the  Practice  a  Good

Washington.  March  24-The  subject  of 
superannuation  of  employees  in  the  civil 
service  of  the  Government  is  now  receiving 
a  large  amouift  of  attention. 

All  the  great  nations  except  the  United 
States  have  provided  for  retirement  of  em¬ 
ployees  under  various  conditions,  with  pay, 
as  shown  by  subjoined  tables.  The  officers 
of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  of  Canada 
say  in  part  as  to  the  effects  of  a  retirement 
scheme  put  in  operation  by  that  company 
thirty-two  years  ago: 

*Tt  has  been  stated  that  the  existence 
of  a  pension  acts  as  a  detriment  to  efficient 
service  owing  to  the  tendency  on  the  part 
of  an  employee  approaching  the  retirement 
age  to  become  lax  in  the  performance  of 
duty,  in  consequence  of  the  knowledge  that 
he  will  soon  be  able  to  leave  the  service 
and  draw  a  pension.  The  experience  of 
this  company  has  demonstrated  that  such 
reasoning  is  entirely  fallacious.  Every 
company  and  corporation  having  a  retire¬ 
ment  pension  system  in  operation  regards 
it  as  a  good  business  Investment  without 
considering  the  humanitarian  principle  in¬ 
volved.  Many  say  that  the  plan  results  in 
creating  among  the  employees  a  feeling  of 
permanency  in  their  employment,  enlarges 
their  Interest  in  their  employers’  affairs, 
and  induces  them  to  remain  in  and  devote 
their  best  efforts  and  attention  to  their  em¬ 
ployers’  service.  France  has  had  a  system 
in  operation  for  over  fifty  years,  and  has 
granted  pensions  far  beyond  anything  of 
the  kind  ever  proposed  in  this  country,  con. 
tributing  large  sums  annually  out  of  the 
public  funds  to  sustain  the  system,  which 
includes  the  consular  and  diplomatic  ser-

Sleepers  Contaia  Danger  of  In¬ 
fection,  Declares  Dr.  Mil- 
ton  J.  Roseneu. 


PULLMAN ’Coaches  clean, 


Superintendent  of  Sanitation 
for  Company  Tells  of  Fre¬ 
quent  Disinfection. 


WASHINGTON,  May  22. — Dangers  of 
infection  in  travel  on  railroads  and  the 
proper  methods  of  sanitation  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  national  conference  of 
state  and  provincial  boards  of  health  to¬ 
day. 

One  of  the  principal  addresses  was  by 
Dr.  Milton  J.  Rosenau  of  the  United  i^tates 
public  health  and  marine  hospital  service. 
He  declared  that  the  dangers  of  contact 
with  the  sleeping  car  or  coach  and  their 
furnishings  were  not  as  great  now  as  they 
once  were,  although  he  said  such  danger 
did  exist  at  all  times.  He  especially  con¬ 
demned  the  wash  basins  in  sleeping  cars, 
as  well  as  the  drinking  glasses.  He 
thought  that  a  system  of  running  water 
should  be  adopted,  and  that  the  traveling 
public  should  carry  its  own  drinking  uten¬ 
sils.  He  held  that  the  subject  was  one 
demanding  prompt  and  serious  considera¬ 
tion. 

DUtllFBCTIOI.  COMBS  OFTBAI. 

Dr.  T.  R.  Crowder,  superintendent  of  sani¬ 
tation  of  the  Pullman  company,  explained 
the  system  of  that  company.  Every  sleep¬ 
ing  car,  he  said,  was  thoroughly  disin-' 
fected  at  least  once  a  month,  but  cars 
carrying  pasMngers  to  the  Adirondacks, 
Colorado,  southern  California  and  other 
points  visited  by  consumptives  invariably 
disinfected  at  the  end  of  every  trip,  it 
I  not  unusual,  he  said,  to  disinfect  cars 
several  times  a  week. 

The  necessity  for  greater  uniformity  In 
the  anti-spitting  laws  of  the  states  was 
discussed  by  Dr.  C.  O.  Probst  of  Columbus, 
Ohio.  He  also  called  attention  to  the  care 
that  should  be  exercised  by  railroads  in 
refilling  water  tanks  of  cars  with  distilled 
water  to  avoid  the  danger  of  typhoid, 
wn,!,  SBB  RAILROAD  MKS. 

Dr.  Henry  M.  Bracken  of  St.  Paul  spoke, 
urging  increased  effort  in  the  matter  of  car 
sanitation.  After  the  subject  had  been 
generally  discussed  the  conference ,  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  of  three  to  confer 
with  a  committee  of  railroad  sanitary  of-~ 
Deers  to  formulate  a  plan  more  effectually* 
to  sanitize  railroad  coaches  and  sleepers. 
The  committee  was  instmetdd  to  report  at  I 
the  next  conference.  —

PULLMAN  COACHES  CLEAN. 


Superintendent  of  Sanitation 
for  Company  Tells  of  Fre¬ 
quent  Disinfection. 


AA’ASHINGTON,  May  22.— Dangers  of 
infection  in  travel  on  railroads  and  the 
proper  methods  of  sanitation  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  national  conference  of 
state  and  provincial  boards  of  health  to¬ 
day. 

One  of  the  principal  addresses  was  by 
Dr.  Milton  J.  Rosenau  of  the  United  States 
public  health  and  marine  hospital  service. 
He  declared  that  the  dangers  of  contact 
with  the  sleeping  car  or  coach  and  their 
furnishings  were  not  as  great  now  as  they 
once  were,  although  he  said  such  danger 
did  exist  at  all  times.  He  especially  con¬ 
demned  the  wash  basins  in  sleeping  car.s, 
as  well  as  the  drinking  glasses.  He 
thought  that  a  system  of  running  water 
should  be  adopted,  and  that  the  traveling 
public  should  carry  its  own  drinking  uten¬ 
sils.  He  held  that  the  subject  was  one 
demanding  prompt  and  serious  considera¬ 
tion. 

DISINFKCTIOIII  COMBS  OFTB?!. 

Dr.  T.  R.  Crowder,  superintendent  of  sani¬ 
tation  of  the  Pullman  company,  explained 
the  system  of  that  company.  Every  sleep¬ 
ing  car,  he  said,  was  thoroughly  disin-' 
fected  at  least  once  a  month,  but  cars 
carrying  passengers  to  the  Adirondacks, 
Colorado,  southern  California  and  other 
points  visited  by  consumptives  Invariably 
■e  disinfected  at  the  end  of  every  trip.  It 
as  nut  unusual,  he  said,  to  disinfect  cars 
iveral  times  a  week. 

The  necessity  for  greater  uniformity  in 
the  anti-spitting  laws  of  the  states  was 
discussed  by  Dr.  C.  O.  Probst  of  Columbus, 
Ohio.  He  also  called  attention  to  the  care 
that  should  be  exercised  by  railroads  in  | 
refilling  water  tanks  of  cars  with  distilled 
Water  to  avoid  the  danger  of  typhoid.

THE  PULLMAN  COMPANY 

SOME  FACTS  OF  PUBLIC  INTEREST 


I  i^ETOING  after  the  Pullman  Company  ”  is  the  heading  of  an  ed¬ 
itorial  in  the  Mobile  Register.  Of  all  my  contemporaries  there 
Is  none  for  which  I  have  greater  esteem  and  with  which  I  am  more  apt 
to  agree  than  this  old  and  able  paper,  but  with  some  of  its  statements 
and  its  deductions  in  this  article  I  disagree.  It  begins,  “The  Inter¬ 
state  Commerce  Commission  is  seeking  to  regulate  the  Pullman 
sleeping  car  service,  and  the  grateful  traveling  public  will  rejoice  if 
the  regulating  proves  effective.”  While  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  should  assume  jurisdiction  over 
j  this  subject  and  presurne  to  meddle,  as  it  has  in  more  than  one  case 
I  in  matters  entirely  outside  of  its  powers,  it  does  surprise  me  that  the 
editor  of  the  Register  should  intimate  that  the  Pullman  Company 
falls  imder  the  definition  of  common  carriers  and  hence  is  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  The  courts 
have  held  that  a  Pullman  car  is  in  effect  a  hotel,  and  that  the  Pull¬ 
man  Company  is  subject  to  the  laws  applying  to  hotelkeepers. 
Under  this  view  of  its  position  it  has  not  been  allowed  to  discrim¬ 
inate  against  race  or  color  in  providing  accommodation  for  any 
sober,  well-conducted,  and  decent  appearing  person  who  applies  for 
a  berth.  If  the  company  be  a  hotelkeeper  it  is  hardly  consistent  to 
claim  that  it  is  a  common  carrier.  A  hotel  on  wheels  is  not  different 
I  in  its  legal  status  from  a  hotel  with  a  fixed  location.  That  the  rail¬ 
road  which  hauls  a  hotel  on  wheels  is  a  common  carrier  does  not 
make  the  hotel  it  is  transporting  a  common  carrier.  Undoubtedly 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  may  regulate  the  fares  to  be 
charged  by  railway  companies  for  transportation  of  persons,  just  as 
it  may  regulate  the  charge  for  transportation  of  freight.  Railroads 
are  required  to,  and  do  supply  ordinary  coaches  for  use  of  passengers 
for  which  they  receive  such  fares  as  are  permitted  by  law  and  the  In¬ 
terstate  Commission.  No  traveler  is  compelled  to  enter  a  hotel 
which  it  suits  the  railway  company  to  provide  and  haul,  and  take 
a  bed  therein.  Hotel  proprietors  everywhere  fix  their  rates  for 
a  room  and  bed.  The  St.  Regis  and  the  Waldorf  in  New  York  have 
pnces  for  such  accommodations  varying  from  $3  to  $30  for  the  night. 
Other  hotels  in  New  York  vary  from  30  cents  to  $1.  Every  pro- 
pnetor  is  presumed  to  fix  his  charges  to  achieve  the  best  results. 
He  must  not  make  them  too  high  for  the  accommodation  he  gives 
or  he  would  not  have  any  custom.  He  must  make  them  high 
enough,  considering  the  cost  of  the  structure  and  the  expenses  of  run- 
mng  it,  to  bring  him  a  fair  return  or  he  would  soon  be  in  bankruptcy. 

It  is  true,  as  the  Register  says,  that  there  are  “bunking  places  for 
forty-eight  persons,”  in  a  Pullman  car,  assuming  that  two  persons 
<xcupy  each  berth,  and  when  it  speaks  of  the  rate  as  being  $2  for 
the  short  trip  from  Mobile  to  Montgomery,  it  should  state  that  it  is 
$2  per  berth  which  may  be  occupied  by  two  persons  if  desired.  It 
IS  true  that  the  time  between  these  two  cities  is  not  a  full  night,  being 
something  like  five  hours,  but  if  a  berth  is  reserved  in  Mobile  for 
Montgomery,  the  inference  is  that  the  berth  will  have  no  new  occu¬ 
pant  within  the  following  twelve  hours,  or  until  the  car  reaches 
Atlante  or  Louisville.  _  The  Register  says  that  the  allowance  of  space 
to  each  p^enger  is  ridiculously  inadequate.  There  is  considerable 
truth  in  this;  that  is  to  say,  while  the  berths  are  large  enough,  pas¬ 
sage  vrays  are  very  narrow  and  the  lavatories  are  insufficient.  It 
niu^,  Imwever,  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  not  altogether  the  fault 
of  me  Pullman  Company.  While  it  is  desirable  to  them  to  accom¬ 
modate  as  many  passengers  per  car.  as  is  possible,  so  that  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  operating  and  maintaining  that  car  should  be  reduced 
trouble  about  space  limitations  in 
a  Pullman  car  lies  with  the  railroad  company.  This  trouble  is 
likely  to  be  more  intense  in  the  future,  since  between  legislation  in 
various  states  and  the  interference  of  the  Interstate  Commission, 
railroad  fares  are  being  cut  below  a  paying  rate. 

The  cost  of  hauling  a  passenger  largely  depends  upon  the  number 
carried  relative  to  the  dead  weight  of  a  train.  Were  it  not  for  com¬ 
petition  and  the  disposition  to  oblige  the  traveling  public,  railroads 
would  not  haul  Pullmans  or  any  other  sleeping  cars.  Railway 
coaches,  and  very  excellent  ones  are  used  in  this  country  as  com- 


pcucuio  tnose  or  any  other,  carry  from  sixty  to  one  hundred  pas- 
^ngers  each^,  offenng  them  roomy  and  extremely  comfortable  seats 
to  thirty  tons.  A  Pullman

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THE  FAST  TRAIN  MANIA 

SIDE  LIGHTS  ON  THE  SAUSBDRY 
WRECK 

An  Incessant  Public  Demand  Which  the 
Railways  Cannot  Resist— No  Rate-Cut¬ 
ting  Possible  and  Only  by  Faster  and 
More  Comfortable  Trains  Can  a  Line  In¬ 
crease  Its  Patronage— The  Disproportion¬ 
ate  Structure  of  Locomotives  and  Passen¬ 
ger  Coaches— Some  Figuies  Showing  the 
Rapidly  Increasing  Danger  of  Travelling 
in  England

Statistics  used  td  show  that  there  were 
few  safer  places  Inf  England  tjjah  a  carriage 
on  a  moving  railway  train,  and  English¬ 
men  liked  to  quote  this  general  deduction 
from  columns  of  official  figures  and  actu¬ 
aries'  averages.  It  gave  them  a  comfort¬ 
able  sense  of  security  when  they  were  trav¬ 
elling  themselves;  it  justified  every  increase 
of  speed  Into  which  competing  railways 
ventured:  and  It  was  a  useful  weapon  In 
argumentative  comparisons  between  Brit¬ 
ish  railways  and  those  of  other  countries. 
More  explicit  statistics,  however,  enumer¬ 
ated  the  following  accidents  on  British 
railways  In  the  last  thirty  years,  in  which 
the  lives  of  at  least  five  passengers  had 
been  lost.

It  l,S,tb>  Slsaater  "two  days  ago  at  Salis¬ 
bury  to  the  tr.afh  that  along  the  South¬ 
western  Bailway  was  called  “The  Yankee 
Flyer,”  that  has  revived  all  these  figures 
and  that  Is  provoking  a  general  discussion 
of  the  safety  of  English  railways  In  the  p-bs- 
ent  <i€mand  for  higher  and  higher  sp  ed  on 
every  “long-distance”  run.  Of  course,  this 
list  of  ax?:idents  is  short,  and  the  number 
of  deaths  small,  compared  to  those  that  a 
similar  table  for  American  railroads  might 
show.  The  British  statistics,  too,  would 
probably  gorapare  favorably  with  those  of 
Pronoh,  or'of  German  railways  for  the  same 
time.  Rather,  the  Immedtlafe  end  obvious 
warning  of  the  list  lies  In  "the  fact  that  In 
tbe  Six  and  one-halt  years  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  1900  through  the  cataotrophe  at 
Salisbury  the  number  of  accidents  has 
already  exceeded  the  total  of  either  the  de¬ 
cade  between  1880  and  1880,  or  of  that  be¬ 
tween  1890  and  1899.  Moreover,  the  number 
of  deaths  In  the  accidents  of  the  last  six  and 
a  hplf  years  considerably  exceeds  that  In 
the  preceding  ten,  or,  with  the  omission  of 
the  .exoeptlonal  disaster  in  Ireland,  those 
that  occurred  In  'the  eighties.  Now,  It  la 
wltpln  those  same  six  and  a  half  years 
that  the  rivalry  in  high  speeds  among 
British  railways  has  steadily  become  keener, 
and  the  public  demand  and  liking  for  such 
speeds  more  Insistent.  It  will  require  an 
official  Inquiry  by  the  experts  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  sjtl  the  causes  of  the  accident 
at  Salisbury  so  far  as  they  can  bo  ascer¬ 
tained  from  II.  heap  of  wreckagb  and  little 
aa<l  confused  testimony.  One  significant 
nipt,  however.  Is  well  known,  though  Eng- 
«  naTy«nani>rs  and  aU  officially  concerned 


statutory  requirements  concerning 
more  stringent  than  they  are  in  America. 
Moreover,  on  most  English  raJIways« 
thanks  to  the  short  distances  to  be  trav¬ 
ersed,  the  major  part  of  the  freight  Is 
moved  at  night,  when  the  line  Is  compaga- 
tlvely  free  from  passenger  traffic.  The  rail¬ 
ways  that  serve  thickly  populated  districts 
with  many  trains  would  risk  endless  delays 
and  congestion  did  they  try  to  run 
"goods  trains"  by  day. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  three  respects  Eng¬ 
lish  railways  seem  to  the  ordinary  Intelli¬ 
gent  traveller,  English  or  American,  slngu-., 
larly  liable  to<  accident.  An  AmoricaorK 
making  railway  journeys  for  the  first  time.' 
In  England  Is  usually  surprised  at  the 
number  of  tunnels  through  which  his  trains 
pass.  They  are  not  long  tunnels  like  those 
that  carry  the  traveller  Into  or  out  of  Swits- 
erland,  but  they  are  as  many  as  they  are 
short.  'Where  an  A’berlcan  rifilroad  .would, 
clamber  up'  a  hill  or  make  a  long  circuit* 
of  It.  the  English  ple'rces  the  obstructing 
eminence.  In  judicious  tunnelling,  the'Eng;. 
llsh  railways  do  exCel  ours.  Yet. .as  the 
train  leaves  one  of  those  tunnels,  It  may 
whirl  around  a  curve,  the  sharpness  of 
which  equally  surprises  the  traveller,  and 
the  surprise  may  be  repeated  a  doien  or 
twenty  times  In  a  fopr  hours'  journey. 
The  English  railway  builds  a  tunnel  to 
avoid  a  detour,  but  It  seems  to  be  oargles* 
of  short  and  .sudden  curves.  You  may  see 
all  sorts  of  routine  work  In  progress  alotyf 
an  English  roadbed,  but  seldom  Is  It  the 
straightening  of  a  curve.  It  is  enough  that 
one  rail  Is  laid  duly  higher  than  the  othere. 
Again,  however  stoutly  built,  the  EngUsh"] 
railway  carriage  and  the  co'mblnjatlon  of 
them  that  makes  a  “passenger  doaoB”— 
three  or  four  carriages  upon  two  trucks — 
is  very  light.  There  Is  no  comparison  on 
the  score  of  stability  under  shook  between 
It  and  the  American  coach  of  the  better 
sort,  much  less  between  It  and  the  Ameri¬ 
can  parlor  or  sleeping  car.  The  design, 
the  material,  the  whole  structure  of  the 
English  railway  carriage  half  follows- 
tradition  and  half  proceeds  upon  the  sup¬ 
position  that  it  Is  reasonably  secure  against 
accident.  Other  precautions  are  so  many 
ana  thorough  that  it  need  not.  so  to  say. 
safeguard  itself.  Meanwhile,  with  the  in¬ 
creasing  demand  for  Speed,  the  englpas  hajfq 
become  larger  .and  heavier,  equipped  with 
huge  tenders  to  supply  great  quantities  Of 
water,  and  carrying  high-pitched  hollers  oh 
a  relatively  slender  base.  Yet  It  Is  the 
weight  of  the  carriages  that  holds  the  eh'- 
glne  to  the  track,  when  the  train  is  making 
high  speed,  and  It  needs  no  expert  to  see’ 
that  the  bulk  of  the  English  engine  has 
increased  disproportionately  to  that  of  the 
coaches  It  draws. 

Behind  this  Increase  of  weight  lies  the 
chief  danger  that  threatens  the  safety  of 
English  railways— the  demand  for  higher 
and  higher  speeds.  The  railways  are 
long-established.  Therefore  the  competi¬ 
tion  between  them  is  very  keen.  Many 
of  thern  are  rivals  for  the  traffic  of  largo 
cities  and  of  whole  districts.  The  Great 
■yVestern  and  the  London  &  Southwestern, 
for  exampTe,  compete  from  Southampton 
westward  to  Cornwall.  The  London  & 
Northwestern,  the  Midland,  and  the  Great 
Central  all  touch  the  great  manufactur¬ 
ing  and  cornfflOj-clal  towns  .Qf.thp  jior.t^., 
The  law  prohibits  aiiy  cutting  of  fares. - 
They  are  uniform  between  city  and. city, 
by  whatever  road  the  passenger  travels. 
The  better  equipment  of  tral.. and  the 
despatch  of  them  at  convenient  hours  are 
minor  weapons,  comparative!:).  In  these 
rivalries.  It  Is  superior  speed  of  one 
railway  that  must  lure  passengerO  front 
Its  competitor,  and  overcome  disadvah-' 
tages  of  longer  distance  and  sharper 
grades.  At  the  beginning  of  each  quar¬ 
ter  of'  the  year,  t)ie  English  railway^  is¬ 
sue  new  books  of  time  tables,  the.'^gt 
pages '  of  which  annomWe-  the'  more 
portant  alteVatlonsl  The  nigst  eonsploU^' 
ous  of  all  these  announcements  are  tb— ^ 
of  “accelerated  service."  Sometime 
“acceleration"  Is  only  five  or  ten  m 
gained  by  the  omission  of  a  stop 
use  of  a  more  powerful  locomqtivA  , 
Sometimes  a  now  bit  of  "cut-off”  tiikiK'- 
may  lift  the  "acceleration”  to  twenty^ 
minutes.  "Four  hours  to  Manchester" 
for  example,  runs  the  hig  type  of  pOsTefs.

vice  It  accomplished.  There  Is  cause  to 
think,  as  the  French  say.  In  these  facts  and 
flares,  and  for  a  while  at  least  Englishmen 
will  meditate  on  them.  For  the  moment 
even  they  may  doubt  whether  English  rail¬ 
ways  are  as  superior  in  safety  to  those  of 
other  countries  as  they  like  to  Imagine. 

None  the  lass,  railways  In  England  enjoy  I 
conditions  that,  especially  in  comparl.-on 
with  those  that  .prevail  In  America,  tend 
to  secure  them  against  accident.  In  our 
use  of  the  words,  there  Is  not  a  long  rail¬ 
way  In  Great  Britain.  The  Island  Is  too 
omall.  The  longest  run  toward  the  south¬ 
west  from  London  through  Plymouth  to 
Pensanco  Is  a  little  less  than  S50  miles. 
The  three  routes  from  London  to  Edin¬ 
burgh  arc  each  a  little  more  or  a  little  less 
than  400  miles.  Two  hundred  miles  more 
brings  the  traveller  to  the  northern  termini 
of  the  Scotch  railways.  Throughout' Eng¬ 
land  a  railway  Journey  of  more  than  250 
miles  Is  the  exception.  Again,  almost  every 
•  railway  In  Great  Britain  i.s  an  "old-estab¬ 
lished"  line  with  every  foot  of  track  famil¬ 
iar  to  those  that  work  It.  New  b.-anches 
are  built  from  year  to  year  In  districts  that 
seem  to  require  them,  but  such  lines  are 
usually  shOft  and  Insignificant.  Within  the 
last  ten  years  only  one  new  trunk  line,  as 
we  should  say,  the  Great  Central  ‘Railway, 
from  London  to  the  cities  of  the  Midland 
and  the  North,  has  been  built,  and  H  was 
practically  a  Joining  by  new  links  of  short 
roads  already  In  existence.  In  a  word,  an 
English  railway  is  as  familiar  and  long¬ 
standing  a  piece  of  track  to  those  that  op¬ 
erate  it  as  is  that  between  Boston  and 
Worcester.

■tatuted  and  regulations  and  to  the  Eng¬ 
lish  instinct  for  permanence,  the  railways 
are  almost  always  well  built.

For  some  years  past,  the  average  English¬ 
man  has  been  drunk  with  the  Idea  of  speed 
when  he  travels.  He  loves  the  automobile 
The  swifter 

j  carries  him  between  London 

and  Manchester  or  London  and  Plymouth, 
the  better  be  likes  It.  The  chances  are  that 
he  will  waste  all  the  time  that  he  has 
gained  In  talking  of  the  speed  that  gained  if 
but  there  is  something  In  that  speed  and  his 
comfortable  enjoyment  of  it  that  has  ex¬ 
hilarated  him.  Of  course  he  does  not  say 
so,  but  ho  acts  as  though  railway  racing 
were  one  form  of  sport.  It  is  easy  to  blame 
bounders  from  Bfoadway  or  rich  foundry- 
men  out  of  the  depths  of  Pittsburg  when 
they  try  to  tip  engine  drivers  that  have 
brought  their  "boat  train”  from  Plymouth 
to  London  in  very  fast  time.  They  are  t 
Incidents  of  opulence  and  ignorance,  but 
recent  years  the  pressure  upon  the  English 
railways  for  higher  and  higher  speeds  has 
been  continuous  from  the  restless  and  rec¬ 
ord-loving  generation  that  they  serve. 

The  doubts  that  beset  the  American 
traveller  In  all  these  things  trouble  the 
average  Englishman  little.  He  Is  used 
to  the  curves.  He  does  not- question  ,  the 
lightness  of  the  carriages.  He  is  rather 
proud  of  the  disproportionate  bulk  and 
weight  of  the  loeomotlves.  Therein  lies 
the  speed  that  he  loves.  He  has  an 
■nboundlng  faith  in  th?  statutory  safe¬ 
guards.  At  heart  ho  is  not  averse  to  rail¬ 
way  racing,  In  spite  of  solemn  official  and 
editorial  depreciation.  Is  he  not  of  a 
sport-loving  and  energetic  people?  An  »c- 
cldont  like  . that  at. Salisbury  momentarily 
upsets  him.  For  a  few  days  he  talks  of 
speed  on  British  railways  as  too  high— pos¬ 
sibly;  and  when  he  has  a  Journey  to  make 
takes  the  fastest  train.  The  railways  have 
given  him  more  and  more  speed,  however, 
unprofitable,  until  (though  he  may  not 
know  IHenley  and  his  verses)  a  song  of 
speed  Is  singing  in  his  head  as  truly  as  It 
did  in  the  poet’:..  It  is  a  passion  of  the 
hour  in  England  and  it  is  beginning  to 
bring  its  consequences.  Perhaps,  fortu¬ 
nately  for  all  concerned  there  is  a  Board 
of  Trade  to  apply  the  brakes  and  Judges 
who  hold  to  its  regulations  and  even  Its 
suggestions  when  contributory  negligence 
is  the  issue  in  the  damage  suits  before  1 
th^m.  ,  H.  T.  P.

In  our 
use  of  the  words,  there  Is  not  a  long  rail¬ 
way  In  Oreat  Britain.  The  Island  Is  too 
omall.  The  longest  run  toward  the  south¬ 
west  from  liondon  through  Plymouth  to 
Pmsence  Is  a  little  less  than  850  miles. 
The  three  routes  from  London  to  Edin¬ 
burgh  are  each’ a  little  more  or  a  little  less 
than  400  miles.  Two  hundred  miles  more 
brings  the  traveller  to  the  northern  ferminl 
of  the  Scotch  railways.  Throughout^  Eng. 
land  a  railway  Journey  of  more  than  2B0 
miles  Is  the  exception.

If  Mr.  Bryan  had  found  out  os  much 
about  European  railway  conditions  and 
prices  as  ■William  E.  Curtis  did  when  he 
made  his  through  trip  from  London  to -St. 
Petersburg,  It  Is  altogether  probable  that 
that  Madison  Square  Garden  suggestion 
would  never  have  been  made,  and  thus  Mr. 
Bryan  would  not  only  have  escaped  a  lot 
of  criticism,  but  would  also  have  saved 
himself  from  the  wear  and  tear  of  continu¬ 
ous  explanations.

They  go  from  Paris 
to  Oalbgnei  or  Antwerp  to  Dusseldorf,  or 
IDresden  to  Munich,  or  Lucerne  to  Milan, 
and  the  Importance  of  the  towns  confuses 
them  as  to  the  distances  travelled.  When 
one  goes  drireotly  through  from  Paris  to 
St.  Petersburg  or  to  'Vienna  the  cost  be¬ 
comes  more  apparent.  This  Impression  Is 
reversed  In  this  country,  our  long  distances 
often  making  U  appear  that  we  are  i>aylng 
high  prices.  Mr.  Curtis  ^ures  It  out  that 
the  European  sleeping  car  charges  are 
about  double  those  in  this  country.  As  a 
mattgr  of  fact  the  mass  of  private  Euro¬ 
pean  travellers  do  not  use  the  sleeping  car 
service  eg^pt  under  necessity.  They  know 
that  th^  cost  Is  high  and  they  avoid  Itl 
Just  a%!th«!ir  d^the  flrst-olass  carriages.  Mr. 
Curtis  paid  »  his  ticket  from  liondon  to 
St.  Petersbu1%  $91.  This,  was  on  the  basis 
of  the  baggage  that  he  had  with  him.  It 
he  had  had  more  trunks  the  cost  would 
have  been  mote.  He  estimates  that  for 
travelling  the  same  distance  In  the  United 
States,  under  the  same  conditions,  the  cost 
would  not  liave  been  "more  than  $40  or 
$45  at  the  outside." 

Of  course  there  Is  another  aide  to  this 
matter,  so  that  Mr.  Curtis’s  study  of  rela¬ 
tive  cost.  Instructive  as  it  Is,  Is  not  com¬ 
plete.  Under  most  of  the  European  rail¬ 
way  systems  .there  are  four  classes  ot  car¬ 
riages  or  coupes.

The  other  tl«y  the  PenaBylvaoia  rail¬ 
road  stave  notice  thgt,  It  intended  to  get 
as  rapidly  as  possMe  1,000  steel  day  coaches 
and  600  steel  sleeping  cars.  It  will  be  some 
time  before  the  wooden  cars  disappearfrom 
the  Pennsylvania  road.

The 
WMlthy  trunk  lines  will  have  to  lead  the 
w|fy,  and  the  poorer  roads  will  follow  at  a 
rei^tful  distance.  Wooden  cars  will  be 
seea  in  the  south  and  remote  west  long  after 
the:f  have  vanished  from  the  greet  highways 
of  rl^road  travel.  There  they  will  linger, 
wftjlMses  to  the  imperfect  and  hazardous 
leWids  of  cor  construction  of  an  earlier 


The  first  step  is  being  taken  in  a  direction 
which  will  lessen  the  loss  of  life  In  railroad 
accidents.  There  will  continue  in' be  fatal 
accidents.  Tliey  will  happen  so  long  ns  rail¬ 
road  men  are  human  and  liable  to<niake  mia- 
takes.  But  when  tliere  is  a  collision  or  a 
derailment  steel  cars  will  not  catch  fire. 
They  will  stand  the  banging  and  t|ie  tum¬ 
bling  better  than  the  wooden  coaches.  A 
much  smaller  number  of  passengers  will  be 
killed  or  hurt.  There  will  be  no  mofe  of 
the  frightful  casualties  which  have  hap¬ 
pened  when  frail  passenger  coaches,  crowd¬ 
ed  with  excursionists,  have  been  smashed 
into  splinters  and  converted  into  a  funeral 
pyre. 

The  men  who  have  made  steel  cheap  were 
^actuated  by  a  wish  to  make  money.  They 
generally  succeeded  in  that,  but  while  filling 
their  own  pockets  they’  showered  present 
ami  prospective  benefits  upon  others.  'But 
for  them  .Oliicago  would  not  have  sky.scrap- 
ers.  But  for  them  steel  rails  and  steel  cars 
would  be  beyond  the  reach  of  the  railroads. 
Much  that  has  been  done  and  is  to  be  done 
to  make  railroad  travel  less  hazardous  would 
be  impossible.

The  board  of  review  brought  its  annual 
session  of  two  months  to  a  close  to-day  by 
adding  $1,000,000  to  the  personal  property 
valuation  of  ttie  Pullman  company. 

The  morning  session  was  attended  only

F.  D.  Meacbam  being  ill  at  bis  summer 
home.

Status  of  Pullman  Land  Associa¬ 
tion  Puzzles  City  Lawyers. 


A  peculiar  phase  of  the  Pullman  company  s 
affairs  Is  the  concern,  according  U  the  city's 
tax  experts,  known  as  the  Pulln  an  Land  As¬ 
sociation.  Whetlier  this  is  subcldiary  to  the 
car  company  or  Includes  it  is  a  n  atter  which 
It  is  expected  the  suit  now  pend'ng  will  bring 
out.  According  to  infoiTnatloti  piepared  tor 
folonel  Lewis  by  Attorney  Her, on  this  land 
assoelation,  as  such,  has  never  paid  taxes. 
The  land  and  tlie  plant  of  the  company  at 
Pullman  were  turned  over  In  trust  to  H.  \V. 
Jackson  and  David  B.  Lyman  is  trustees  for 
the  Piiilmaii  l.and  ,\ssociatlon  ‘oy  George  M. 
Pullman.  In  the  Indebenture  and  articles  of 
agreement,  drawn  In  18S0  and  til  :d  In  1902.  tills 
trust  was  to  run  for  twenty-two  years. 

Tile  trust  l.ssued  $735,090  worth  of  stock,  all 
of  which,  it  is  asserted  in  the  report,  belonged 
to  George  M.  Pullman  and  still  continues  in 
his  estate  under  the  trustcosliip  of  Atto 
Robert  T.  Lincoln.  This  conten  holds  in 
trust,  according  to  the  articles  creating  it, 
practically  all  of  the  real  estate  ir  Pulh 
and  from  tli.‘  following  provl-siona  appears  to 
have  been  created  as  an  administrative  meas¬ 
ure  to  faetlitatu  the  handling  <t  tlie  land 
apart  from  the  technlc»,l  operation  of  the 
plant.

"The  objects  of  the  trust  shall  be  manage¬ 
ment,  Improvement,  protection,  subdividing, 
leasing,  selling,  mortgaging,  erecting  build¬ 
ings  and  making  other  improvements.  leas¬ 
ing,  selling,  mortgaging  or  otheiwise  liieum- 
bering  the  same  and  otherwise  disposing  of 
the  lands  conveyed  or  which  -nay  hereafter 
be  acquired  for  the  benefit  of  tlie  said  share¬ 
holder  and  ilia  assigns." 

Whether  lids  w'as  an  udmlnistiattve  meas¬ 
ure  for  the  purpose  of  Hiiancliig  tlie  land 
proposition  or  wlietlier.  ns  may  be  construed 
liecause  of  its  broad  provisions,  it  lias  in  Its 
interaction  wltli  the  affairs  of  the  company 
such  power  as  to  place  It  above  tne  manufac¬ 
turing  concern  known  a.s  the  Pullman  com¬ 
pany,  the  builder  of  cars,  is  a  mooted  ques¬ 
tion.

The  report  doncludes  with  the  following 
statement:  "The  association  known  as  the 
Pullman  l.and  Association  ^oes  not  seem  to 
be  taxed  in  the  records  of  Cook  >.<  unty." 

Although  the  formation  of  tne  land  asso¬ 
ciation  and  its  relations  to  the  Pullman  com¬ 
pany  are  not  entirely  clear.  It  seems  probable 
that  it  is  considered  as  subsidiary  wlien 
viewed  in  the  light  of  the  sworn  statement  of 
the  secretary  of  the  company  for  1905.

The  check  was  for  $20.  The  amount  paid  I 
out  to  depositors  after  the  run  started  I 
reached  $30,000.  Three  hundred  thousand  I 
dollars  was  rushed  to  the  car  shop  town  by  ' 
Chicago  bankers  less  iban  an  hour  after  the 
run  started. 

On  the  dirertorate  of  the  bank  are  such 
magnates  as  Robert  T.  Uncoln,  president  of 
the  Pullman  Palace  Car  company;  Colonel 
Frank  O.  Lowden,  and  John  S.  Runneiis.  The 
directors  alone  probably  could  secure  a 
credit  of  $50,000,000  in  an  emergency.  The 
total  llabllhles  of  the  Pullman  bank  are  less 
than  $4,000,000.  The  savings  deposits  are 
less  than  $2,000,000  and  the  commercial  de¬ 
posits  less  than  $1,000,000. 

Mob  Clamor,  for  Cash. 

But  the  run  was  nevertheless  a  serious 
proposition  with  a  few  hundreds  of  the  de¬ 
positors,  who  did  not  stop  to  consider  the 
financial  backing  of  the  Institution.  Excite¬ 
ment  ran  high,  and  several  score  of  the  for¬

President  Edyvd  f-  ryani  of  the  bank 
was  on  an  Illinois  Centi..l  suburban  train  at 
the  time  the  run  was  started.  He  was  notified 
at  one  of  the  suburban  stations,  and  cod> 
tinued  on  his  Journey.  When  he  reached  Chi¬ 
cago  he  quietly  notified  a  few  of  the  up  town 
banlftrs  of  the  '  Incident."  and  streams  of 
yellow  money  poured  forth. 

Gold  Hn.lied  to  Scene. 

As  quickly  as  the  gold  and  currency  could  I 
be  dumped  Into  express  company's  safes  It 
was  dispatched  to  the  home  of  the  palace  car. 
Two  consignments  were  made  In  double  quick 
time,  and  In  leas  than  two  hours  after  tho 
first  clamoring  throng  rushed  Into  the  bank 
there  was  gold  In  front  of  ihem.  gold  behind 
them,  and  gold  on  either  side  of  them. 

It  was  aeml-offlclally  stated  that  a  few  of 
the  frantic  depositors  were  relatives  of  un¬ 
fortunate  depositors  In  the  Paul  0.  Stenaland 
bank,  and  this  fact,  said  one  of  the  bank  1 
officials,  probably  caused  them  to  temporarily 
forget  that  the  Pullman  bank  directors  could 
pay  all  depositors  a  dozen  times  over. 

The  run  started  at  2:30  o'clock.  At  8 
o'clock  tho  bank's  doors  were  closed  with 
the  announcement  to  the  crowds  waiting  out¬ 
side  that  the  doors  would  be  thrown 
again  at  5  o'clock.  Those  who  wer 
when  the  doors  were  first  closed  were  .  u 
as  rapidly  as  their  balances  could  be  Wed 
up.  and  this  consumed  the  two  hours. 

Frautio  TUrnugs  Paid  Oft. 

At  6  o'clock  the  doors  were  again  opened 
and  during  the  next  hour  another  frantic 
throng  of  men  and  bareheaded  women  crowd¬ 
ed  Into  tho  small  Inclosure.  At  6  o'clock  tho 
doors  again  swung  thut  with  scores  packed 
around  the  paying  teller's  counter.  It  was 
after  7  o'clock  when  these  were  paid  off. 

Finally  tho  Urge  plies  of  gold  and  cur- 
rency  wore  looked  up  In  the  vaults  for  tha 
night,  the  bank  offlcUU  not  caring  to  longer 
leave  the  money  unguarded  In  the  suburb. 

They  announced,  however,  that  all  Ooposll-^ 
ors  would  be  paid  o#  todag  It  they  still  In- 
listed  on  withdrawing  tbelf  iponey.

MANY  STATES  EXPECTED  TO  AID 
CONGRESS 

Opposition  to  the  Customary  Railroad; 
Favor  Is  Spreading— Clause  in  the  Rale 
Law  to  Be  Absolutely  Enforced;  No 
Loopholes  Left  Open — Only  Few  Excep¬ 
tions — Legislatures  Must  Act  to  Complete 
the  Eradication  of  the  Custom — Railroads 
Prompt  to  Obey  the  New  Law  —  A’l 
Washington  Long  Has  Travelled  Free; 
Now  More  People  Stay  in  the  Capital 


The  leadlnn  ranroMs  of  the  antloi- 
pated  the  action  of  ConKreas.  The  pass  was 
practloally  banished  from  the  national  cap¬ 
ital  the  first  of  last  January.  Since  that 
date  not  a  railroad  leading  from  Washing¬ 
ton  to  the  east,  north,  or  west  has  Issued 
passes.  One  road  loading  to  the  south  has 
continued  to  follow  the  long-established 
custom.  It  will  have  to  change  Its  policy 
the  first  of  next  January.  It  Is  not  an  ex¬ 
aggeration  to  say  that  pretty  much  every¬ 
body  In  the  national  capital  rode  free  on 
the  railroads  before  the  order  of  January 
last  was  Issued  by  the  carrying  companies. 
The  members  of  Congress,  both  senators 
and  representatives,  drew  their  fat  mileage 
allowances  and  accepted  annual  passes  from 
the  railroads  without  any  compunctions  of 
conscience.  Every  head  of  a  department 
and  every  clerk  If  he  occupied  a  position 
carrying  with  It  any  authority  had  only 
to  ask  a  railroad  company  for  transporta¬ 
tion  to  get  It.  Employees  of  Congress  of 
every  grade  were  on  the  list  of  the  rail¬ 
road’s  free  patrons.  If  the  railroads  enter¬ 
ing  Washington  would  print  the  statistics 
for  the  year  1905,  say.  It  would  undoubtedly 
show  that  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  regu- 


I  wholesale  distribution  of  free  railroad^ 
transportation  among  the  servants  of  the 
I  people.

ASSESSED  AT  70  PtRCENI 


STATJB  BOARD  OP  BQVALIZATION  | 
TAKES  THE  BASIS  OF  I^AST  TEAR 

Passage  of  Resolntlon  Not  Acoom- 
pUshed  as  Xktslly  as  a  Tear  Ago— 
Lewia  and  Rlcbberg  RfalUng 
for  Pullman  Report.

SPRINGFIELD,  III,  Nov.  27.— The  state 
board  of  equalization  to-day  adopted  a 
resolution  introduced  by  Mjr.  McMahon 
of  Chicago  declaring  it  to  be  the  opinion 
of  the  board  that  the  real  and  personal 
property  of  the  state  is  assasaed  at  not  to 
exceed  70  per  cent  of  its  fair  cash  value. 
This  is  the  resolution  that  was  adopted  by 
the  board  last  year,  but  its  passage  this 
morning  was  not  accomplished  so  easily  u 
heretofore.  It  was  adopted  after  several 
amendents  and  substitutes  had  been  of¬ 
fered. 

On  the  face  of  it  the  resolution  looks 
harmless,  but  when  carried  into  effect  it 
means  that  the  board,  which  is  required  to 
assess  all  property  on  the  same  basis,  must 
take  70  per  cent  of  the  sworn  values  of 
railroad  property  and  franchise  corpora¬ 
tions  as  the  full  value  upon  which  to  de¬ 
termine  assessments. 

Should  Not  Question  Assessors. 

Mr.  Colburn,  from  the  second  district  in 
Chicago,  insisted  that  the  board  had  no  right 
to  question  the  action  of  local  assessors 
and  boards  of  review,  but  must  take  it  for 
granted  that  they  had  done  their  duty. 
Mr.  Jackson  said  that  to  pass  such  a  reso¬ 
lution  would  be  to  make  perjurers  of  all 
assessors. 

Mr,  Barnes  insisted  that  it  was  a  noto¬ 
rious  fact  that  the  real  and  personal  prop¬ 
erty  of  the  state  was  not  assessed  at  more 
than  60  per  cent  of  its  fair  cash  value.

The  legislature  has  only  such  powers 
as  are  given  it  by  the  constitution,  and  when 
it  attempts  “extortion  in  the  name  of  taxa¬ 
tion,’’  it  is  our  duty  to  resist.  So  it  is  to  he 
hoped  that  no  tax  will  be  paid  under  the  new 
law  without  a  contest  before  the  proper  tri- 

Any  one  inclined  to  disagree  with  the 
above  views  is  invited  to  read  in  full  the 
unanimous  opinions  from  which  I  have  quoted. 
Realizing  how  many  otherwise  good  men 
have  been  led  by  false  reasoning  to  endorse 
slavery,  wars  of  conquest,  and  other  wrongs, 
I  wish  to  disclaim  attacking  any  individual’s 
honesty  of  intention.  Equai.  Rights. 


The  following  paragraphs  treat  of  a  few 
fallacies  which  came  to  the  writer’s  notice 
after  the  original  article  was  published : 

1.  It  has  been  held  that  an  inheritance 
tax  is  not  open  to  the  objection  of  double 
taxation,  because  it  is  not  a  tax  on  the  prop¬ 
erty,  but  on  the  “right  to  inherit.”  If  a 
tax  based  on  the  value  of  certain  property, 
and  being  a  lien  thereon  until  paid,  is  not  a 
tax  on  that  property,  what  constitutes  a  tax 
on  property?  Until  the  death  of  the  owner, 
no  one  has  the  “right  to  inherit.”  The 
same  instant  that  he  dies  the  right  of  the  heir 
vests.  The  law  does  not  give  him  the  own¬ 
ership  and  a  “  right  to  inherit  ”  in  addition. 
The  death  of  a  man  worth  ten  thousand  doi- 
lars  does  not  enrich  his  heirs  to  the  extent  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  ten  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  property  and  ten  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  “rights  to  inherit.”  The  “right 
to  inherit  ”  and  ownership  by  inheritance  are 
simply  different  descriptions  of  the  same  fac(. 
If  the  judges  who  upheld  that  fallacy  had 
taken  their  next  dinner  at  a  hotel,  and  hap 
been  charged  full  pricejor  dinner  and  an  ad¬ 
ditional  sum  for  the:  right  to  dine  at  that  hd- 
tel,  they  would  have  had  no  doubt  of  its  b^- 


ing  a  case  of  double  taxation.  Except  as  it 
is  identical  with  ownership  by  inheritance, 
the  “  right  to  inherit  ”  has  no  more  existence 
than  the  equator.  Whoever  has  the  “right 
to  inherit  ”  is  already  the  owner  and  subject 
to  annual  taxation  like  any  owner.  The  in¬ 
heritance  tax  is  plainly  an  additional  tax  on 
the  property,  the  passing  of  the  title  under 
the  laws  of  inheritance  being  merely  the 
time  when  that  additional  tax  is  imposed, 

2.  In  a  state  whose  constitution,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  other  taxes,  authorized  “duties  and  ex¬ 
cises  upon  any  produce,  goods,  wares,  mer¬ 
chandise,  and  commodities,  whatsoever, 
brought  into,  produced,  manufactured  or  being 
within”  the  state,  it  was  held  that  the  “  right 
to  inherit  ”  was  taxable  as  a  “  commodity.” 
This  reminds  one  of  the  custom  house  ruling 
that  frogs’  legs  are  poultry.  Have  judges 
any  more  right  than  witnesses  to  twist  words 
from  their  usual  meaning?  In  interpreting 
a  constitution  or  other  document,  are  they  at 
liberty  to  assign  to  words  any  meaning  that 
any  writer  has  ever  attached  to  them,  regard¬ 
less  of  the  improbability  that  the  signers 
intended  any  such  meaning? 

3.  To  justify  exempting  the  direct  de¬ 
scendants  of  the  rich  from  contributing  like 
other  people  to  the  public  expense,  one 
court  held  that  as  the  collateral  relative  has 
less  moral  claim,  so  his  privilege  may  be 
deemed  more  valuable.  Can  any  sane  man 
be  found  who  would  give  even  thirty  cents 
more  for  the  “right  to  inherit  ”  a  five  thou¬ 
sand  dollar  farm  from  his  uncle  than  he 
would  give  for  the  “  right  to  inherit  ”  a  sim¬ 
ilar  farm  from  his  grandfather? 

Our  chief  guaranty  against  unjust  legisla¬ 
tion  lies  in  the  fact  that  ordinarily  legislators 
are  themselves  subject  to  the  laws  they  enact. 
If  a  tax  is  imposed  from  the  burden  of  which 
a  large  majority  of  them  are  exempt,  while 
sharing  the  benefit  of  its  expenditure,  that 
guaranty  is  lost.  Such  a  law  does  not  rep¬ 
resent  the  unbiased  judgment  of  the  legisla-

to  call  attention  to  the  extent  to  which  the 
minority  are  being  plundered  by  the  majority 
by  means  of  laws  imposing  upon  the  minor¬ 
ity  taxes  which  the  majority  do  not  have  to 
pay,  but  which  enable  the  latter  to  avoid  a 
part  of  their  own  share  of  the  public  expense. 
A  system  of  taxation  under  which  all  proper¬ 
ty  in  the  state  is  subject  to  a  tax  proportional 
to  its  value  is  fair,  not  merely  because  the 
benefit  received  from  government  protection 
is  proportional  to  its  value,  but  because  the 
price  paid  for  the  property  is  based  on  its  lia¬ 
bility  to  tax.  There  is,  therefore,  the  same 
justice  in  the  owners  paying  the  tax  that 
there  is  in  the  purchaser  of  mortgaged  prop¬ 
erty  paying  the  mortgage.  In  either  case  the 
purchaser  has  paid  a  lower  price  than  if  it 
were  free  from  tax  or  mortgage.  The  fair¬ 
ness  of  such  a  system  is  self-adjusting.  But 
many  people  do  not  want  a  fair  system  of  di¬ 
viding  public  expenses,  and  so  they  endeavor 
to  procure  the  enactment  of  laws  by  which 
they  can  compel  their  neighbors  to  pay  more 
than  their  share.  And  in  this  they  are  some¬ 
times  successful,  since  some  supreme  courts 
have  not  been  bright  enough  to  comprehend 
the  injustice  of  such  legislation,  or  to  detect 
the  fallacy  in  the  arguments  by  which  it  is 
defended.  Fortunately  this  has  not  been  the 
case  in  New  Hampshire. 

Conspicuous  examples  of  such  legislation 
are  the  recent  stock  transfer  tax  in  New  York, 
the  law  of  long  standing  in  Massachusetts 
umler  which  its  citizens  are  taxed  for  proper¬ 
ty  located  and  taxed  in  other  states,  but  nev¬ 
er  receiving  the  least  benefit  from  the  public 
expenditure  of  Massachusetts  and  the  collat- 


eral  inheritance  tax  of  a  considerable  num¬ 
ber  of  states. 

The  owner  of  shares  in  a  corporation  has 
the  same  right  to  sell  them  as  the  owner  of 
any  other  property.  Such  sales  add  nothing 
to  the  expenses  of  the  state,  and  constitute 
no  reason  for  imposing  a  tax  on  the  seller 
when  there  is  no  similar  tax  on  sales  of  other 
property.  But  a  majority  of  the  people  of 
New  York  wanted  such  a  tax  because  they 
would  not  have  to  pay  it,  and  so  the  law  was 
enacted.  Whether  the  New  York  courts  will 
uphold  its  constitutionality  remains  to  be  seen. 

In  Massachusetts  an  attempt  is  occasional¬ 
ly  made  to  do  away  with  the  wrong  of  taxing 
its  citizens  on  property  located  and  taxable 
in  other  states,  but  there  is  always  a  majority 
who  have  a  pecuniary  interest  in  retaining 
the  law  as  it  is,  and  so  the  wrong  goes  on. 
In  commenting  on  this  system  our  own  su¬ 
preme  court  in  the  case  of  Robinson  vs.  Dover, 
59  N.  H.,  527,  used  this  language:  “By  the 
rule  of  inequality  Massachusetts  can  compel 
her  citizens  to  pay  a  Massachusetts  tax  upon 
all  New  Hampshire  land  owned  by  them  as 
well  as  a  double  tax  upon  their  Massachu¬ 
setts  land,  because  by  that  rule  taxation  is  not 
an  equal  division  of  public  expense,  but 
such  an  arbitrary  exaction  as  pleases  a  law¬ 
less  government.  Under  that  rule  the  ques¬ 
tion  in  what  state  property  is  taxable  is  im¬ 
material,  for  the  citizen  has  no  right  of  prop¬ 
erty  against  a  government  vested  with  a  dis¬ 
criminating  and  unlimited  power  of  confisca¬ 
tion,  exercised  by  a  process  erroneously  call¬ 
ed  taxation.” 

In  1878  a  majority  of  the  New  Hampshire 
legislature  thought  it  saw  a  chance  to  get 
money  out  of  certain  express  companies.  So 
it  imposed  a  tax  of  two  per  cent,  on  the  gross 


receipts  of  all  express  companies  doing  busi¬ 
ness  over  railroad  lines,  no  similar  tax 
being  imposed  on  express  business  not  done 
over  railroad  lines,  nor  on  any  other  kind  of 
business.  Our  supreme  court  in  the  case  of 
State  vs.  United  States  and  Canada  Express 
Co.,  60  N.  H.,  219,  held  the  law  unconstitu¬ 
tional.  I  make  a  few  extracts  from  their 
opinion:  ‘‘In  the  supposed  state  of  nature 
men  exercise  the  natural,  essential  and  in¬ 
herent  right  of  acquiring  and  possessing  prop¬ 
erty  as  best  they  can.  By  mutual  agreement, 
establishing  an  agency  called  government, 
they  impose  upon  it  various  duties,  including 
that  of  protecting  the  natural  and  reserved 
right  of  acquisition  and  possession,  and  the 
duty  of  enforcing  every  one’s  obligation  to 
contribute  his  share  of  the  expense.  Equally 
free  and  independent,  they  do  not  agree  to 
contribute  disproportionally  ....  And 
so  long  as  constitutional  government  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  the  execution  of  a  written  agree¬ 
ment,  creating  a  limited  agency  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  common  benefit,  protection  and  se¬ 
curity,  by  proportional  contribution,  the  con¬ 
tract  can  no  more  be  executed  by  an  unequal 
division  of  the  expense,  than  the  right  of 
property  can  be  protected  by  such  an  unau¬ 
thorized  extinguishment  of  it.  .  .  . 

“Whether  it  is  a  tax  imposed  upon  person, 
property,  income,  business,  gross  receipts, 
profits,  or  earnings,  is  immaterial.  It  is  a 
tax  which  one  class  of  men  are  required  to 
pay  and  from  which  all  others  are  exempt. 
It  is  a  perfect  example  of  unequal  division 
of  public  expense.  It  does  not  tend  towards 
equal  right  by  any  degree  of  approximation, 
but  is  as  distant  as  possible  from  it,  and  dia¬ 
metrically  opposite  to  it.  It  is  inequality 
pure  and  simple.  There  are  other  objections 
which  need  not  be  considered,  because  this 
one  is  decisive.  If  a  special  discriminating 
tax  of  two  per  cent,  could  be  taken  from  one 
class  of  men  alone,  a  similar  tax  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  per  cent,  could  be  taken  from  any  man, 
any  family,  or  any  class  of  men;  one  man, 
one  family,  or  one  class  could  be  singled  out. 


and  compelled  to  pay  all  the  expense  of  the 
common  benefits  of  government,  and  all 
others  could  thus  be  discharged  from  their 
constitutional  obligation  to  contribute  their 

The  same  legislature  imposed  a  tax  of  one 
per  cent,  on  inheritances,  exempting  those 
passing  to  husband,  wife,  children  or  grand¬ 
children,  so  that  all  the  money  raised  in  this 
way  would  be  paid  by  a  minority  of  estates. 
The  supreme  court  in  Curry  vs.  Spencer,  61 
N.  H.,  624,  held  this  tax  unconstitutional, 
saying  that  “it  is  plainly  founded  upon  pure 
inequality,  and  is  simply  extortion  in  the 
name  of  taxation.” 

And  now  comes  the  legislature  of  1905, 
and  in  the  face  of  this  decision  enacts  an  in¬ 
heritance  tax  law  even  more  outrageous  than 
'the  previous  one,  the  exemptions  being  more 
numerous,  and  the  rate  6ve  times  as  high. 
It  is  true  that  there  was  recently  added  to 
the  constitution  a  clause  giving  the  legislature 
power  to  tax  “property  passing  by  will  or  in¬ 
heritance.”  But  that  does  not  give  it  the 
power  to  tax  some  inheritances  and  not 
others,  any  more  than  the  original  clause 
giving  power  to  tax  “all  estates”  authorized 
it  to  tax  some  farms  and  not  others.  The  re¬ 
quirement  that  all  taxes  shall  be  proportional 
is  still  a  part  of  the  constitution. 

An  inheritance  is  simply  inherited  property. 
A  collateral  inheritance  is  not  a  different  kind 
of  property  from  a  direct  inheritance.  The 
adjectives  only  apply  to  the  relationship  of 
the  parties,  not  to  the  property.  A  thousand 
dollars  inherited  from  an  uncle  makes  a  man 
no  richer  than  if  it  came  from  his  brother  or 
father.  A  man’s  ability  to  pay  taxes  depends 
on  what  he  has  to  pay  with,  not  on  how  he 
came  by  it.  If  the  very  same  property  can 
be  treated  as  a  different  kind  of  property  ac¬ 
cording  as  it  passes  by  will  to  a  brother  or  a 
cousin,  then  the  same  house  could  be  made 
subject  to  or  exempt  from  tax  according  as 
the  occupant  was  black  or  white,  non-union 
or  union,  if  the  majority  so  decided. 

Consider  the  absurdities  that  might  result 


if  this  law  could  be  upheld.  A  woman  leaves 
ten  thousand  to  her  sister  and  one  thousand 
to  the  sister’s  little  girl.  The  sister  will  pay 
no  tax,  but  the  little  girl  must  pay  the  state 
fifty  dollars.  A  man  inheriting  five  thousand 
from  a  cousin  worth  eleven  thousand  must 
pay  two  hundred  and  fifty,  but  his  neighbor 
inheriting  nine  thousand  from  a  cousin  worth 
ten  thousand  will  pay  nothing.  A  man  leaves 
a  hundred  thousand  to  a  brother  already  rich, 
and  there  will  be  no  tax  on  it,  but  from  the 
ten  thousand  that  he  leaves  for  the  support 
of  a  disabled  cousin  the  state  will  grab  five 
hundred. 

The  owner  of  property  has  as  good  a  right 
to  make  a  gift  of  it  take  effect  at  his  death  as 
at  any  other  time.  No  one  else  is  injured  by 
it,  nor  is  there  any  “constructive  recess”  be¬ 
tween  tbe  two  ownerships.  The  heir  is  en¬ 
titled  to  the  property  not  because  of  any  nat¬ 
ural  right  to  inherit,  but  because  he  has  a 
natural  right  to  receive  what  is  given  him, 
and  the  previous  owner  has  shown  hjs  inten¬ 
tion  either  by  making  a  will,  or  by  forbearing 
to  make  one  in  case  the  statute  of  distribution 
coincides  with  his  wishes.  The  person  re¬ 
ceiving  a  gift  from  one  having  the  right  to 
give  it  has  the  same  title  as  the  giver,  and  his 
rights  are  none  the  less  because  some  people 
see  fit  to  call  it  a  windfall.  There  is  no  rea¬ 
son  why  he  should  be  forced  to  give  a  slice 
of  it  to  people  who  would  not  dream  of  help¬ 
ing  him  if  he  lost  a  like  amount  by  accident 
or  embezzlement. 

I  am  informed  that  a  man  who  appeared 
before  the  committee  of  a  state  legislature  to 
urge  the  adoption  of  a  collateral  inheritance 
tax,  described  a  rich  man  of  that  state,  whose 
property  would  probably  go  to  his  nephew, 
who,  the  speaker  claimed,  had  done  nothing 
to  deserve  it,  and  added  “Now  we  shall  get  a 
slice  of  it.”  Was  not  that  an  appeal  to  that 
committee  to  report  a  bill  favoring  their  own 
pocket  books  at  the  expense  of  some  of  their 
constituents? 

Our  ancestors  established  and  we  maintain 
a  government  to  protect  our  natural  rights, 
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not  to  impair  them.  We  are  dependent  on 
the  legislature  to  make  laws  governing  the 
descent  and  distribution  of  estates,  but  it  is 
their  duty  to  make  those  laws  such  as  will 
most  likely  meet  the  wishes  of  those  who  may 
die  intestate.  Persons  who  have  outlived 
their  near  relatives  have  to  contribute  the 
same  as  others  to  the  expenses  of  govern¬ 
ment,  and  are  equally  entitled  to  its  aid  in 
the  enjoyment  of  their  property,  including 
whatever  satisfaction  comes  from  the  assur¬ 
ance  that  when  they  are  gone  it  will  be  dis¬ 
tributed  in  accordance  with  their  wishes. 

Those  without  near  relatives  are  more 
likely  to  make  bequests  to  public  charities, 
but  they  hai?e  a  right  to  use  their  own  dis 
cretion,  and  they  may  have  relatives  and 
friends  as  needy  and  deserving  as  any  exempt 
institutions.  They  certainly  will  not  feel 
any  more  generously  inclined  towards  a  pub¬ 
lic  that  asserts  the  right  to  take  arbitrarily 
from  their  estates  any  fraction  that  it  has  the 
face  to  demand  through  its  legislature.  A 
state  treasury  is  not  a  proper  object  of  chari¬ 
table  bequest,  because  money  given  to  it 
would  be  practically  a  present  to  the  taxpay¬ 
ers  of  the  state  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  their  taxes.  I  suppose  the  largest  taxpay¬ 
er  in  Massachusetts  is  the  Boston  and  Albany 
railroad.  But  this  road  is  under  lease  to  the 
New  York  Central,  which  assumes  all  taxes. 
It  follows  therefore  that  when  a  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  woman  leaves  to  her  invalid  niece  a 
thousand  dollars  deposited  the  week  before  in 
a  Lowell  savings  bank,  and  the  state  of 
Massachusetts  confiscates  fifty  of  it  under  the 
name  of  an  inheritance  tax,  the  party  getting 
the  most  benefit  from  that  fifty  dollars  is  the 
New  York  Central  railroad. 

It  is  no  justification  of  such  a  tax  to  say 
that  “other  states  have  it.”  That  argument 
would  have  justified  free  rum  or  negro 
slavery. 

We  ought  all  to  be  willing  to  pay  our  fair 
share  of  the  expense  of  the  protection  af¬ 
forded  by  government,  and  to  have  any  cor¬ 
porations  that  we  may  be  interested  in  do  the 
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Thirty-two  charges  will  he  filed  against  tto 
Pullman  officials,  according  to  Mr.  Fous^ 
and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  obtain  requisi¬ 
tion  papers  that  the  offlclals  may  be  brougU 
to  this  state  from  Chicago  for  prosecution.

Chicago,  Oct.  27— The  Pullman  Car  Com¬ 
pany  is  preparing  to  fight  the  new  rate 
law.  The  company  is  disregarding  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  law  at  present.  The 
law  makes  every  sleeping-car  company  a 
common  carrier.  It  requires  every  common 
carrier  to  publish,  file  tylth  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  and  post  in  its 
ticket  offices  and  stations  copies  of  its 
schedules  containing  ail  its  rates.  The 
Pullman  company  has  no  ticket  offices  or 
stations  of  Us  own,  but  uses  those  of  the 
railways.  At  the  railway  offices  and  sta¬ 
tions  notices  have  been  posted  stating 
where  patrons  may  obtain  tariff  schedules. 
No  such  notices  have  been  posted  by  the 
Pullman  Company.  An  official  of  the  Pull¬ 
man  company  said: 

"The  position  of  the  company  is  that  It 
is  not  engaged  in  the  transportation,  but 
In  the  hotel  business.  Because  the  Pull¬ 
man  company’s  hotels  are  on  wheels  Is  no 
reason  why  they  should  be  called  common 


The  Pullman  company  In  seeking  to  es¬ 
cape  supervision  by  the  Interstati-com- 
merce  commission  under  the  hew  law 
claims  to  operate  hotels  on  wheels  and 
not  to  act  as  a  common  carrier.  Tlie  pub¬ 
lic  is  familiar  with  such  efforts  to  avoid 
federal  control.  Owners  of  refrigerator 
cars  made  a  similar  pleq  at  the  very  time 
their  cars  were  being  utilized  to  give  one 
set  of  shippers  advantages  oyer  their  com¬ 
petitors.

!  wbaels,  bub  It  is  inseparably  connected  with 

the  railroad  service.  Moreover,  Its  owner 
has  a  monopoly  _  by  virtue  of  an  exclusive 
contract  with  the  railroad  which  hauls  U. 
Immunity  from‘‘regul8tion  can  be  properly 
allowed  only  on  the  theory  that  any  one 
can  engage  In  the  sleeping-car  business. 
But.  as  a  matter  of  fact,  a  railroad  will 
haul  the  sleeping  cars  of  only  one  corpora¬ 
tion. 

It  would  seem  that  if  the  sleeping- 
car  company  will  not  submit  to  regulation 
the  railroads  must  be  required  to  manage 
that  part  of  the  business  themselves  or 
they  must  allow  all  owners  of  sleeping  cars 
to  attach  them  to  trains  on  the  same  terms. 
The  last-named  course  doubtless  would  be 
undesirable  from  a  practical  point  of 
view.

The  directors  of  the  company  held  a  caucus  in  this  city  at 
which  the  earnings  of  the  company  for  the  last  fiscal  year

The  directors  will  meet 
m  Chicago  next  week  and  pass  formal  resolutions  making 
such  a  recommendation. 

According  to  the  present  plans,  the  proposition  will  then 
be  submitted  to  the  shareholders  at  their  annual  meeting, 
which  will  be  held  in  Chicago  next  Wednesday.  It  is,  of 
course,  a  foregone  conclusion  that  the  shareholders  will  ap¬ 
prove  the  proposition.  The  directors  believe  that  with  the 
large  surpl^us  now  in  the  treasury  they  are  fully  justified  in 
recommending  this  stock  dividend,  and  the  earnings  of  the 
I  company,  they  have  no  doubt,  will  continue  of  sufficient  pro¬ 
portions  to  enable  It  to  pay  the  full  8%  on  the  increased  cap¬ 
italization  and  still  leave  a  respectable  amount  each  year  to 
be  carried  to  surplus  account.

PLAN  FOR  DISTRIBUTION  OF  SURPLUS. 

Capital  Stock  Will  be  Increased  by  $35,000,000,  Which  WUl 
be  Divided  A  mong  Stockholders. 

The  directors  of  the  Pullman  Co.  have  finally  evolved 
the  plan  for  the  much  talked  of  distribtition  of  the  sur¬ 
plus  of  the  company,  which  proposition  will  be 
mitted  to  the  stockholders  at  the  annual  meeting  on  No¬ 
vember  14. 

The  proposal  is  in  effect  to  capitalize  the  surplus  and 
distribute  the  increase  among  the  stockholders.  That  is, 

I  the  capital  stock  will  be  increased  from  $74,000,000  to 
!  $109,000,000,  and  the  new  stock  amounting  to  $35,000,000 
will  be  divided  among  the  shareholders. 

In  addition  the  dividend  rate  of  8%  per  annum  is  to 
be  continued  upion  the  new  capitalization.  This  means 
an  additional  dividend  disbursement  yearly  of  $2,800,000. 

The  surplus  for  the  year  ended  July  31,  1906,  applica¬ 
ble  to  dividends  amounts  to  about  $15,000,000  which^  is 
!  equivalent  to  17%%  earned  upon  the  present  capitalization 
;  of  $74,000,000.  The  liquid  surplus  on  hand  will  be  shown 
I  in  the  annual  report  to  amount  to  about  $23,000,000  equal 
to  31%  on  the  present  capital  stock.  The  estimated  sur¬ 
plus  is  $27,000,000. 

j  The  original  capitalization  of  the  company  was  $1,- 
260,000.  By  1893  it  had  become  increased  to  $36,000,000 
by  cash  subscriptions  at  par  by  the  stockholders.  An  ex¬ 
tra  cash  dividend  of  20%  was  declared  in  1898  and  the 
capital  increased  to  $64,000,000  from  which  it  was  raised

Tlie  Tn*  on  Comfort  in  TrnvefcT^v, 

By  issuing  a  stock  dlvlfland  of  ?26.000,006 
to  Its  stockholders  At  Its  annual  meeting 
yesterday  the  *  Pullman  company  has 
rounded  out  an  astonishing  record  for  the 
last  eight  years.  Besides  paylug  8  per  cent 
dividends  regularly  upon  Its  large  capital¬ 
ization,  much  of  It  representing  prevlout 
gtpck  bonuses,  It  has  piled  up  a  cash  sur¬ 
plus  of  $27,0t;0,000  since  1808.  In  orde?  to 
‘drain  oil  this  vast  pool  of  accumulated 
money  and  take  care  of  future  prollts  each 
holder  of  100  shares  of  stock  Is  now  pre¬ 
sented  with  thirty-six  additional  shares. 
Tho  value  of  Pullman  stock  on  the  market 
yesterday  was  $202  a  share. 

It  ie  estimated  that  the  prollls  paid 
each  share  of  Pullman  stock  In  the  last 
eight  .years,  counting  the  market  value 
gift  shares,  amount  to  454  per  cent,  1 
there  has  been  no  reduction  In  the  price 
of  accommodullons  for  patrons  of  the  Pull- 
cars.  So  far  as  the  public  Is  aware, 
there,  has  been  no  proper  adjustment  of 
the  wages  of  persons  employed  to  operate 
cars.  Pullman  cars  aro  practically 
necessity  for  a  large  proportion  of  those 
who  travel  long  diktances  by  rill.  These 
cannot  be  consldOretf  luxuries  la  this 
of  night  Journeys,  of  extended  trips, 
of  travel  by  invalids  In  seaj-ch  of ;  health 
of  a  general  .need  toT  Lransportutlon 
from  city  to  city  with  a  minimum  of  fa¬ 
tigue.  As  the  business  grows,  however,  its 
nro.llts  suggest  to  the  company’s  di- 
irs  nothing  but  an  tnefease  of  the 
capital  stock  In  ord.^r  that  the  money  may 
be  sucked  up  by  the  stockholders  with  a 
considerable  digree  of  stealth. 

Tho  charges  of  the  Pullman  company  for 
le  service  it  performs  are  absurdly,  gro¬ 
tesquely  high.  That  is  the  reason  its  prof¬ 
its  are  so  enormous.  The  Increase  of  Its 
capital  stock  in  late  years  from  .$86,000,000 
$100,000,000.  for  uo  other  purpose  than 
absorb  the  net  proceeds  of  the  business 
and  thus  quirt  the  demands  Of  the  public 
that  lower  rates  be  granted,  is  a  monu¬ 
mental  example,  of  the  selllsh  policy  of 
some  public-service  corporations.  They  are 
ihcapkble  of  learning  that  ItAs  thelt  duly 
to  share  with  the  public  the  prosperity 
which  the  public  bestows  upon  them.  When 
one  adds  to  this  the  accusation  of  the  city 
authorities  that  the  Pullman  company  Is 
persistent  and  shameless  tax-dodger  one 
gets  a  fair  idea  of  the  blindness  of  some 
of  groat  wealth  who  continually  rail- 
at  the  growth  of  radical  Ideas  among  the 
masses. 

ts  to  be  hoped  that  the  Interstate- 
commerce  commission  will  give  early  at¬ 
tention  to  the  business  conducted  by  the 
Pullman  company,  ji’hich  is  placed  under 
tho  commission's-  8up.=  rvlslon  by  the  new 
rate  law.  The  people  have  paid  extortion¬ 
ate  prlnes  for  Pullman  car  service  quite 
long  eaoiigh.  They  ought  to  bo  granted 
relief.

Col.  Lewis  Is 
expected  also  to  take  bis  pass  Information 
Sprlngflelii.  He.  would  not  say  how 
many  members  of  the  board  of  equalization 
t  honored  by  the  Pullman  company. 
This  list  is  tho  city  law  ofBcer’s  bludgeon 
and  ho  continues  to  guard  it  carefully. 

The  merging  of  the  Waguer  Sleeping  Car 
company  with  the  Pullman  interests  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago  is  under  close  scrutiny  and

While  It  was  somewhat  early  to  dlsouss 
the  amount  of  the  dividend  to  be  paid  on  the 
Increased  amount  of  Pullman  stock,  opln- 
l^ons  have  been  expressed  that  tha  rate  will 
be  reduced  from  the  8  per  cent  now  paid. 
When  Pullman  Issued  $18,000,000  of  new  cap¬ 
ital  as  a  stock  divldenrd  In  February,  18W, 
the  dividend  was  cut  from  8  per  cent  to  6, 
but  was  restored  to  the  8  per  cent  basis  In 
November,  1809.  At  that  time  the  Pullman 
company  had  not  absorbed  the  Wagner 
company  and  did  not  have  the  praotlcal  mo¬ 
nopoly  It  has  now. 

The  8  per  cent  rate  on  the  present  capi¬ 
talisation  requires  the  payment  of  $5,920,000 
a^ear.  With  the  stock  increased  to  $100.- 
‘ii®  8  per  cent  rate  would  call  for 
$8,000,000,  or  $2,060,000  a  -year  more.  A  6 
J»r  cent  rate  on  the  Increased  amount  of 
stock  would  bo  $6,000,000.  or  only  $80,000  a 
year  more  than  the  company  Is  now  payins 
on  Its  $74,000;000  of  capital.  Should  the  earn¬ 
ings  continue  at  the  rate  of  the  past  fiscal 
year,  however,  the  company  would  be  able 
to  continue  the  8  per  cent  rate  without  dif¬ 
ficulty.  The  earnings  applicable  to  the 
stock  Ip  that  period  wore  $10,890,000,  or 
about  14.7  per  cent  on  the  present  capital¬ 
ization.

The  output  from  Death  Valley  has  also 
been  a  disappointment,  because  the  many 
encouraging  prospects  have  not  been  devel¬ 
oped  os  expected.  The  district  Is  full  of 
miners  and  they  are  working  industriously. 
Many  valuable  discoveries  are  reported,  bitt 
thus  far  the  evidences  have  all  been  verbal, 
and  very  little  gold  dust  or  bullion  has  been 
brought  out.  The  county  authorities  of 
California  and  Arizona  control  the  trails  and 
the  springe,  so  that  prospecting  Is  not  so 
dangerous  as  formerly,  hut  It  Is  still  a 
perilous  place  for  tenderfeet. 

California,  however,  still  remains  second 
In  the  list  of  gold-producing  atates.  It  loet 
the  first  place  to  Colorado  several  years 
ago,  and  it  Is  doubtful  whether  It  will  ever 
regain  It.  At  the  time  of  the  first  settlement 
of  California  by  Americans,  following  the 
discoveries  of  '48,  nothing  was  looked  for 
but  placer  mines,  and  It  was  several  years 
before  quartz  mining  was  attempted.  Dur¬ 
ing  those  years  the  gold  output  ran  up  Into 
Immense  figures.  The  river  beds  and  sur¬ 
face  gravel  were  fliled  with  kernels  of  gold.  ' 
In  1852  not  less  than  .$60,000,000  was  washed 
out  with  rude  apparatus  and  machinery. 
Between  1800  and  1860  the  loVrest  yield  for 
any  year  was  *41.273.106.  and  the  annual 
average  for  the  ten  years  was  *67,150,308. 
In  1865  the  annual  yield  dropped  to  about 
.  *18,000.000,  because  the  most  accessible  and 
richest  surface  deposits  were  exhausted. 
Since  then  the  annual  output  has  been  . 
about  the  same,  although  many  Improve-  ; 
ments  have  been  Introduced  for  the  saving 
of  labor  and  for  convenience  and  economy.

CHRONOLOGY  OF  MARSHALL  FIELD. 


Born  on  a  farm  near  Conway,  Mass.,  August  18,  1885.

Until  Mr.  Field  became  unconscious,  the 
doctors  also  endeavored  to  strengthen  the 
heart  action  with  large  doses  of  digitalis. 
Eventually  this  bad  to  be  abandoned,  owing 
to  tbp  fact  that  tbe  throat  muscles  refused

essary  to  resort  to  the  Injections.

She  received  hundreds  ot  such  mes¬ 
sages  from  prominent  men  all  over  tbe  coun¬ 
try. 

Property  Carefully  Bequeathed. 

Relatives  and  Intimate  friends  of  Mr.  Field 
were  annoyed  through  the  day  by  tbe  report 
that  Mr.  BMeld  had  changed  his  will  within 
the  last  few  days;  that  the  constant  presence 
of  Norman  B.  Ream  and  William  Q.  Beale 
in  tbe  Field  apartment's  was  due  to  Mr.

A  warrant  charging  murder  was  served 
upon  Miss  Lucille  McLeod  In  the  emergency 
hospital  yesterday  afternoon,  and  a  short 
time  afterward  the  girl,  who  Is  accused  of 
having  shot  William  H.  Niemann,  In  a  room 
in  the  Empire  hotel  on  tbe  night  ot  Dec.  13, 
was  booked  In  the  Harrison  street  police 
station,  released  on  $20,000  bail,  and  then  re¬ 
moved  to  her  mother's  home,  431  Oakley  ave¬ 
nue.  The  'bonds  were  signed  by  her  father, 
who,  since  his  estrangement  from  her  moth¬ 
er,  has  lived  at  the  Grand  Pacific  hotel. 

The  warrant  was  served  by  Sergeant  Duffy, 
and  makes  It  certain  that  the  young  woman-, 
who  herself  escaped  death  by  the  narrowest 
ot  margins,  must  stand  trial  for  the  murder 
of  tbe  table  manufacturer,  with  whom  she 
went  to  the  Empire  hotel  to  settle  their  dlf- 
.feernces  relating  to  Niemann's  attentions  to 
'another  woman,  to  whom  Niemann  was  en¬ 
gaged  to  be  married.

Attorney  Meagher,  for  tbe  Peo¬ 
ple's  Gaslight  and  Coke  company,  said  that 
the  proposition  would  have  to  be  laid  before 
tbe  directors  of  the  company. 

Meagher’s  Figures  Not  Verlfled. 

To  the  apparent  surprise  of  the  gis  com¬ 
panies’  representatives,  the  report  of  the  ao- 
countante  who  have  been  examining  tbe 
books  of  tbe  People's  company  did  not  verify 
the  figures  which  bad  been  given  by  Mr. 
Meagher  as  ehowlng  the  cost  of  manufaeture 
and  production. 

The  accountants'  report  out  these  figures 
down  nearly  9  cents  per  thousand,  ths  show¬ 
ing  being  made  on  tbe  accounts  of  the  com¬ 
pany  Itself.  Mr.  Meagher  made  a  prompt 
defense  of  his  own  figures  and  challet  ged 
the  report  of  the  aoooontants,  which  seemed 
to  convict  the  company  of  an  attempt  to  de¬ 
ceive  the  aldermen. 

Tbe  latter,  however,  made  allowanoaa  for  a 
possible  dlfferenoe  of  opinion  as  to  what 
Items  should  be  included  in  the  cost  of  manu¬ 
facture  and  distribution  and  did  not  insist  on 
the  acoounisnls*  ijgurss.

Scores  Aocoustant’s  Methods. 

"  When  this  Investigation  started  I  In  my 
Innocence  thought  It  would  be  a  matter  of  a 
couple  of  days.  To  my  surprise,  from  three 
to  nine  men  have  been  In  our  offices  for  a 
month  going  over  our  books.  Now  I  ask 
you,  did  those  accountants  come  to  our  of¬ 
fices  to  revise  our  bookkeeping  methods  or 
did  they  come  there  to  verify  our  figures?

Mrs.  Field  who  waa  ths  widow  of  Arthur 
Caton,  and  whom  Mr.  Field  married  In  Lon¬ 
don  last  September,  Is  provided  for  through 
'  an  ante-nupUal  settlement  supposed  to 
'  amount  to  several  millions  and  a  bequest  of 
$1,000,090  Id  a  codicil  to  the  will,  together  with 
the  resideitce  at  1905  Prairie  avenue  and  all 
Its  contents  and  appurtenances.  Including 
housefumtshlngs,  pictures,  statuary',  and 
other  works  of  art,  horaes,  carriages,  etc. 

This  codicil,  which  confirms  the  making 
of  the  ante-marriage  settlement,  but  does 
not  specify  Its  terms,  was  signed  in  London 
on  Sept.  6,  1905,  the  day  of  Mr.  Field’s  mar¬ 
riage  to  Mrs.  Caton.  It  was  witnessed  by 
Cnaig  W.  Wadsworth,  second  secretary  of 
the  American  embassy,  the  Rev.  S.'Klrsch- 
baum,  one  of  the  clergy  attached  to  St.

To  Mrs.  Albertln*  Huck  Field  .  widow  of 
Marshall  Field  Jr.,  the  ■wlU  provides  without 
condition  a  sum  which,  together  with  what 
she  'WlU  receive  from  her  husband's  eetate, 
WlU  total  $600,000.  In  addlUon  she  Is  given 
the  Income  from  a  trust  fund  of  $1,000,000  to 
be  adimlnlsiered  by  the  Northern  Trust  oom- 
pany.

The  United  States  Trust  company  of  New 
York  Is  appointed  to  administer  the  larger 
fund  of  $8,000,000.

Beatty  has  reached  the  age  of  40.  Until  then 
one-half  the  Income  shall  be  paid  her  In  quar¬ 
terly  Inatallmenla  and  one-half  shall  be  re¬ 
invested,  adding  the  accumulations  of  net 
Income  to  the  capital  of  the  trust  estate  until 
my  daughter  shall  attain  the  age  of  40  years.

After  she  has  reached  the  ege  of  40  the  total 
Income  of  the  fund  shall  be  paid  to  her  In 
quarterly  Installments.  She  Is  given  power 
to  make  bequests  to  her  surviving  children 
and  to  her  husband,  David  Beatty,  the  will 
providing:

By  another  provision  the  power  to  will  an 
amount  not  exceeding  $500,000  of  this  fund  to 
her  husband  is  given  to  her. 

Third  Trust  Fund. 

The  last  of  the  three  trust  funds,  $2,000,000, 
is  given  to  the  Northern  Trust  company,  "to 
my  son  Marshall  Field  Jr.,  and  to  Arthur 
B.  Jones  Jointly  as  trustees."  to  administer 
for  Mrs.  Beatty.  By  the  provisions  of  the 
will  Chattncey  Keep  takes  the  place  of  Mar¬ 
shall  Field  Jr.  This  bequest  Is  In  real  estate, 
Including  the  premises  leased  to  Clement. 
John  M..  and  Peter  E.  Studebaker  In  Wabash 
avenue,  the  Chicago  Athletic  association  In 
Michigan  avenue,  and  to  Mandel  Brothers  In 
State  street.  -  This  property.  It  Is  directed, 
shall  be  held  as  a  "  part  of  said  fund  ot 
$2,000,000,”  and  the  value  of  the  land.  It  Is 
provided,  shall  be  taken  in  tbe  case  of  each 
lease  to  "be  a  sum  equivalent  to  a  capital 
sum  upon  which  the  net  rent  reserved  would 
be  suffloient  to  pay  an  annual  Interest  of 
4V4  per  opnt." 

Mra  Beatty  la  given  the  power  to  reject  any 
of  these  leases  and  to  select  others  of  equal 
value  If  she  shall  desire  at  any  time  within 
a  year.  Here.again  a  division  of  the  Income 
is  made  and  one- half  Is  to  be  paid  Mrs.  Beatty 
until  she  Is  40  years  old,  for  her  own  use 
absolutely,  and  after  she  has  reached  that 
age  the  entire  Inqome  is  to  be  paid  her. 

Further  Bequeste  to  Children. 

Of  this  fund,  as  of  the  $3,000,000  fund,  Mrs 
Beatty  Is  given  the  power  to  bequeath  to  her 
children  and  to  her  husband  any  sum  not 
exceeding  $600,000.  The  provisions  of  the 
two  funds  make  it  possible  for  her  to  leave 
her  husband  not  more  than  $1,000,000  and 
any  children  who  majtsurvlve  h'er  not  more 
than  $1,000,000,  being  given  In  addition  by 
the  provisions  of  the  first  of  the  three  funds 
the  power  to  leave  her  flrst  son  an  additional 
$1,000,000.
